SS Oraſmuch as it hath pleaſed Almighty GOD, to compaſſionat the 

Q troubles and contuſions of this Kingdom, by returningthe Kings moſt 

Excellent Majeſty to the exerciſe of that Royal Government, under 

which , and its excellent conſtitution, this Kingdom hath for ma- 

ny ages injoyed ſo much happineſs, peace and plenty. And it being 

upon good and important conſiderations, an inviolable practice in 

this Government, before theſe troubles, that the perſon nominat by 

His Majeſty, to be His Chancellor within this Kingdom, did of right, 

and as due to his place, preſide in all Mectings of Parliament, and 

other publick Judicatories of the Kingdom , where he was prelcnt 

for the time. And His Majeſty now conſidering the great advan- 

tages do accreſs to the publick good of His Subje&ts, by the duc ob- 

ſervance of ſuch ancicnt and well grounded Cuſtoms and Conſtitu- 

tions, and the prejudices thar do accompany a change thereof: Therefore His Majeſty, with advice 

and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, doth Declare, Thar the preſent Lord Chancellor , and ſuch 

a$ hereafter ſhall be nominate by His Majeſty, or His Royal Succeſlors, to ſucceed in that place; and 

incaſe of their abſence, ſuch as jhall be nominate by His Majeſty, are by vertue and right of the faid ot- 

ice and fuch nomination reſpz&:ve, to preſide in all meetings of His Majeſt:es Parhaments or other 

publick Judicatories of the Kingdom, where they ſhall happen ro be preſent , and that they are now 

and in all time coming to enjoy this priviledge.

And the Eſtates of Parliament, now conveened by His Majefties 
ſpecial Authority, taking that Engagement to their conſideration, do find it to have been an Honoy- 
rable, Juſt, Neceſſary and Seaſonable Diſcharge of that indiſpenſible Duty, whereunto this Kingdom, 
ind the Subje&ts thereof, arc by the Law of GOD, by the Law of Nature and Nations, by the Mu- 
ticipal Laws of theLand, by their Allegiance, and by all the ſtrifteſt bonds of .Conſcience and Ho- 
nour, obliged to the moſt Sacred Perſon, and Royal Authority of their King's Majeſty.

For Which 
purpoſe, having publickly declared againſt that neccllary and juſt Engagement, tor His Majeſy,, 
relief and reſtitution to His Royal Government: Having approven all the oppoſitions and riſinps in 
Armes againſt the ſame, and by Oarh ſolemnly engaged themſelves to a conſtant adherence thereyp, 
to: Having for their aſſiſtance called in the, Uſurper Cromwel, and a part of his Army: hayj 
-by publick engagement, given up the honour and fatety of this ancient Kingdom ro the Engl: and decy 
red,that His Majeſty ſhould be oblicged to Ratific that unworthy a&t,before any Treaty were with Him for 
His relicf: Having given order to their Commiilioners, to proteſt againſt any agreement betwixt His Mz, 
jeſty and His SubjeQs in Eng land,in the Treaty at the I/e of Waght : Having, fo taras in themlay,wegk. 
ned and diſſolved the common Allegiance of the Subjects to the King's Majeſty, by prociaiming Hig 
Right ro the Crown, with baſe reſtrictions and limitations, and preſling the Subyects againit ther 
conſciences, to ſubſcribe the ſame: Having diſowned His Majeſtzes intereit in the Quarrel betyix 
them and the Engl:/h, who had invaded this Kingdom, meerly to deſtroy His Majeſtzes Interet 
it: Havingtaken the lives of ſome, and forced others of His Majeſi:es good Subjets, of beit qual 
ty, to flee to Forraign parts for rheir ſafety: Having fined, confined, impriſoned , and ſeized y 
the livelihood of many : Having put diſgraceful charaQters and incapacities upon all who had wite{ 
ſed any affeftion to His Majeſtzes Government: Having unjuſtly pronounced, and with cruelty. 
cuted Sentences of Forfeiture againſt the lives and fortunes of ſuch as irom conſcience oftheir duties, 
did 'oppoſe them: Having in their publick Mectings, appointed, that the innocent Wives and Chil. 
dren of theſe, who offered to vindicate His Majeſtzes Authority , ſhould be ſeized on, and tra. 
Ported to Forraign Countries : Having once and again ſollicite their Brethren in E: gland, that uh 
of this Kingdom, as (for venturing their lives tor the King) were then priſoners in England, ſhould 
be ſtill kept Priſoners,as Pledges of thePeace: Having thruit out of the Offices of State, places ot]u- 
dicatory and publick Truſt, all ſuch as were willing to engage for His Majeſtzes relief and reſtitution 
to His Government, and put ſuch in their places, as did oppole the ſame: Having laid on, and raked, 
great exaCtions and ſums of money from the people, and employed rhem for their own uſes; Haing 
jeized on His Majeſtzes Revenues, and beſtowed them upon themicives, and ſuch others as were in 
open Oppoſition and Arms againſt Him: Having allo ſeized upon rhe Properties and due Rights of the 
Subje&s, and the Patronages by Law ſecured unto them: And having, by theſe and many {ach like 
Ads, endeavoured to perpetuate themſelves in their ufurped Power, they prorogated the mectings of 
their pretended Parliaments from time to time, ſubſtituting ſome of their Truſtees, for carrying on 
of their deſigns in rhe while. And the Eſtates of Parliament, having taken theſe proceedings unto 
their ſerious conſideration, Do fihd, that there was no Law, nor lawiul Authority for the Mectings 
of theſe pretended Parliaments and Committes of Eſtates; But that the perſons, meeting therein, did 
without any lawful warrand, and in contempt of His Majeſizes Authority, uſurp the power tothem- 
ſelves. | 
And therefore, the King's Majeſty, with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, 
doth Reſcind and Annul thele pretended Meetings of Parliament , and Committes aboyc mett- 
tioned , and all other Meetings of any pretended Parliaments or Committees flowing from 
the ſame, and all Ads, Deeds and Treaties, done by them or their warrand : Excepting 
alwayes all fuch Ads as were paſt in any Meeting of Parliament, or Committce of Eſtates, autho- 
rized by His Majeſtzes preſence, and are not inconſiſtent with this preſent A&t. And alfo Declares any 
Ratification, which thereafter was paſt, of thoſe Meetings and ACts, to have been void from the be- 
ginning : Except in fo far asisexpreſt inthe Indempnity, Declarations and Proviſions, after-mentioned- 
Yet, notwithſtanding of all thele provocations, the King's Majeſty, from His innate goodneſs, being 
more deſirous to reclaim His Subjects to their duty by Acts of Mercy, then to reduce them by their 
too much deſerved Cenſure, Doth of His meer fayour and grace, with advice and conſent forclaid, It- 
demnifie all ſuch perſons, who fat and atedin theſe pretended Parliaments and Committees, of W19 
acted in order the1cunto, or by vertue of, and in obedience to, the ſame, Tobe in all time coming, V 
queſtioned in their lives and fortunes, for theſe their aCtings; Excepting ſuch as ſtall te excepted 1n 2 
general Att of Indemnity, to be faſt by His Majeſty in this Parliament. 
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And foraſmuch as the Crdinar Courts of Juſtice, did fit and a&t by Warrand of theſe Mectings, the 
Wl King's Majeſty, for the good and cafſeof the people, doth with advice torelaid, Declare, That none of 
. the Acts, Decreets or Sentences, given by theſe whofar as Lords of Seſtion, or as interiour Judges within 
this Kingdom theſe years, nor no Execution following thereupon, are for want of lawtul Authority to be 
F queſtioned : Whereanent, His Majeſty, with advice foreſaid, by thele preſents diſpenſes. And alſo, 
: His Majeſty, conſidering that by a pretended A& and Commiſion, from the ſaid pretended Meetings 
or Parliaments, Augmentations were granted to Miniſters, Kirks were divided, new Kirks were ere- 
&ed, and Lands from one Paroch to another, diſ-joyned and annexed, and divers other particulars 


decerned , in relation tothe Plantation of Kirks: which Commiſſions, one or more, though they had 
; no lawful Authority, but in themſelves were and are null. Yer, His Majeſty, being deſirous to give 
. all due encouragements to the Miniſters of the Goſpel, doth, with advice and conſent forelaid, De- 


clare, That al] Acts, Decreets and Sentences, pronounced and given forth by the ſaids Commiſlioners, 
and all Executions thereupon, areand ſhall ſtand yalid in time coming, except ſuch as upon the com- 
plaint of any party, ſhall be tound to haye been unjuſtly or exorbitantly pronounced and decerned. 
The determination whereof, is hereby referred by His Majeſty, with advice and conſent foreſaid, to 
the Commiſſion for Plantation of Kirks, to be eſtabliſhed by His Majeſty in this preſent Parliament; 
that they after hearing of parties, and conſideration of particulars, may take ſuch courſe for altering, 
' annulling or allowing of what was done by vertue of the faids Commiſtions in the years, one thouſand 
{ix hundred and tourty nine, and one thouſand ſix hundred and fifty , as they ſhall think juſt, con- 
form to the ſtanding Laws and Acts of Parliament, preceeding the year one thouſand fix hundred and 
fourty nine ; and Ordains proceſs upon ſupplication to be ſummarly granted , parties alwayes being 
cited, and that without any reduction. As alſo, with power to the faids Commiſſioners to be ap- 
pointed, upon the dependence of the ſaids complaints and proceſs, ro diſcharge execution upon the 
foreſaids Decrcets in whole or in part, as they ſhall find juſt, ay and while the matter may be deter- 
mined by them. And toraſmuch as by a pretended Commillion tor the Exchequer, divers Inteftments, 
Gifts and others, were paſt in the foreſaids years, one thouſand ſix hundred and fourty nine, and one 
thouſand ſix hundred and fifty; His Majeſty, with advice foreſaid , Declares, Thar all ſuch Gifts, 
Infeftments and others, are and ſhall be valid, excepting alwayes new Gifts and Diſpoſitions of Lands 
and others,. granted and paſt to His Highneſs prejudice, and ſuch other Gitts as upon the complaints 
of parties, ſhall by His Majeſt:es Treaſurer and Commiſſioners of Exchequer, be tound to haye been 
unuſtly granted or paſt, In prejudice of prior Gifts under His Majeſt:es Hand , though not paſt in 
Exchequer. And whereas by apretended Act of the forefaid pretended Parliament, entituled, AF 4- 
bol:ſhing the Patronages of Rirks, all Patronages and Preſentations of Kirks, whether belonging to 
the King or any Laick Patron, Presbyteries or others, were diſcharged, and all Acts, Gifts and Rights, 
granted thereanent, Reſcinded. And yet nevertheleſs, it was thereby declared, That the taking a- 
way of the Patronages, ſhould not prezudge the Patrons Rights to the Teinds, nor weaken his Infeft- 
ment wherein the ſarne is contained. And that the Teiths of the Kirks, whereof the Prelentations 
were aboliſhed, ſhould belong heretably to the Patrons , and be inſerted in their Rights and Infeft- 
ments in place of their Patronage, with power to the Patron to diſpone upon the aids Teinds, in man- 
ner and with the exception contained in the faid At> And notwithſtanding that the foreiaid AC 
and whole Parliament be declared null; yer nevertheleſs, His Majeſty, with advice foreſaid, doth by 
theſe preſents Declare, That it ſhall be lawful ro Laick Patrons or Heretors, to agree with the bene- 
liced perſons for Tacks or Rights of Teinds, belonging to the ſaid beneficed perſon, according.to the 
Lays of the Kingdom ; with this proviſion that the fſaids Tacks, ſhall be no wayes prejudicial to 
the Stipend and Maintenance of the Miniſters and perſons to be preſented , according as the fame 
hath been already modified, or ſhall be modified ia time coming ; and that notwithſhanding of 
ay Acts or Statutes made in the contrair. All which As, his Majeſty, with conſent toreſaid, by 
theſe preſents Diſcharges; And in like maner , His Majeſty, with advice foreſaid, Declares, That 
& to ſuch perſons who are preſently in poſſeſſion of Kirks, pretaining to the faids Laick Parro- 
nages, the ſaids perſons and Minilters ſhall, during their ſervice, claime no right nor poſletſion to

"Oraſmuch as the Eſtates of Parliament of this Kingdom, by their ſeveral Acts of the eleventh and 
F twenty fitch of Zanuary laſt, have, from the ſenſe of their humble duty, and inrecocognilance 
of His Majeſtzes juſt Right, Declared, Thar it is an inherent Priviledoe ot the Crown, and an un- 
doubted part of the Royal Prerogative of the Kings of this Kingdom, to have the fole choiceand ap-= 
pointment of the Officers of Eſtate, Privy-Councellors, and Lords of Seſſion; That the power of 
calling, holding and diſſolving of Parliaments, and all Conventions, and Mccrings of the Eſtates, doth 
foly reſide in the Kings Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeſſors : and that as no Parliament can be law- 
fully kept, -withour the ſpecial warrand and preſence of the Kinos Majeſ?y, or His Commiſiioner; 
$o, no Acts, nor Statutes, to be paſt in any Parliament, can be binding on the people, or have the 
Authority and Force of Laws, without the ſpecial approbation of His Majeſty, or His Commiilioner, 
interpohed thereto at the making thereof ; That the power of Armes, making of Peace and War, and 
making of Treaties and Leagues with Forreign Princes or States, or athome by the Subje&s among 
themſelves, doth properly reſide in the Kings Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeiters, and is their un- 
doubted Right, and their's alone; And thar ir is high Treaſon in the Subjects of this Kingdom;

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Majeſties Subjie&s ſhould preſume, upon-any pretext of any Authority. whatfocyer,'to require the 
renewing or {wearing of the ſaid League and Covenant, or ofany other Covenants or publick 
Oaths concerning the Government of the Church or Kingdom; And that none offer to renew or ſwear 
the ſame, without His Majeſties ſpecial warrand and approbation, &9c. I do, conform to the 4;

TJ "Oraſmuch as ſince the year of GOD, one thouſand ſix'hundred and fifty one, the late Ulſurperg 
[" did take upon them to eſtabliſh Judicatories, ſuperior and interior, within this Nation; as Judges 
tor Adminiſtration of Juſtice, in place of rhe Judicatory of the Seſſion formerly eſtabliſhed by Lay, 
Commilſtionets for the Admirality, Sheriffs of Shires, Commilſlars, Juſtices of Peace, and other infe. 


riour Courts. in which Courts the people did in name of the Uſurpers, or under the notion of the 


Keepers ofthe Liberties, proſecute and detend their ſeveral Cauſes an Intereſts, theſe many years paſt. 
And his Majeſty conſidering that the matters agitate, purſued and concluded, were tor the moft part, 
things of courſe, belonging to the ordinary Judicatories formerly. eſtabliſhed in this Kingdom ; and 
being unwilling that 'the people ſhould beput to any further trouble, where Matters have been ated, 
and Caſes determined, according to Law : Therefore, His Majefty, with conſent of the Eſtates of 
Parliament, Declares, 'That all and whatſoever AQts, Interloquutors, Decreets and Sentences, made, 
pronounced and piven forth by the faids Courts, ſuperior and inferior, with allexecution thereupon, 
and all execution by Horning, Inhibition, Caption, Compriſing, Poyndingand others, to have been, 
and to be, valid, and ſtand in full force, notwithſtandinpg'of the unlawtuliefs of the Authority, by 
which theſe Courts were held , and the execution uſed: But becauſe the Judges or Comm: 
Goners for Adminiſtration of Juſtice, did ſometimes proceed in an arbitrary way, contrair toLaw 
and Juſtice; and at other times, many of them being ſtrangers and ignorant of the Law, did procced 
unwarrantably and unjuſtly betwixt parties. Therefore, His Majeſty, with coſent forefaid, doth 
Declare, That whatſoever perſon or perſons, hath any juſt reaſon to quarrel their Acts, .Interloquutors, 
Decreets, and Sentences, they are hereby warranded and allowed to do the ſame, without any Re. 
duction or Suſpenſion, within the ſpace of one year, next after the down-fitting of the Seſſion : And 
if parties complainers be Minors, within the ſpace of year and day, next after they ſhall atrainthe 
age of twenty one years compleat, Parties alwayes being lawtully cited thereto. And it any petſon 
or perſons, be charged under the pain of Horning, Suſpenſion ſhall be granted to them upon Caution, 
or if they be not able to find Caution, ſuper Cautione Furatoria. And if it ſhall be found, that 
the complainer doth, without any juſt ground, unneceſlarly vex the party complained upon, in that 
caſe, the Lords of the Seſſion are hereby authorized, to determine the parties damage and charges 
to be paid by the unjuſt complainer. Likeas, all Decreets before the ſaids pretended Commiſſioners 
for adminiſtration of Juſtice. whether given inabſence, or parties compearand, are hereby allowed to 
be brought in queſtion, reviſed aud recognoſced, in manner foreſaid. And whereas there be many 
Proceſies as yer depending undecided, upon Summons and Letters raiſed in the ſaids Uſurpers names, 
the ſame Proceſlcs ſhall be all wakned in His Majeſt;es Name, and be pur to a final cloſe by theLords 
of Seſſion, as if they had been intended fromthe beginning , in His Majefties Name and Authority. 
And whereas, any Acts or Decreets have been made or given forth in the Admiral Courts, or any 0- 
rher inferiour Courts, the ſame may be brought in queſtion before the Lords of Seſſion, in the ſame 
form and manner as was formerly eſtabliſhed by Law and PraCtick of this Kingdom. 

And foralmuch as the ſaid Uſurpers, did from time to time, nominate and appoint Commiſſioners 
of Exchequer, having the ſame power to pals all ſorts of Writs, Signators and others, and to diſcuſlc 
Proceſſes and Suſpenſions, in the ſame manner as His Majeſt;es Treaſurerand Commiſſioners, appoin- 
ted by His Myjeſty, had power to do; Therefore, His Majeſty , with advice and conſent foreſaid, 
tor the good and eaſe of His people (under the proviſions under-written) doth Declare, all and what- 
ſoeyer Writs, Gitts, Signators of whatſoever nature and quality they be of, paſt and exped the 
Privy great and quarter Seals reſped77ve, or paſt-according to pretended Orders for the time , when 
there were no Seals, to be of full force and effe&t; Providing alwayes, that where any Signators were 
paſt in Exchequer winder the Uſurpers, and the Compoſition paid, aud yet not paſt the Seals , the 
fame ſhall be preſented and paſt in Exchequer, de novo, if there be reaſon therefore, without any Com: 
poſitionz and where Reſignations only have been made upon Procuratories in the Uſurpers time, Sig- 
nators may without new reſignation paſs thereupon. Ir is alſo provided, that this AC be no wile Cx- 
rended to new Gifts of Lands, Teindsand othets, paſt to rhe prejudice of His MajeFty, nor to Giits 
of Baſtardic, ora11;mms Heres, unleſs the fame be of new ratified and approyen by His 96. ha 
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Treaſure and Commitiioners of Exchequer, nor to any other Gifts, Confirmations, Charters nyon Re: 
{pnation, where the ſaids Gitts, Confirmations and Charters were made and granted, jn prejudice 
of any perſon or perſons who had former rights granted unto them by His Mzjeſty, or His Royal 
Faher of bleſſed memory, under their Seals, or Paſt their Royal Hands. And generally providino, 
that all and whatſoever Gifts, Grants, Commiſſions, Charters and other Writs whatſoever , paſt in 
Exchequer, and through the Seals in the Uſurpers time, and all and whatſoever As and Sentences 
pronounced and given forth by them, ſhall and may, be called in queſtion at the Inſtance of any of 
the people, who may pretend to have been unjuſtly wronged and prejudged thereby : And that 
upon complaints to be giveninto His Majeſtzes Treafurer and Commiſſioners of Exchequer, wherein 
they ſhall bave power to determine, as chey ſhall chink juſt and reaſonable.

And that 
the Kings Majeſty, hath been graciouſly pleaſed (notwithſtanding ot all the proyocations given to 
himſelf and His RoyalFather) toevidence His affe&tion and favour to this His ancient Kingdom, com- 
forting and reviving it, by the Raycs of His Royal Goyernment and Authority, under the prote&ti- 
on of which, the juſt Liberties , Freedom and Intereſt of this Kingdom, and the Subjedts hereof,

Depoied or Suipended Miniſters, or any other not authorized by rhis Kirk. Theretore His Majeſty, 
with advice o: His faids Eſtates, Statutes and Ordains, that whatſoever perſon or perſons, ſhall here. 
atter Marry or procure themſelves to be Married ina Clandeſtine and inorderly way, or by Jeſuits, 
Prieſts, or any other nor aurhorized by this Kirk ; thatthey ſhall be impriſoned tor three monerhs, and 
beſide their ſaid impriſonment ſhall pay, Each Nobleman,one thouſand pounds Scots ; each Barrcn and 
landed Gentleman, one thouſand merks ; each Gentleman and Burgels, five hundred pounds; each 
other perſon, one hundred merks; and that they thaii remain in Frilon, ay and while they make 
payment of theſe reſpeFzve penalties above-mentioned, which are hereby ordained, to be applycd 
to Pious ules, within the ſeveral Paroches where the taids perſons dwels. And that the Celebrator 
of {uch Marriages be baniſhed the kingdom, never to return therein, under the pain ot Death. Like- 
as His Majeſty, with advice foreſaid, Prohibites «an Diicharges all men and women, having both 
their otdinar reſidence within this Kingdom, to get Marriage to themieives with ethers Within the 
Kingdom of Ergl.ind, or Ireland, without Frec:amation ot Banns here in Scor/ard, and agaifl the 
Order and Conttitution ot tbis Church, or Kingdcm, under the pains ic)icw ing, V2S. For cach 
Nobleman ſo Married, one thouſand pounds; for each landed Gentleman, one thou;and merks; tor 
each Burgels, five hundred pounds; and for each other Subſtantious perlon, five hundred nerks; tor 
an Yeoman,one hundred pounds; for each perſon of inferior quality,one hundred merks ; the onchalt 
of the which peaaities, thall belong to the Kings Majeſty, the other to the Paroch, or Parochcs 
where the Married Partics did reſide ; and Ordains His Majeſties Advocat, and the Procurater ic1 the 
Kirk, to purlue beiore the civil Judge,the Parties Contraveeners of this Act, or either part thereof, ior

8 Kings Aajeſty conſidering, Thar divers debates haye formerly occurred , concerning the 
perſons who ought and ſhould have yote in the Ele&ion of Commiſſioners from the leyeral 
Shires of this Kingdom to Parliament, and who are capable to be Commiſſioners to Parliaments, 

that it. is neceflar for the good of His ſervice, that the ſame be cleared for the future, Doth there- 
fore, with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament Statute, Ena& and Declare, That beſide 
ail Hcritors who hold a fourty ſhillings Land of the Kings Majeſty in capite; that alſo all Heritors, 
Literenters and Wodſetters holding of the King, and others who held thcir Lands formerly of the 


Biſhops or Abbots, and now hold of the King, and whoſe yearly Rent doth amount to ten Chaleen - 
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victual or one thouſand pounds (all Few Dutics being deducted) ſhall be, and arc capable to vere in 
the Election of Committoners of Parliaments, and to be ciccted Committioners to Varbawerrs; cx- 
ccpting alwayecs from this Act all Noblemen and their Vallais. And it being juſt, that thoic who 
ſhall be choten and accordingly ſhall attend His Majeſtzes and the Kingdoms tcrvice in Parliaments; 
have allowance for their charges; His Majeſty doth rherctore, with advice torclaid, Modific and Ap- 
point five pounds Scots of daily allowance to every Commiſſioner from any Shire , inchading the 
Erſt and laſt daycs of the Parliament, together with cight dayes for their comining, and as much 
for their return, trom the furtheſt Shires of CazthneſSand Sutherland; and proportionably at nearer di- 
{tances;- and that the whole Free-holders, Heritors and Literenters, holding of the King and Prince; 
ſhall according to the proportion of their Lands and Rents, lying within the Shirc, be lyable and 
oblicged in the payment ot the ſaid allowance, excepting Noblemen and their Vaſtals. For payment 
of which, all exccution of Horning, Poynding and Quartering is to paſlz, as tor raiſing ot the Exciſe, 
and that according as the time and dayes of the Parliament ſhall be atteſted under the Clerk of Re- 
vilters hand. And becauſe at-this time, ſome Commillioners of Shires have becn pur to extraordi- 
nary EXPences in providing of Footmantles for the riding of the Parliament; It is hereby Statute, 
Thar the Commiſſioners ſhall be relieved of the prices thereof, to be given in under their hands ; 
and that the prices of the Footmantles be raiſed in the ſame way and by the ſame execution, with 
the daily allowance aforeſaid; the Commiſiioners alwayes, at the riſing of cach Parliament , making 
the Footmantles forthcoming to the Shire, to be diſpoſed as they ſhall think fir.

Atturney, and of the Sheriff of the Shire, Stewart of the Stewartry, or heretable Baily or Commiſ- 
ar of the bounds, if it be in the Countrey, and of the Magiſtrates of the Burroughs within the 
Burgh, before the granting and their accepting the Preſentation, take and lubicribe rhe Oath ot Al- 
kagiance, the ſaid Sheriff, Stewart, Baily, Commiſlſar and Magiſtrates having firit taken the Oath 
themſelves.

All the Conſtables, or at leaſt one of every Paroch intruſted with power to anſwer for the reſt 
within the ſaid Paroch, ſhall attend at every Quarter Seftion ; their to give information of all ſuch 
breaches of the Peace, and other miſedemeanors as have happened within their bounds, ſince the Pre- 
ceeding Seſſions, and have come. to their knowledge; and ſhall no way hide, cover, nor conceal the 
ſame, nor any of the proofs and evidences which they can give for the clearing and proving thercof ; 
and otherwayes to give the Bench further information in any thing wherein they ſhall be required, 
and to receive from the faids Juſtices at the end ot the Seſſion, ſuch order and direction, as they hall 
enjoyn and appoint. 

Every Conſtable, in their reſpective Paroches, ſhall apprehend any ſuſpicious perſons, who are 
night walkers, and cannot give a good account of themſelves, and carry them to the next Juſtices 
of Peace, to find Caution for their good behaviour, or otherwiſe be Commited to Prifon: and 
rhe ſaid Conſtable, or Conttabies, ihall ftay and arreſt all Vagabonds, ſturdy Beggars and Agyptians, 
and carry them beiore ſome Juſtice of Peace, who ſhall take order for their committing to Priſon, 
or other puniſhments, according to the Statutes of Parliament. 

Every Conſtable, in their reſpective Paroches, ſhall arreſt all idle perſons, whom they knowto 
have no means to live upon, and will not betake themſelves te any Labour, Trade or Occupation; 
and ſhall carry them betore lome Juſtices of Peace, who after examination ſhall cicher commit them 
to Priſon, or take ſurety of them tor their appearance at the next Quarter Sefljon. 

All Conſtables in their refpective Paroches, ſhall apprehend every perſon or perſons, that ſhall be 
cuilty and cuplaple of Slaughrer, Murrier, Thett or any other culpable crime whatſoever, and ſhall 
requir2 his Neighbours toafſift toria.e conveying of ſuch perſon ro perſons, 03 the next Juſtice of Peace 
who ſhall commit him or them, to take Surety according to the Inſtructions given to the Juſtice of 
Peace in ſuch like cafes, And if any perſon or perſons, ſhall refuſe or delay to aſſiſt the ſaid Con- 
{tables, in executing his or their offices, luch perſons, for refuſing or delaying, ſhall be impriſoned, 
or otherwiſe punithed by the faid Juſtices ar their Seſſions. 

All Conſtables {hall arreſt any perlon not being in His Majefes ſervice, who ſhall be found wearing 
of Hagbuts, Guns or Piſtols in any ſort, and ſhail carry them before ſome Juſtice of Peace, who 1s 
cither ro take ſecurity tor their appearance the nexr Quarter Seſſion, or commit them priſoners till 


they do the ſame, unieſſe they be Licenced from the Council, or ſome impowered from them to give 
fuch Licences. 


Upon the appearance of any Fray or Stir betwixr parties, the Conſtable ſhall rcquire the aſſiſtance 
of his Neighbours, tor ſundering ot the parties; and if there be any harm done to the Conſtable, or 
or any of the Aſſiſtance, by them who made che Fray, they ſhall be puniſhed by the Juſtices atthe 
next Seflion. 

When any perſon or perſons, have made a Fray, and then flee to an houſe; The Conſtable or 
Conſtables may follow to the houſe, to open the doors; which if he or {he ſhall reſuſe, he {hall take 
notice of rhe Maſter or Keeper ot the houle, and require witneſſes thereon; and albeir the Delin- 
quent {hail flee further, withour rhe bounds ot the Conſtables charge, yer may the Conſtable toliow 
and apprchend him in a freſh purſute, and craye concurrence of the Countrey for chat 
cilect. 

The Conſtables in every Paroch, ſhall exccute all ſuch Precepts and Warrands as they ſhall from

Ur Soveraign Lord, conſidering thar all the laudable Laws and Statutes, made by His MajefF:cs 
Anceſtors, anent Manula@turies, for enriching'of His Majeſtzes ancient Kingdom, putting of 
Poor children, Idle perſons'and Vagabonds to work for the maintenance and reliet ot the Countrey 
of the burthen'of ſuch unprofitable perſons, have been hitherto rendred in-effeftual; And that many 
good "ſpirits, having aimed at the publick good, have for want. of ſufficient ſtocks, council and al- 
ſtance,” been crulhed *by ſuch undertakings, Do conceive it neceſſar, ro Creat and Erect Companies 
and Societies for Manufacturies, that what was above the capacity of ſingle perſons, may be carried 
on by the joynt afliſtanice, council and means of many. And , therefore His Majeſty, with advice 
and- conſent 'of His *Eſtates of Parliament, Doth Eſtabliſh particular Societies and Companies, is the. 
perſons of ſuch as ſhall enter themſelves in the laids Societies within any Shire oz Burgh, one

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or mice of this Kinzdom; and airer their deceale, in the perſons of their Succeſfors, (it beins a1. 
wayes Declared hereby, that not any oi them ſhall be repreiented but by one perſon auwancr! EO 
any other who ſhall jtit and enrtcr themlelves therein, berwixt and the day ot 
atthe firſt modern Societies and Companies tor making ot Linnen-cloath, Worſtead Stockinos, Sear. 
ges Bailes Saycs, Cottons, Sempecernums, Cattilians, Perpetuanaes, and all ait other Wool.en Stuffs 
and Cloath; and tor their incouragement, and the good oi His Highneſs Ninydom; His Af tjeftv 
with advice and conſent foreſaid, Frohibits and Dilcharges any of His MijeſtiesLieyes,to carry and tral. 
port into 'Fpazz, Portugal, Riſcay, Ruſſia, France, or any place beyond Seas, any Linnen-Clogth, 
Baiſes, Sayes, Cottons, vempiternums , Callilians, Perperuanaes , or any orher Wooilen Stuff; or 
Cloaths, except rhey be tree, and ot one of the Societies atorelaid. And it is hereby Declared, thar 
all Materials imported tor the ule of the faids ManufaCturies, and that all the ſaids Srufts or Cloaths, 
exported by the ſaid Company, {ball be free of all Cuſtoms, Exciie. or any other Impoſition what. 
ſoever, for the ſpace ot nineteen years after the day of all other Merchants nor 
free in one or other ot the ids Companies, paying the ufuall Cuſtoms, Exciſe, or any othet [mpo. 
fitions, for any ot the ſaids Commodities Exported by them. As allo His Majeſty, with advice 
forefaid, for rhe good aud incourayement of theſe who thall enter themfeives in the iaids Companies, 
Dath diicharge the ſaids Companies re{pef:ve, where ever the tame ſhall be ere&ed, to receive any 
within the ſame, except theſe who {hait contribute and bring in,to make up a Stock to the laids Many. 
faQturies, the ſum ot five hundred merks Scots, and doth prant liberty to the ſaids Members o the 
faids Societies reſpe:ve, ro chooie and eiett a certain number of their own Incorporarion and $0. 
ctety, to be a Council for making of Laws, tor their better regulatingand ordering of the taid Com. 
pany and Manufactury, and rhings betonging thetero; providing aiwayes, that no perlon eleQc4 have 
leis of Stock, in the ſaid Company or Society, nor one thouland merks Scots money. And that this 
Pious, Charitable and profitable Defiyn, may be no longer iruttrate, nor poor Chiidren, VazabonJs 
or Idle perſons, continue to be burdeniome to their Countrey ; It is vratute and Ordaincd, that 
there bein each Paroch, one or moe perſons provided and appointed, upon the cnar:es and eXpetices 
ot the Heritors thereof, for initructin:; of the poor Chiidren, Vaczabonds ani other 1diers, to fine 
and mix Wool, tpin Worſtead,aad knit Stockins.

| tute and Ordained, that within moneths ater the ditolving ot this preſent Parliawent, 
the Commitſioners ot 5hiresdo conveen the whole Her:tors within their reſpective Shircs, tor ciefting 
of ſome of the Heritors within caca Paroch, to lee this preient Act madecticftual, and perſons ap- 
pointed for inſtructing oi the Cluidren and others toreiaid, ro fine and mix Wool, Knit Steckins, and 
ipin Worſtead, and to icc ainaintenance letied in every paroch upon the faids Inſtrufers : And wih-

;{ NUr Soveraign Lord, conceiving it neceſſary for the good and wel.being of His Majeſties Sub- 
jefts, ro pru;ctand indeavour the improvement of all the Native Commodities of this His Az- 
jeſties ancient Kingdom, and tomake Laws and Ordinances, for eviting and preventing of all fraud 


and deceit uicd herctotore, in making Sale ofthe ſaids Commodities ; And conjidering that it would 


tend more to the adyantage of His Majeſt;es Subjefts, and promoving of Manutatturies, to reſtrain 
the liberty that Merchants have taken to export Linnen-yarn, then ſuffer them to carry the ſame 
unto other places and Kingdoms. "Thereiore His Majeſty, with advice and conſent oi His Eſtates 
of Parliament, Diſcharges any Merchant or others whatſoever, to tranſport out of this Kingdom any 
Linnen-yarn, under the pain of Confiſcation of the ſame, the one half to His Majeſties ule, and 
the other half to the uſe of the Atracher and Apprehender of the ſaid Yarn ; and Starutes and 
Ordains that all Yarn be fold by weight, and that no Reel be made uſe of within this kinvdom, 
under the meaſure and length of ten quarters, and that under the pain of Confiſcation oi any Yarn 
brought to the Mercat of a ſhorter Reel, the one half tro His Majeſties uſe, and theother ' halt to 
the uſe of the Delaters and Apprehenders of the ſaid Yarn. As alfo, His Majefty conſidering, 
that Linnen-cloath is one of the moſt utefull Commodities of the produCt of this Kingdom, where- 
by much money in ancient times was brought home; And that now, to the great prejudice of the 
ſaid Commodity, the ſame is brought in contempt abroad, and become hardly vendible, through the decsit- 
full Making, evil Bleetching, and unequal Breadth thereof; Therefore ,His Majeſty, with advice 
and conſent of the faids Eſtates, doth Dilcharge and Prohibitall Weavers to. make any Linnen-cloath, 
of the price of ten ſhillings Scots.che ell, or above; under the breadth of an ell and two : inches, 
aiter the firtt day of November next to come, under the pain to be impriſoned, ior the ſpace of 
fourteen. dayes, and of twenty - pounds Jcots to be paid for each fault, to Magiſtrates of Burghs, 
Sheriffs of Shires, Lords of Realities, and Barrons within their reſpeCtive bounds, and of -the 
Confilcation of the fame, to the uſe of the Attachers and Diſcoverers thereof; and Statutes that all 
Linnen-cioath be taken up by Selvage, and not by the Rigg, and ſo to bepreſented to the Mereat; 
and that all Linnen-cloath be Bleetched without Lime, under the pain of rwenty pounds tor each 
uit, to be paid ro the Magiſtrates torelaid, within their reſpeCtive bounds. And laſtly, itis-hereby

lanries, and Collegrat Kirks, pertaining to laick Patrons, together with the Act of Parliament twelfth Chap. 
one hundred and fitty eight, Rarifying theſame; and Ordaines the ſaids Acts to have {ull ſorce and effect

ſcduce any Water-men, Windſ-men and Gateſ-men, withour a Teſtimonial of the Maſter whom they ſerye, 
under the pains contained in the former Acts in all points. And becauſe it is found by experience, thatthe 
giving of great Fees, hath been a mean and my to ſeduce and bring Coal-hewers from their Maſters, Iris 
Therefore alſo Statute and Ordained, That it {hall not be lawful for any Coal-Maſters inthis Kingdom, to 
give any greater Fee then the ſum of twentie merks in Feeor Bounteth, under any colouror pretext: and 
becauſe the ſaids Coal-hewers and Salters, and other work-men in Coal-hewghs within this Kingdom, doly 
from their work at Paſ/ch, Zule, Whitſonday, and certain other times in the yeare ; which times they int- 
loy in Drinking and Debauchry , to the great offence of God, and prejudice of their Maſters ; Itis There: 
Lied Statute and Ordained, rhat the ſaids Coal-hewers and Salters , and other Work-men in Coal-heuphsof 
this Kingdom , work all the fix dayes of the week , except the time of Chriſtmaſſe , under the paine of twen- 
ry ſhillings Scofs, to be paid to their Maſter; for ilk dayes failzie(by and attour the prejudice ſuſtained 
by their ſaids Maſters ) and other puiſhment of their bodies.

ACT diſcharging the Cuſtom of two and a bay of t he Hundred , and the Impoſt of four pounds 
on the Tun. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, conſidering that the prices of all Merchandice do dayly riſc 

ro excecding great dearth, which is alleaged to be occaſioned through extraordinary Cuſtoms and 
Impoſitions. For remedy whereof, His Majeſtie , with adyice and conſent of His Eitares of Parliz 
ment Doth diſcharge all and ſundrie wharſoever Cuſtoms and Impoſitions exacted by rhe Cuſtomers, 
which are not allowed by the Acts of Parliament , and eſpecially the lare Cuſtom of two and an half per cert, 
and the late new Impoſition of tour pounds upon the Tun of Wine, aud all raiſings of His Majſties 
Cuſtoms, directly or indirectly, withour chant of Parliament. And becauſe thar the too much trou- 
bling of Merchants, and drawing of Maſters and Mariners trom rheir ordinary charges, doth much im- 
pede the Trade ; Therefore His Majeftie, with advice and conſent forefaid , diſcharges the taking of 
Merchants, Maſters and Mariners Oaths in the matter of Cuſtoms. And to the end, that the 
Subje&t of Trade may not be reſtrained with unneceſſary Cuſtoms, His Majeſtic, with advice and 
conſent foreſaid, Declares, That all Goods and MercFandice, Imported from Forraign places t9 
this Kingdomc and out of the ſame, paying Inward-cuſtom, {hall be free of all Outward-cuſtom, according 
as is uſed in England and Ireland. Like-as His < Majeſty Declares, that He conſented to the AR above- 
written upon this condition, that Commiſſion and Warrand b. granted to the Exchequer, toeſtabliſhthe 
Book of Ratcs, acccording as the prices of Merchandice now rules; and His Majeſtic permitted 
the option to the Burroughs, whereupon the Burroughs having adviſed, they made choice to be 
ruled by the Book of Rates anent the Cuſtoms; and conſented, that Commiſſion ſhould be granted 
to the Exchequer to eſtabliſh the Book of Rates, according as the prices of Merchandice now rules. In 
reſpect whereof; Our Soveraigne Lord, Ordains a Commiſſion to be drawn up to the Exchequer to the 
eltcct toreſaid, andextracted thereupon, for eſtabliſhing the Book of Rates according as the prices of Merch- 
andice now rules: And Therefore Our Soyeraigne Lord, with advice and conſent foreſaid, Ordains the 
Act aboye mentioned to ſtandas a Law, in manner and to the effect aboye-rehearſed.

He Eſtates of Parliament having taken to conſideration, that ſome difficulty hath occurred inthe 
proſecution of his Majeſties Royal Fathers intention of; changing of Ward:holdings in Few, 
for the well of his Subjets, conform to the two Commiſlions, granted by His ſaid Majeſtie thereanent ; 
under the Great Seal of this Kingdom: And that the faid difficulty hath riſen upon this ground, that 
diverſe of His Majeſties Subje&ts, holding Lands of His Majeſtie or of the Prince, ward, or Few Cum 
maritagio, holds alſo other Lands of other Superiors, Ward; who whilſt their Vaſſals held Lands 
Ward , or Few Cam maritaz, of His Majeſtie or of the Prince, could pretend no right to the Mari- 
ave of the Vaſltals Heir; when the ſame ſhall be change in Few, and Compoſition and a yearly Few- 
duty being granre.i to His Majzſtie or the Prince for the ſaid Ward and Mariage, the other Superiors 
of the ſaids Va! als, of whom he holds Ward, may contend for the benefit of the caſuality ofthe Mar- 
riage of His V afſals Heir, when the ſame falls out, he being the Vaſlals eldeſt Superior of whom he 
holds Ward; which was grieyous tothe Vaſlals, who by this new courſe of changing of his holding, 
hath componed both-for Ward and Marriage.

the Council, Lord Privy Seal, the Lord Secretary, or any one of them , with power 
tothem, or Quorum foreſaid, to meet and conveen at Edimburgh, or ſuch other place or places, al ſuch 
times and diets as they ſhall appoint, ro value and cauſe value whatſoever Teinds great or ſmall, Parlonage 


or Vicarage, of wharſoeyer Lands and others within this Kingdom lyable to the payment of Teinds oy a s 
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ſoever nature or quality the ſame be of which are yet unyalued. Providing the Miniſters ſerving the C ure; 
whodolead Teinds, beſccured of good and thankful payment of ſo much victual or money anſwerable to 
the worth of the ſaids Teinds, as the Teinds ſhall be valued ro. And alſo with power to them to receive 
reports from Sub-commiſſioners, and to appoint Sub-commiſſioners conform to the former Acts and 
Commiſſions, to 6 4 ng? conſtant and local Stipends, and grant augmentations , to diſ-joyn too large and 
ſpacious Kirks , build andere& new Kirks, diſ-member , annexe and unite Kirks, and to take order that e- 
very Heritor and Life-renter ſhall have the leading and buying of their own Teinds, if they be willing, accor- 
ding to the Rates preſcribed by former Commiſſions, namely by the foreſaid Commitſſjon pranted by his 
Majeſty, with conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, in Ano one thouſand fix hundred thirty and three. 
And with power to the aids Commiſſioners or Quorum toreſaid, togive recompence to Parties for the aug- 
mentation of Stipends to be impoſed by this Commilsion.in the ſame way as was done by former Commiſzi- 
ons , namely by the Commiſſion in Aw 1617. With powerto them to determine all Queſtions con- 
certing the Prices of Teinds betwixt Titulars and others having right to the Teinds, and the Heritors : And 
ro appoint ſuch ſecurities in fayours of the Titulars and others having right, by the Heritors payers of the ya- 
Jued Duties or buyers of the ſaids Teinds, and in favours of the Minitters as to their maintenance, as the 
faids Commiſsioners ſhall think fitting, according tothe Rules ſet down inthe aids former Acts, namely 
intheſaid Act, in Ano one thouſand ſix hundred thirty and three. Andiſuchlike, with power to them to 
appoint and provide tor ſuch other pious uſes ineach Paroch as the Eſtate chercof may bear. Declaring, 
thatwhere the Vicarage of any Paroch is a ſeveral Benefice and Title from the Parſonage, the fame ſhall 
beſeerally valued, to the ettect the Titulars or Miniſters ſerving the Cure, having right to the faid Vicarage; 
be not fruſtrate of the true worth thereof. Itisalwayes Declared, That Miniſters ſerying thc Cure, who 
now lead their Teinds, and that Colledges, Schools and Hoſpitals be not conſtrained to ſell, ſer nor dif. 
one their Teinds in prejudice of their Succeſſors notwithſtanding of the valuation thereof; and that Titu- 
fa and others having right to Teinds , ſhall not be forced to diſpone any Teinds valued orto be valued, 
which they ſhall be content and willing to aſsign and diſpon to the Miniſter ſerving the Cure of the Paroch as 
apart of his Proviſion. And His Majeſty, with conſent foreſaid , Declares, That where valuations are 
lawfully led againſt all partics having intereſt , and allowed by former Commiſsions, according to the or- 
der obſerved by them, that theſame ſhall not be drawn in queſtion, nor rectified upon the pretence of e- 
norm leſion, at the inſtance of the Miniſter, not being Titular ; or at the inſtance of his Majeſties 
Advocate, for and in reſpect of his Majeſtics Annuitie : Except it be proved that colluſion was uſed 
betwixt the Titulars and Heritor , or betwixt the Procurator-fiſcall and Heritors and Titulars ; 
which colluſion is Declared to be where the Valuations are led with the diminution of athird ot the juſt Ren, 
and which diminution ſhall be proved by the Parties Oaths. . Andalbeit that all the Acts of the pretended 
Parliaments, in the years one thouſand fix hundred and fourty, and one thouſand fix hundred fourty and one, 
and fince ;' are declared by an Act of this preſent Parliament, null and of none avail in all time comming ; yet 
itis hereby Declared , That all and whatſoever Valuations, Acts, Sentences and Decrcets, done, con- 
cluded, anddecerned by vertue of any Commilsions granted by the faids pretended Parliaments, w ith all 
execution uſed or to be uſed thereupon, are and ſhall ſtand valid in all times comming, notwithſtanding of 
theforeſaid Act Reſciſlory ; And this for the good and eaſe of the People, and for incouragement of the Mi- 
niſters ofthe Goſpel, whereunto his Majeſty hath alwayes a tender reſpect. And although by a ſpecial A& 
ofthis preſent Parliament, the pretended Parliament holden ine Ano one thouſand ſix hundred and fourty 
nine, andinthe beginning of the year one thouſand ſix hundred arid fifty , is from the beginning Declared 
yoid and null, and all that hath followed thereon ; Yet neyerthelefſe His Majeſty Doth, with advice fore- 
fad, Authorize all Valuations, As, Decreets and Sentences led, deduced and pronounced by the Com- 
miſsions one or moe appointed by the ſaid pretended Parliament, for Plantation of Kirks and V aluation of 
Teinds , and all execution competent thereupon ; Excepting ſuch Decreets and Setitences given in fayours 
of Miniſters for their Stipends , or for dividing, uniting, annexing or building of Kirks, w hich thall be found 
to have been unjuſtly or exorbitantly decerned : The determination whereof is hereby referred by his Maje- 
ity, with conſent foreſaid to the ſaids Commiſsioners , that they after hearing of parties, and conſideration 
ot particulars, may take ſuch courſe for altering , annulling or allowing of the ſfaids Acts, Decreets, and Sen- 
tences, as they ſhall think fitring, conform to the Laws, Practique and cuſtom obſerved prececding the 
year one thouſand ſix hundred and fourty nine: and Ordains Proceſle upon ons ro be ſummarly 
granted, parties alwayes being cited, and that without any reduction. And ir ſhall be lawful to the faids 
Commiſsioners or 9#orum foreſaid, to proces in all Summons and Actions to be intended tor that effect, 
within the ſpace of two years after the firſt down-fitting of the Commiſsion. Asalſo, with power to the 
fads Commiſsioners, upon the dependance of the ſaids Complaints and Proceſſes to diſcharge execution 
upon the foreſaids Decreets, in whole or in part, as they ſhall find juſt, ay and while the matter be deter- 
mined by them. As alſo in reſpect that by diverſe Decreets pronounced by the ſaids Commilsioners ap- 
pointed by the ſaid Commiſion, in Ano one thouſand fix hundred and fourty nine, the burden of an Aug- 
mentation was put upon diyerſe Tacks-men of Teinds, and yet no recompence was made to them by proro- 
atinp of the ſaids Tacks; inregard alſo thar diverſe Regiſters of Commilsions, precceding the year one 


thouſand ſix hundred and fourty nine , are loſt, whereby Prorogations were grantedin fayours of Tacks: 
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men, and the Extras alſo periſhed the time of tho Troubles: Therefore his Majeſty, with conſen; 
forcſaid, Gives power tothe Fiids Commiſsioners, or Quorum toreſaid, appointed by this Commiſion, 
ro grant recompence and prorogation to the ſaids Tackſ-men, inthe ſame manner as was preſcribed by the 
former Commiſſions, namely by the Commiſſion in Anno one thouſand, ſix hundred, and ſeventeen, the Ti. 
tulars alwayes being cited thereto. And whereas ir may fall out that ſome of the faids Commilltoners noy 
appointed , may be unable to attend the ſervice, through death, fickneſs, or ſome other notour and knoyn 
impediment. Therctore His Majeſty Declareth, that He ſhall be careful to fill their places with orher per. 
ſons qualified, whoſe Oaths for faithtul diſcharge ofthe ſame, ſhall be raken by the Lord Chancellor, orip 
his abſence, by the Preſident of the ſaid Commitlion for the time : And ordains this preſent Commiſſion 
ro endure ay and while the ſame be diſcharged by His Majeſty ; and Ordainsthe Acts, Decreets and Orij. 
nances thercof, to have the force, ſtrength and effect of a Decreet., Sentence and Act of Parliamen; 
and the Lords of the Seſſion to grant and direct Lettters of Horning , Poynding and others requiſit , jn 
manner contained in the foreſaids former Commiſſions. And conſidering; that ir was the will and pleaſur: 
of His Majeſties Royal Father, that all Heritors, who ſhould be willing to buy , ſhould have their oy 
'cinds at reaſonable Rates ; Therefore His Majeſty , with advice forefaid , Statutes and Ordains, that all 
Heritors whoſe Teinds are not valued, ſhall have liberty to value and buy the ſame atſuch Rates as are con. 
tained inthe Act of Parliament one thouſand, ſix hundred, and thirty three years. With power to augment 
the ſaids Rates according to the burden of Augmentations and others ſuitained by the Titulars , fince the 
ſaid Actof Parliament one thouſand, ſix hundred, and thirty-three years; and the faids Heritors to haye 
rhe liberty of buying , as ſaid is, within the ſpace of three years after rhe valuation. With power to the 
ſaids Commiſſioners to determine therein according-to Juſtice ;- with this Declaration alwayes, 7 hatincaſe 
che impediment during the ſpace foreſaid , flow fromtheTitular\, by reaſon of his minority or other inabilj- 
ty, inthat caſe, the Heritor who offered himſelf ready to buy his own Teind within the ſpace forefaid, ſhall 
have place, ſo ſoon as the impediment is removed, to buy his Teinds, notwithſtanding of rhe expiring of 
the years and ſpace above expreſt. Anditis Declared, that it the Heritor ve Minor , and his Tutors ne- 
glect che buying of his Teinds within the foreſaid ſpace, the Minor ſhall haye Action for two years after his 
minority , to compel the Titular for ſelling of the ſaids Teinds.

A C T for ordering the payment of Debts, betwixt Creditor 
and Debitor. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, conſidering how neceſſary and eſſential it is to the very being 

() and flourthing of Kingdoms and Nations, that there ſhould be a National confidence among the peo- 
ple themſelves, and with theſe of other Nations with whom they have correſpondence and traffick abroad; 
and that the moſt effectual and proper way to beget , cement, and maintain the ſame, is, that Promiſes, 
Pactions, Obliegments and Debts be faithfully performed and ſatisfied , withour which there can be no 
truſt, and conſequently no ſociety, intercourſe and commerce at home, and all Trade and Traffick with 
other Nations will certainly decay and ceaſe , tothe irreparable loſs, ruine and diſcredit of the Nation: 
Yet, thetroubles and difficulties of the time being ſo great, rhar ir is fir ſome breathing time andencou- 
ragement ſhould be given tothe Debitors, forthe better inabling them to keep their credit, and torake 
ſome effectual courſe Fe payment of their Debts. Therefore His Majeſty , with adviceand conſent ot 
the Eſtates of Parliament, Statutes and Ordains, That for all Sums and Debts contracted belore the 
tearm of Whitſunday , one thouſand, ſix hundred, and fifry eight years , and exccedins one thouſand 
pounds Scots of principal, perſonal execution ſhall be forborne by the ſpace of fix years, to begin at 
Whitſunday laſt by-paſt, in thisinſtant year, one thouſand, fix hundred, and ſixty one; Providing that 
the Debitors make payment of one years Annual-rent at Candlemeſle next, inthe year one thouſand, fi 
hundred, and ſixty two, and that the reſidue of the by-gone Annualrents of the ſaids Sums reſting unpaid 
at Whitſunday next, ſhall become and be made a principal Sum, and the Debitor ſhall give ſecurity for 
che ſame to theſe who haverighrto the by-gone Annualrents, when they rake the benefit of rhe forefaid 
jorbearance, in manner after-mentioned ; or at any other time that the Now ſhall be demanded: Which 
Security to be granted for theſaid by-gone Annualrents, madeup in a principal Sum, ſhall bear obliegment 
to pay Annualrent forthe ſame, in manner and from the tearms after-ſpecificd, viZ. For a chird part 
thereof , from Whitſunday next, one thouſand, ſix hundred, and ſixty two years ; and for an other third 
part, from Martimeſlethercafter, in rhe faid year, and for the lait rhird part, from Whitſunday , in the 
year one thouſand, ſix hundred, and ſixty three, during the not payment of the ſaid principal Sum io made 
up, for which, perſonal execution is to be forborne , as for the other principal Sums, by rhe ſpace a- 
forcſaid of fix years after Whitſunday laſt. And withour prejudice of the Security ro' be granted in ma- 
ner foreſaid , It is alſo Declared and Ordained, that the ſaid by-gone Annualrents , are made up, and 
ſhail be holdcn and eſteemed principal Sums; And that Annualrents ſhall be due and payable for the ſamc 
from the tcarms and in manner foreſaid , and that execution ſha!l follow at the inſtance of thoſe who aſe 
rg 
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right tothe ſame, upon and by vertue of their Bonds, Contracrs and Rights, and ofthis preſent At an. 


Ordinance, 1n the ſame manner as it anc Security were already granted in manner and of the tenour 
above-written. 


And EE of the Premiſes, It is hereby Declared, thatthe Lords of Seſſion ſhall haye power 
ro grant and paſſe Suſpenſions for Sums not exceeding one thouſand pounds , upon ſuch reaſons as they 
{hall rhink juſt. | x 

And where thoſe who have right to by-pone Annualrents are only Litcrenters, and have no right to the 
ſtock and principal Sum, It is Ordaincd , that it ſhall be lawful to them to uſe execution for the whole by-2one 
Annualrents due to them, as they might have done before the making of theſe Preſents; and that the ſaids 
Lords of Setlion ſhall have power to grant and paſſe Suſpenſions againit the ſaids Liferenters, in caſe they ſhall 
find juſt grounds and cauſe for granting ofthe fie : 

It is likewaycs Provided, tharthe benefit of rhe ſaid forvearance, ſhall only be granted and competent 
ro ſuch Debitors , as ſhall pay the ſaid years Aunualrent, within the time forcſaid , and ſhall betwixt and 
the firſt day of November, compear before any ofthe Lords of Sefſion with the Clerk , and declare before 
chem upon Oath , that their Dehts excceds tne value of Four years Rent of their Eſtate, pertaining to, and 

olieſt by them : which Declaration, extracted underthe hand of the Clerk of Regiſter, or his De utes, 
ſhall be a ſuficient Security againſt Perſonal! execution : And for which Extract, the Clerk Regiſter and 
his Deputies fhall have for their Fees the ſunt ©; thirty three ſhillings four pennics Scots, and no more. And 
itis Declared, that all perſons, who ſhall not oy themſelyes, ortheir Tutors or Curators , appear and de- 
clare within the time , and in manner forefaid, thall be excluded from the benefit of the foreſaid torbcarance, 
and ſhall never be reponed or admitted thercafter , upon any pretext whatſoever. 

Andthe benefit of the forciaid Forbearance being graared to the Dehitors, or any of their Cautioners , 
uponthe compearance and dec}aration forefaid, thail only be pertonal forrhem and their Heirs and others 
repreſenting t em , and ſhall not be extended to thoſe whe are bound with them , and lyable to the faids 
Debts, unleſs they alſo compear and declare, rhat rhcjr ow! proper Debrs and Cautionry tor perſons who 
have taken the bencfit of this At, exceeds the yalue cf Four years Rent of their Eſtate, and that within the 
time and in manner forefaid. | 

And for the more cafe of the Debitors, It is Ordaincd, that in-caſe within the time of the For- 
bearance foreſaid , the Debitor hall offer to the CiQuitor a part of his Debt, not being bencath or with- 
inc .d part of the whole Sams due by them to the Creditor for the time, the Creditor i that caſe, 
ſhail be holden to accepr of the ſaid partial payment: 21d in-caſe of his refutal, offer bcinz made of a 
part of the ſaids Sums, not within the proportion iorciaid, in preſence of a Nottar and Witneſſes, the 
Debiror, upon conſignation of the ſame in the h11d3 of the Clerk ofthe Bils; thall be {rce of the An- 
nualrent of that part of the faid Sum thar thall be conſigned, in all time coming atter the confignation 
foreſaid. : 

And whercas the legal reyerſion of Compritings was formerly limited to ſeven years, His Majeſty, for 

the reaſons and with conſent foreſaid, is gracioutly pleaſed to extend the ſame to ren years in all time com- 
ming ; and Statutes and Ordains, that ail Compriſings already deduced, and whereof the legal reverſion 
iSnot yet expired , or which ſhall be deduced any time hereaiter , ſhall be redeemablc within the ſpace of 
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dred, and fiity twoycars, and whereot the legals areexpired, and all compritings deduced before the ſaid 

Moneth of January , one thouſand, fix hundred, and fifty rwo years, and which were not cx;ired before the 

faid Moneth of January , one thouſand, ſix hundred, and fifty rwo years, ſhall be redeemable within the

c orotherwaycs giving torhe Creditors (whether rhey have poſlefſion cr nor) iufticient feeurity ,, at rhe ſight 
e of the ſaids Lords, for payment of the faids Annualrents, during rhe rime forefaid; the 3aids Lords of 
1- Seſſion having alwayes power to determine , whether in the cafes torcfaids the Debitor ſhall give ſurety to 
1- the Creviror, for his Annualrents, or the Debitor not being able to give ſurety, the Crechtor thall be 
d oblieged to take polleſiion ofrhe Debitors Lands. Andifthe Loris of Seſſion ſhall appoint, inthe caſe (0:e- 
C faid, the Creditor to be poſlctt for his Annual-rent, then arid in that caſe, the Debitor ſhall be holden to 
'C deliver the Evidents of the ſaids Lands to the Creditor , or tranfumprs thereof; providing alwayes, that the 
It Creditors rizhe, by vertuc of the ſaids Compriſings, be nowayes prejudged alter the expiring of the fame;

ten yeares aiter the date of the ſame ; and all compriſings deduced ſince January, one thouſand. fix hun- 
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And that the whole Lands and others, both ſuch as ſhall be poſſeſſed by the Debitor, and the remanent of the 
Lands and others contained in the ſaids Comprifings , ſhall pertain ro the Creditor irredecmably. 

And becauſe oftentimes Creditors, in regard they live at diſtance, or upon other occaſions, are prejudged 
and preveened by the more timeous diligetice of other Creditors, ſo rhar before they can know the condition 
of the common Debitor , his Eſtate is compriſed, and the poſterior Compriſers have only right to the Legal 
reyerſion, which may , and doth often prove ineffectual tothem, not being able to farisfie andredeem 
the prior Compriſings : ( rheir means and money being in the hands of the common Debitor ) Therefore 
it is Stature and Ordained , that all Comprifings, deduced fince the fiyit day of Jaunary, one thoy- 
ſand, fix hundred, and fifty two years, before the firſt ette&ual Compriſing, or after, but within 
year and day of the ſame, ſhall come in par: paſſu rogether, as if one Compriſing had been deduced 
and obtained for the whole reſpective Sums, contained in the foreſaids Compriſings. And it is De- 
clared, that ſuch Compriſings as are preferable ro all othersin reſpect of the firſt real Right and In- 
feftment following thereupon, or the firſt exact diligence for obtaining the ſame, are and ſhall be holden 
the firſt eſſetual Compriſing, though there be others in dare before and anterior to the ſame; ang 
the forcſaid benefit given and introduced hereby , in favours oftheſe whoſe Compriſings are led within 
the time, and in manner forefaid, is only granted and competent in the cafe of Comprifings , led ſince 
the firſt day of January , one thouſand, ſix hundred, and fiity rwo years, and to be led after the dateof 
thir preſents, and for perſonal Debt only, without prejudice alwayes of ground Annuals, Annualrents due 
upon Infeftment, andother real Debts, and Debrita fund: , and of compiiſings therefore of Lands and 
others affected therewith , which ſhall be eftectual and preferable according to the Laws and Practick ofthis 
Kingdom now ſtanding ; And it is alſo provided, that the Creditors having right to the firſt compriſing , 

except AS is aboye cxcepted, ſhall be ſatisfied by the poſterior compriſers , claiming the bencfit fore- 
ſaid, of the whole expence disburſed by tnem, in deducing and expeding the faid firſt compriſing and In 
feftments thereupon. 

And further, for obviating the frequent and fraudful practice of the appearand Heirs of Debitors, 
who arc in uſe to acquire the right of expired compriſings, and by: vertue thereof, to enjoy and pollels 
their Predeceſfors Lands and Eſtate, ro the prejudice and defrauding of the poſterior compriſings and 
other Creditors , It is Statute, that in caſe the appearand Heir of any Debitor, or any other confident 
perſon to his behoof , ſhall at any time hereafter acquire the right ot an expired compriſing , already 
deduced, or which ſhall be led and deduced hereafter , the ſaid right ſhall be redeemable from the ay- 
pearand Heir, orthe ſaid confident perſontheir Heirs and Succeſlors within theſpace of ten years, after 
the acquiring of the ſaidright, by the poſterior compriſers, upon payment allanerly of rhe Sums truly 
paid ang given out, for buying and acquiring the faids rights, at the leaſt fo much thereof as ſhall be reſting 
unſatisfied , for the ſame, by the intcomiſſion of the appearand Heir, or of the ſaid confident perſon, or 
their foreſaids. 

And His Majeſtie, with conſent forefaid, doth Declare, That the benefir forefaid introduced here- 
by anent Compriſings, ſhall be extenied to Adjudications for Debt; ſo that the Creditors, at whoſe 
inſtance the ſame are obtained', and thoſe who have righr to redeem the ſame, ihall be in the ſame ca 
as to the benefite foreſaid, as if the ſaid Adjudicarions for Debts were Compriſings. 

And in caſe a Creditor , againſt whom rhe benefit of the forcſaid forbearance for ſix years ſhallbe 
taken, or who hath lcd or ſhall lead a Compriſing againſt the Debiror, ſhall think fir, and be willing, 
and deſirous to take his Debitors Lands, or other Eſtate, or any part thereof for ſecutity or payment, 
and in ſatisfaction of his Debt, then and in either of thefe-caſes, the Debitor ſhall be holden ro give SC- 
curity out of his Lands, and other Eſtate, or to ſell the fame tothe Creditor, at the ſight of rhe Lords of 
Seſſion, with ſuch warrandize, and at ſuch rates and prices (if the Creditor be content to buy ) as 
they ſhall appoint; with certification, that orherwayes the Debitor, refuſing or failing , ſhall loſe and 
forteit all benefit introduced in fayours of the Debitors by this preſent A&, as ifithad never been made. 

And in regard ſome perſons may have taken adyantage of the late times and troubles, by raking and 
acquiring of proper Wodſets ot Lands and others, excceding the Annual-rent of the Sums lent uport 

the ſame; and providing nevertheleſſe, by the right of the foreſaids Wodſers and expreſle proviſions 
therein, or by writ apart, that they ſhould not be lyable to any hazard of the Fruits, Tennents, War, 
or Troubles; His Majeſtic, with conſent foreſaid, Statutes and Ordains, that all ſuch Wodſcts, granted 
ſince the year one thouſand, ſix hundred, and fourty nine, ſhall be reſtricted to the ordinary Annual- 
rent of the Sums whereupon the ſame arc redeemable; and the ſaids Wodlſetrers ſhall be countable for 
the ſuperplus of the Mails and Duties and other benefit of the ſame, excceding the Annual-rent of 
the ſaids Sums, andthe ſame ſhall be imputed and aſcribed, in ſatisfaction of the faids principal Sams 
tanto: And in caſe any ſuch Bargains and Rights ſhall be made and acquired hereafter, His Majeſtie , with 
conſent foreſaid , Declares the ſame unlawful and uſury, and the contraveeners ſhall be puniſhed ſeyercly as 
Ulurers, conform to the Lawes and Acts of Parliament againſt Ockerers and Uſerers. 
And as to proper Wodſets, granted ſince the time foreſaid, where the Creditor undergoes the ſaids 
hazards, andthe ſame are affeed with the ordinar proviſions and clauſes irritant, in caſe of not payment 
of the ſums given out and duc upon the faids Wodſets, at the tearmes and in manner mentioned in the ſaids 
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Rights: albeit the ſaids Wodſers and Proviſions be lawful; yer His Majeſty , conſidering and having reſpe& 
ro the difficulties of the times, Statutes and Ordains, with conſent foreſaid, Thar the ſaids Clauſes irritant 
ſhall not take away the Heritors right, they alwayes redeeming within the ſpace of five years after Whit- 
ſunday laſt: Andin caſe the Debitors conceive, rhatthey have diſ-advantage by the ſaid proper Wodlers, 
and ſhall defire to redeem the fame, it ſhall be lawful ro them to redeem ar any tcarm of Whitſunday or Mar- 
rimeſſe they pleaſe, notwithitanding of any proviſionto the contrair in the ſaid Wodlet-rights, or any other 
right apart ſuſpending the redemption thereof. Like-as itis Declared, Thar the clauſes of requiſition con- 
rainedin proper Wodſets, grantes ſince the year one thouſand ,fix hundred, fourty nine years, thall be effec- 
tual and no wayes ſuſpended nor prejucged hereby 5 Burt prejudice alwayes to the forbearance of perſonal 
execution in manner aboye-written. And where the Creditors and Wodfetters have tranſacted with their 
Debitors , and have acquired inredeemable rizhts, for, andin place of their tormer Wodſets, It is Ordained 
and Declared , That when, and at what time foever the ſaids Wodſets were granted, whether betore or ſince 
the yearonethouſand, fix hundred, and fitty years, the faids tranſaRtions and irredeemable rights acquired 
by the Creditor for the ſame, are and {hall be valid and effeRtual, and ſhall no wayesbe prejudged by rheſe 
preſents. | 

And further His Majeſty, with conſent forefaid, doth Declare, That in caſe any Debitors have by. Vo- 
luntar agreement betwixt them and cheir Creditors, orany of them, renounced the benefit of any Acts of this 
nature, concerning Debitor and Creditor , made or robe made, the ſaid agreement ſhall be of force and 
effectual , and ſhall not be prejudged hereby ; withour prejudice alwayes to the ſaid Debitor of the prorogati- 
on toreſaid of the Legal reyerſions of compriſings led and deduced againitthem, and not as yetexpired, not- 
withſtanding of the agreement and renounciation foreſaid, 

And becauſe, betcre the year one thouſand, ſix hundred and fifry , when money paſt at eight or ten per 
ext, divers proper Wodfers were then made andgranted, and are yet unredecmed ;* and ſince the beginning 
of January , onethouſand, fix hundred, and fifty , there be divers perſons, who taking advantage of the 
times, retuſed to lend rheir money , unleſs they gor proper Wodlers of Lands and Teinds, at extraordinary 
advantages, £0 the heavy nrejuvice of the Debitors: Therefore, His Majeſty, with advice forefaid, Sta- 
tutes and Ordains, That i» time coming, during the nor requiſition of rhe Sums whereupon the ſaids Wod- 
ſers are redeemable, and duriag che not redemprion of the ſame reſpectively, if the Debitors ſhall give ſuth- 
cient Security to the Wod{ctter, for payment of his Annualrent, during the not redemptioa, or not requiſi- 
tion, asfaidis; Inthar caſe, the Creditors-Wodferter, thall be holden to reno:ance and quy t nis poſſeſſion of 
the faids Lands and Teinds, in favours of the Debitor and others having right from him ; Ar leaſt if the Wod- 
ſetter ſhall be content to retain the poſſeſſion of rhe ſame ; In that caſe all the free Pcotirs and Rents, which he 
ſhall have or uplift out of the ſaids Lands, ſhall be reſtricted to fix per cer. yearly of free money , and the 
Wodfetter ſhall be countable to the Debiror, or others having right from him, tor the /aper plus; and that 
without prejudice of the Wodſetters real Right and Infetrment , ay and while the Lands be redeemed , and the 
principal Sum whereupon the ſame is redeemable ſhall be ſatished. Iris alwayes provided, that where any 
Creditor hath had loſs by his poſſeſſion of the Wodfer-lands and orhers ſince the date of his Wodfet, So that 
he hath not reccaved as much Free Rents as, commzyznibus annis, hath extended to the Annualrenr allowed 
by Law forthe time, all charges and burdens being deduced; in that caſe, iris provide: that the Wodferter 
hall be firſt ſatisfied of what he wants before he quyr his poſſeſſion of the ſaid Wodler-Jands, or be bojdeat » 
accept Security for his Annualrents : Andiris Declared, thatin the account of the Wodlcters Dane 
ls, there ſhall be allowed what he iath disburſed upon reparation and building of Tennents houies, Milnes, 
and for the adyantage of the ground; and generally all other expence which the Wodletter was put to , and 
what loſs he ſuſtained in rcterence to the ſaids Wolier-lands, Rights and Securities thereof, any manner of 
way ; and whathe hath loſt by Quarterings, Ceis, watte Land, 1 Tennents, or by Teanents 
who were or are notable to pay , unleſs the ground ſhould be caſten waſte : And becauſe the Woilerters 
probation of his ſaids loſs may be ditiicile, he not conceiving that there ihould be neceflity tor any ſuch count, 
orthat there ſhould be any alteration mae in the right and poſleition of his proper Wodfet , Therefore His 
Majeſty , with advice forefaid , doth allow the Lords of Seſlion to take ſuch reaſonable probation as in equity 
they thall think fit ; And if rhere be any deficiency, to rake the Wodlſetters Oath in jupplemeat; and where 
the Wodfſetter is in naturai poſſeſſion of the Wodfet-lands, by dwelling tacrcon or labouring, the fame with 
his own Plough and Goods, or otherwayes, having the ſame plenithed with his faids Goods, in that caſe, 
he ſhall not be holden to remove from his ſaid poſſeſſion, 'bur at the ordinary tearm of removing , and that he 
be lawtully warned fourty dayes before, and after ſufficient Security ſhali be madeto him, in manner above 
ſpeafied, betorc the ſaid warning. | | 

And His Majeſty having gramed ſo much favour , benefit and indulgence to Debitors, as thc like cannot 
be ſhown to have been granted at any time in this Kingdom, doth Declare, Statute and Ordain, 'Fhar the 
Laws and Practick of the Kingdom,concerning Debts and payment thereof,and diligence & execution for the 
ſame, and concerning proper Wodlcts, where the Creditor-wodferter hath the hazard of Fruits, Tennents, 
War and others, ſhall be obſerved invislably , and be of full force, vigor and eftect in ail time coming , ex- 
cpting ſo tar as the ſame is altered, innoyat and repealed by this preſent Act.

IDRASMUCH as the ordering and diſpoſal of the external Goyern- 
ment and policy of the Church , doth properly belong unto his Majeſty , 
as an inherent right of the Crown, by vertue of his Royal Prerogative and 
Supremacy in cauſes Eccleſiaſtical. And in diſcharge of this Truſt, his 
Majeſty , and his Eſtates of Parliament, taking to their ſerious conſide- 
ration, that in the beginning of, and by , the late Rebellion within this 
Kingdom, inthe year , one thouſand, ſix hundred and thirry ſeven, the 
ancient and ſacred order of ops was caſt off, their Perſons and 
rights were injured and overturned , and a ſeeming parity among the 
Clergy factiouſly and violentlie brought in, tothe great diſturbance of 
the publick Peace, the reproach ofthe reformed Religion, and violati- 
on of the excellent Laws of the Realm, tor preſerving an orderly. fyb. 
orditiation in the Church: And therewithal conſidering , whar difor- 


ders and exorbirances have been inthe Church , what encroachments upon the Prerogative and Rights of 
the Crown, what uſurpations upon the Authority ot Parliaments, and what prejucce the liberty of the 
dubſe& hath ſuffered by the invaſions made upon the Biſhops and Epifcopal Government, which they 


fndto be the Church-Government, moſt aggreeable to rhe word of God, molt conyentent and og

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for the preſervation of Truth, Order and Unity, and moſt ſuitable to Monarchy and the Peace and Qui. 
et of the State. Therefore, His Majeſty with advice and conſent of his Eſtares of Parliament, hath 
thought it neceſſar, andaccording]y doth ey Redintigratthe State of Biſhops to their ancient places and 
undoubted priviledges in parliament, and to all their other accuſtomed Dignities, priviledges and Juriſgj- 
ions; andQoth hereby Reſtore them to the exerciſe of their Epiſcopal Function, prefidenceinthe Church, 
power of Ordination, inflicting of Cenſures, andall other Acts of Church-difcipline, which they areto 
perform, with advice and aſsiſtance of ſuch of the Clergy as they ſhall find tobe of known loyalty and pru- 


dence. And, his Majefty with advice {orefaid, dorh Revive, Ratifie and Renew all Acts of any former 


Parliaments, made for the-eſtabliſhment, and in fayours of this ancient Government. And doth Ra. 
tifie and approve all Acts and Proclmations emitted by his Majeſty or His Privy Council , fince the 
firſt day of Zune laſt, in order to the reſtitution of Biſhops. And further it is hereby Declared, thar 
whatever ſhall be determined by his Majeſty , with advice of the Arch-biſhops and Biſhops, and ſuch 
of the Clergy as ſhall be nominated by his Majeſty, in the external Government and Policy of the 
Church ( the fame conſiſting with. the ſtanding Laws of the Kingdom ) ſhall be valide and effequy, 
And his Majeſty , conſidering how neceſlar ir is, thar all doubts and ſcruples, which from former Ac; 
or- Practices may occur to any concerning this ſacred Order., be cleared and removed, Doth therefore, 
of certain knowledge, -and with advice foreſaid, Reſcind, Caſs and Annull all Acts of Parliament, þ 

which the ſole and only power and jurifdition within this Church, doth ſtand in the Church, and in 
the general, provincial and presbyterial Aſſemblies, and Kirk-Seſſtons; And all Acts of Parliament or 


Council which may be interpreted to have gre any Church-power, Juri{diction orGovernment,to theOffice. * 


bearers of the Church, their reſpe&ive Meetings, other then that which acknowledgeth a dependance 
. Upon, and ſubordination to the ſoyeraign Power of the King, as Supream; and which is to he re- 
gulated and authorized, in the exerciſe thereof, by the Arch-bilhops and Biſhops who are to pur or- 
der to all Eccleſiaſtical matters and cauſes, and to be accountable ro his Majcſty for their Adminiſtra- 
tions. And particularly, his Majeſty with advice forefaid , doth Refcind and Annull the firſt A of 
the twelfth Parliament of King James the ſixth, holden in the year, one thouſand, five hundred and 
ninety two, and Declares the ſame, aud all the heads, clauſes and articles thereof, void and null, in 
all time comming. And His Majeſty, conſidering , that the Juriſdiction of the Commiſſariors is apro- 
per part-of the Rights and Priviledges belonging to the Biſhops, Doth therefore, with advice fore{aid, 
Reſtore the Arch-biſhops and Biſhops to their faid juriſdiftion of Commiſlariots, according to the fixth 
A of the Parliament, one thouſand, fix hundred and nine, which is hereby Ratified and Renewed : 
And accordingly Ordains ,. that in all time comming the Quotes of ieftaments be payed in to the 
Arch-Biſhops and Biſhops, in their reſpective Diocefles , as formerly; and Reſcinds and Annuls the 
twenty eight A& of the laſt Seſſion of this preſent Parliament, anenr the Quotes of Teſtaments , and 
declares the fame void in all time comming. It is alwayes hereby Declared, that this Act is without 
Prejudice of the preſent Commiſlaries, their Clerks and Fiſcals, their enjoying their Places and bene- 
fits thereof, —— to their Gifts and Laws of this Kingdom; unleſs, for their inſufficiency or miſde- 
meanors, they be found uncapable of the ſame. Further , His Majeſty , with advice and conſent 
foreſaid , Statutes and Ordains , That no AR, Gift, or Deed, paſſed by whatſoever Authority , ſince 
the interruption of the Government by Arch-biſhops and Biſhops, in the year one thouſand, fix hun- 
dred and thirty ſeven, to the prejudice of their Rights, Patronages, Admiralities, Superiorities, Rents, 
Poſſeſſions and Juriſdictions pertaining to the ſeveral Biſhopricks, ſtand valide or be in force. But that 
the ſaids Arch-biſhops and Biſhops may have their Claim, Right and Poſſeſſion, for the year one thou- 
fand, fix hundred, and ſixty one, and all years following, to whatſoever was poſleſt by, or by the 
Laws of the Kingdom was due to their Predeceſſors in anno, one thouſand, fix hundred, and thirty ſe- 
yen; and that notwithſtanding of any donation or rights made to Colledges, Churches, Corporations, 
Miniſters, or any other perſons, ſince the year one thouſand, fix hundred, and thirty ſeyen, by what- 
ſoever Order, Deed ot Warrand, excepting, as is aforeſaid, in favours of Commiſlaries, Clerks and Fil- 
cals: And whereas, divers perſons having right to Lands, Annualrents, -or ſome other eſtate holden 
formerly of Biſhops, or who had ſucceeded ar acquired Rights to the ſaids.

faid, doth Ratifie and approve, and Declares to be yalide Rights, as if the ſame had been granted or 
renewed by the ſaids Arch-biſhops or Biſhops. Ir is alwayes Declared, that the Declaration and Ra- 
tification foreſaid, ſhall not be extended to any new Gift or Grant, or any other Clauſe or Right con- 
rained in the faids Inteitments or Signators , or other Warrands of the ſame, whereby any new Giftor 
original Right of the aids Lands and orhers are given, or the Right of the ſame is granted or convey- 
ed otherwayes then conform to the Rights and Infeftments thereof, before the time aforeſaid. Likeas 
it is Declared , Thar the ſaid Ratification and Declaration forefaid, ſhall nor corroborar or import any 
Ratification to- the ſaids Vaſſals their former Rights, which are to be in the ſame caſe as they were in 
the beginning of the ſaids troubles, in the year foreſaid; In regard it is His Majeſties intention; like- 
as it is Declared by His Majeſty, with conſent forefaid, That rhe Arch-Bithops and biſhops ſhall be, 
as to their Patrimony and Rents, in the ſame caſe and condition as they were in the year foreſaid, 
notwithſtanding of whatſocyer Ads of the pretended Parliaments, ſince the time forcſaid, to the con- 
crair; And notwithſtanding of whatſoever Rights, Grants or Deeds flowing from, ordepending upon, 
or done or granted by vertue of any A& or Acts of the ſaid pretended Parliaments, which His Majc- 
ftie with conſent forefaid , doth Declare, Decern and Determine to be void and null, cxcepr in ſofar 
as is reſerved and ratified in manner aboyewritten. Ir is hereby Declared , That this AR of Reſtituti- 
on ſhall give no Rightto any of the ſaids Arch-Biſhops or Biſhops, or their Succeſſors, norto the Heirs 
or Executors of the deceaſed Biſhops, of any Rents belonging to the Arch-vithopricks or Biſhopricks 

receeding the year, one thouſand, fix hundred and ſixty one, after the ſaid year one thou'and, ſix 
kad and thirty eight; bur that all the faids Rents intrometted with by, and pertaining to, ſuch 

erfons as had right thereto for the time, and wherewith they have or might haycintrometted, ſhall 
be ſecured to them.

Tr Eſtares of Parliament taking into their conſideration, the miſeries , confuſions, bondage and 
- oppreſſions, this Kingdom hath groaned under fince the year, one thouſand, ſix hundred, and 
thirty ſeven, with the cont and occaſions thereof, Do with all humble duty and thankfulneſs acknow- 
ledge His Majeſties unparrallel'd grace and goodneſs, in paſſing by the many miſcarriages of His Sub- 
je&s, and reſtoring the Church and Stare to their ancient Liberties, Freedom, Rights and Poſleſſions; 
and the great Obligations thereby lying upon them ro expreſs all poſſible care and zeal inthe preferva- 
tion of His Majeſties Perſon, (in whoſe honour and happineſs confiſterh the good and welfare of His 
people) and in the ſecurity and eſtabliſhment of His Royal Aurhoritie and Government, againſt all ſuch 
wicked attempts and practices for the time ro come. And fince the riſe and progreſs of the late trou- 
bles, did, in a great meaſure proceed from ſome treaſonable and ſeditious poſitions infuſed into the people,

King; or that it 1s lawful to ſubjects, pretending His Majeſiies Authority , to take up Arms againſi 
His Per ſon or thoſe commiſſionated by Him , or to ſuſpend Him from the exerciſe of His Royal Government 
or to put limitations upon their due obedience and allegiance, AreRebcllious and Treaſonable : Ang 
that all theſe Gatherings, Convocations , Petitions , Proteſtations and Erecting and keeping 
of Council-rables , that were uſed in the beginning, and for carrying on, of the lare troubles, were uy- 
lawful and ſeditious : And particularly, that theſe Oaths , whereof the one was commonly called 
The National Covenant , ( as it was ſworn and explained in the year one thouſand , fix hundred and 
thirty eight, and thereafter) and-the other entituled, A Solemn League and Covenant , were, and arc 
in themſelves unlawful Oaths, and were taken by, and impoſed upon, the Subjects of this Kingdom,

Perſon, ortodeprive, depoſc or ſuſpend Him fromthe ſtile, Honour and Kingly Name of the Imperial 
Crown of this Realm, orany others His Majeſties Dominions, or toſuſpend Him tram the exerciſe of His 
Royal Government, or tolevy War or take up Arms againſt His Majeſty or ony commilſionated by Him, 
or ſhall entice any ſtrangers or others to invade any of His Majeſties Dominions; and ſhall by writing, print- 
ing, preaching or other malicious and adviſed ſpeaking, expreſs or declare ſuch their treaſonable intentions, 
every ſuch perſon or perſons, being upon ſufficient probation legally convicted thereof, ſhall be deemed, 
declared and adjudged Traitors, and ſhall ſuffer forfeiture of life, honour, lands and goods as in caſes of 
high Treaſon, And further, it is by His Majeſty and Eſtates of Parliament Declared, Statute and En- 
acted, That if any perſon or perſons ſhall, by Writing, Printing , Praying, Preaching , Libelling , Re- 
monſtrating , or by any malicious and adviſed ſpeaking , expreſs, abliſh or declare any words or ſentences 
to ſtir up the Sie to the hatred ot diſlike of His Majeſties Royal Prerogative & Supremacy in cauſes Eccle- 
ſlaſtick, or of rhe Government of the Church by Archbiſhops and Biſhops as it is now ſetled by Law , orto - 
Juſtifie any of the deeds, actings, practices or things above-mentioned and declared againſt by this preſent 
Act, thatevery ſuch perſon or perſons ſo offending, and being, as faidis, Legally convicted thereof, are 
hereby declared incapable to enjoy or exerce any place or imployment, Civil, Eccleſiaſtical or Military, 
within this Church and Kingdom, and ſhall be lyable toſuch furcher pains as are due by the Law in ſuch 
caſes ; Providedalwayes, that no perſon be proceſſed for any of the offences aforeſaid, contained in this 
Act, (otherthen theſe thar are declared to be high Treaſon) unlels it be by order from His Majeſty, or v 
order of His Privy Council for the time ; neither ſhall they incur any of the penalties above-mentioned, 
unleſs they be purſued within cight Moneths after the offence committed , and ſentenced thereupon with- 
in four Moneths after the intenting of the Proceſs.

andpeace of the Kingdom, that the Univerſities, and Colledges be provided and ſerved with profebrs, prin- 
cipals, Regents and Maſters, well ctteced to His Majeſty and the eftablithed Government in Church and 
State; His Majeſty, with advice forefaid, Doth Statute, Ordain and Enact, Thar from this time forth, 
noMaſters, principals, Kegents, nor other profeſſors in Univerſtties or Colledges within this Kingdom , be 
admitted , nor allowed to continue in the exerciſe of any Function within the ſame, burſuch as are of a pious, 
loyal and peaceable converſation, ſubmicting ro, and owning the Government of the Church by Archbiſhops 
and Biſhops, now ſetled by Law ; and who having given fatisfation therein to rhe Biſhops of the reſpective

| '0 UR SO V ERAIGN E L ORD conſidering, That notwithſtanding the many laudable Laws 
made by His Royal Progenitors , for ſuppreſſing of Thefr, Robberies, Depredations, &c. Yet ſome 
inſolent perſons have of late, and daily do commit ſeveral Out-rages, 'Thefts and Robberies upon the per- 
ſons and goods of divers of His Majeſties faithful Subje&s, tothe diſhonour of Religion, contempt of His 
Majeſties Authority , and reproach of the Nation. And His Majeity being moſt willing to remedy theſe in- 
ſolencies for the future, that ſo all His good Subjects may find the fruit and effec of His happy Reſtaurarion, 
inthe ſafe protection of their perſons, and ſecure poſſeſſion of their goods ; Doth therefore, with advice and 
conſent of His Eſtates ot Parliament, Staruteand Ordain, That whenſoever any Oppresſions , Heriſhips, 
Reiſs, Sornings, Thefts, Robberies or Depredartions ſhall happen to be commited within any part of this 
Kingdom, by whatſoever perſon or perſons; the owner of the Goods away-taken ihall immediatly after the

or his Deputes, or any of the ſaids Juſtices of Peace, by the owners of the faids Goods or any having 
wer from the owner for that effect, to reſtore the ſaids Goods within fifteen dayes after the requiring there- 
of, anddeliver or ſecure the Drivers and Way-takers thereof, that they may underly the Law. And; n-caſe 
the committers of the foreſaid crime be ſo numerous and powerful that they cannot be ſtopt and maſtered by 
the inhabitants of the ſaid Paroch , then theſaids whole tenfible inhabitants ſhall be obliged, under the pain 
foreſaid, toriſe in Arms and follow and purſue them , and _— all the fenſible perſons in any other Pa- 
roch they {hall happen to paſs through to joyn with them (and which perſons ſhall be obliged to dothe ſame, 
under the pain of being lyable forthe Goods or value thereof, as faidis) inthe proſecution and recovery of 
the ſaids Goods, that ſo the Goods may be reſtored to the right owners, andthe Depredators puniſhed ac- 
cording to Law. Itis likewiſe Statute and Ordained, Thar ifthe purſuer of the Goods ſhall not be able, af- 
ter all his utmoſt endeavours, with concurrence atoreſaid, to recover the faids Goods and apprehend the 
Way-takers thereof , then and in that caſe the reſpective Heritors , Wodſctters and Fewers within the Paroch 
wherein the Goods ſhall be found to have been diſ>oſed of or ſparpelled, ſhall be lyable for the value of the 
faids Goods according ro their ſeveral intereſts. And furtherit is Statute and Ordained , That in caſe it ſhall 
happen the parties whoſe Goods ſhall be taken away, or thoſe that are obliged to riſe with them in manner 
forefaid, ro lay , hurt ot mutilatin the faid purſute, any ofthe Way-takers thereof or their aſſociats ; yer 
notwithſtanding they ſhall never be drawn in queſtion, norlyable in any purſute, Civil or Criminal, for the 
faid ſlaughter, murilationor orher hurt, butare hereby as irecly remitted asit they had our Soyeraign Lords 
ſpecial Commillion tor that eflet. And forthe better ſuppresſing of the foreſaids Thefts, Robberics and 
Depredations, and puniſhing of the perſons committers thereof, the Sheriffs in tne reſpectiye Shircs and 
their Deputes, are hereby ſtritly required to pur in execution the power allowed to them by the former 
ARs and Laws of the Nation, for purſuing and apprehending Robbers and Theevyes, with all ocher perſons 
who have no certain reſidence nor known way of livelyhood, and that under the pains contained in the fore- 
ſaid Acts re/pective. And fordefraying of the ſaids Sheriffs and their Deputes their charges, and rewarding 
their pains , the Lands, Goods and Geer of the ſaids Theeyes and Robbers and their Reſſetrers, and the 
Reſſetrers of ſuch perſons as haye no cerrainrefidence nor known way of lively-hood, as faid is, ſhall be 
made uſe of and imployed, atleaſt, ſo much thereof as the Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council thall think 
fit upon conſideration of the caſe.

pence they are putto, in theirattendance onthe diſcharge of that publick Truſt; Hath therefore, our of His 
vrincely care , thought firto grant the ſaids Senators of the Colleage of Juſtice, an addition of ten thouſang 
pounds Scots to be payed unto them yearly , and that over and above the former Annuity of ten thouſang 
pounds granted by His Roſe Grand-father, in the year one thouſand, ſix hundred, and nine, or whathath 
been formerly granted to them in this or any other Parliament, 'or otherwayes doth appertain to them.

herefore the ſaid Theſaurer, Deputy-theſaurer, Receavers, Tack{-men, Poſleſſors, Intromettors of; 
the ſaids Cuſtoms, and others lyable in paiment thereof, preſent and to come, to make thankful paimentat 
the termes of paiment aboye-written, of the foreſaid yearly ſum of ten thouſand pounds to the ſaids ordinar 
Lords of Council and Seſſion, their Succeſſors and Collectors in their names, out of the firſt and readieſt of 
the ſaids Cuſtoms; and thar they be preferredin paiment thereof toall and whatſoever other perſon or per: 
ſons pretending right to the ſaids Cuſtoms or any part thereof by penſion, aſlignation , git , Or other right 
or diſpoſition whatſoever. And likewayes commanding the Lords of Exchequer , preſentand to come, to 
allow the ſame to the payers of the ſaid ſum of ten thouſand pounds , yeary and termely, in the firſt end of 
their accounts, upon ſight of the ſaids Lords of Seſſion, or their faids Collectors acquittance upon pai- 
ment thereof.  Andalſo, His Majeſty, with advice and conſent torefaid, Decerns and Ordains His Ma- 
jeſties Theſaurer, Deput-theſaurer, Receavers, Tackſ-menot, and Intrometters with the ſaids Cuſtoms, 
reſent and to come, to become enacted themſelves and find ſufficient caution, acted in the Books of Coun- 
cil and Seſſion, forthe yearly paiment of the forefaid ſum of ten thouſand pounds to the ſaids Lords of Scili- 
on and their Succeſſors, or their Collectors, at the termes and in manner aboye-expreſt : And ar the de- 
ceaſe or dimiſſion of any of the perſons ſo enacted, that the next entrant ſhall become enacted, and find cau- 
tionto the effect foreſaid.

And Decernes and Ordains, 'Thatno Suſpenſion be granted in 
this matter, to whatſoeyer perſon or for whatſoever cauſe, by the Lords of Parliament, Lords of Exche- 
quer, or other Judge whatloever, except upon conſignation of the ſums charged for, or production of ſuffi- 
cient acquittances ; and thar he ſaids ordinar Lords and Senators of the Colledge of Juſtice are, and ſhall 
be, only Judges for diſcuſſing of the ſaids Suſpenſions, diſcharging all other Judges of granting Suſpenſions, 
concerning the premiſles and diſcuſling of theſame, and of their Offices in that part for ever. And to the 
forcſaid Diſpoſition and Afſignation of ten thouſand pounds, and to the whole Heads and Articles of this 
Act above written, His Majeſty and Eſtates of Parliament interpones their Conſent and Authority, asto 
an Act which doth highly concern the good and well-fare of the Nation. And His Majeſty, for his High- 
cls and His Succeſlors promiſes , 77 verbo Principrs, neverto impugn orquartel the ſame, nor come in 
rhe contrair thereof, directly nor indirectly, in time coming, and the like execution being granted by Act 
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of Parliament in the year, one thouſand fix hundred and nine, for payment of the ten thouſand pounds 
then granted to the Lords of the Seſſion; Ir is hereby appointed be His Majeſty and the Eſtates of 
Parliament, That in time comming they be paid together ; and that all the exccution contained in this 
or that former Act ſhall paſs, and be allowed for paiment of the whole twentie thouſand pounds Scots 

earlie , as tullie as if the ſaid rwenty thouſand pounds had been granted together, andin one ſum, and 
that this Act had been expreſiie made and granted for the ſame.

E CHARLES, by the grace of GOD, King of Great Britain, France and Ireland , Defen- 
W der of the Faith, Zakirg 70 our conſideration , T hat during the time of the late troubles, and 
by occaſion thereof , many Writes, Deciarations, Ratifications and other Deeds may have paſt Our 
hands, to the prejudice of the Courch, Our Eſtate, Patrimony, and juſt intereſt of our Subjeffs, and 
derogatory to our honour , the privileages of our Crown, and dignity of our Perſon , either before wwe at- 
tained to the age of twenty one years or thereafter; as alſo, that many Deeds might have paſt our 
Royal Fathers hands daring the late wars, to the enorm hurt and leſion of His Sacred c M ajeſty , mt 
all the particular wayes above expreſt, which by the Laws of this our Kingdom can no wayes be binding, 
or obligatory againſt us, bat by vertue of the ſaids Laws maybe revocked. And ſeeing , before our re- 
turn to the Government of our Kingdoms, in May, one thouſand, ſix hundred and ſixty , we had not the 
fit occaſion of Fudicatories within this our Ancient Kingdom , to whom we (according to the pratfiice 
of our Royal Anceſtors) might have airetted our Revocation of ſuch Deeds: Therefore , now after that

'A CT anent the way and maner of Elefion of the Lords of the Articles. 


HE WHICH DAY, The Earle of Rothes, His Majeſties Com- 
miſſioner, repreſented to the Eſtates of Parliament, Thar ir was His 
Majeſties expreſs pleaſure , 'Thatin the conſtitution of Parliaments, and 
choiſing of Lords of the Articles at this Seſſion and i: il time coming , 
the ſame form and order ſhould be keept , which had been uſed before 
theſe late troubles, eſpecially inthe Parliament holden in the year One 
1 thouſand, fix ha het , andrhirty three. And the manner of election of 

the Lords of Articles at that time being now ſeen, and conſidered, be rhe 
5 Eſtates of Parliament ; "They did with all humble dury acquieſce in his 

Majeſtie's gracious pleaſure, thus ſignifyed unto them. And in profe- 
| cution thereof, The Cleygy retired tothe Exchequer chaniber, andthe 

Nobility to the Inner houle of the Seſſion, (the Barons and Burgeſlcs keep- 
| ing their places in the Parliament houſe) The Clergy made choice of 
eight Noble mentobe onthe Articles, tz. The Duke of Hamilton, The Marqueſs of © Hontroſe, The 
Larles of Errol, Mar, Eglingtoun, Hadington, Callendar, and Annandaile; And the Nobiliry made 
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choice of eight Biſhops, vis. The Archbiſhops of Sanci-Andrews and Glaſgort!, The Biſhops of Fain. 
burgh, Galloway, Dunkeld, Breichen, Caithnes, and Iſles; which being done, the Clergy and Nobilit 
met together in the Inner Exchequer houſe, and having ſhewn their elections to others, the perſons cledted 
atleaſt ſo many of themas were preſent, ſtayed rogether in thatroum, (whilſtall others removed) and they 
jointly made choice of Eight Barons, andeight Commiſſioners of Burrows, vzz Sir Joby Gilmour of 
Craigmillar, Preſident of the Seſſion, Sir Zames Lackbart of Lee, Sir James Fortis of Collingtoun, Sir 
Archibald Stirling of Carden , Sir Peter Wedderburn of Gosfoord, Sir Thomas Halton of Preſton, 
Murray of Polmais , and W/ham Scott of Ardrofs, Sir Robert Murray Proveſt of Edinburgh, 
Maſter John Paterſon of Perth, Alexander Weadderburnof Dundie, Gz{ber? Gray of Aberdeen, Duncan 
Nairn of Stirling, Andrew GarS7airs of San&-Andrewes, Andrew Glen of Linlithgow , and W://;am Cun- 
inghame of Air , Burgeſſes; Andthen reprefented the whole elections to his Majeſtie's Commiſſioner, 
who being fatisfyed therewith , did then with the Clergy and Nobility return to the Parliament-houſe , where 
the liſt of the eight Biſhops, eight Noblemen, eight Barrons, and eight Burgefles being read, It was ap- 
proven, And his Majeſtie's Commiſſioner did add tothe liſt the Officers of Eſtats, And appointed the Lord 
Chancellour to be Preſident, in the meetings of the Lords of the Articles; who are to proceed in diſcharge 
of theirtruſt, in preparing of Laws, As, overtures, and ordering all things remitted to them by the 
Parliament, and indoing every thing elſe which by the Law and Practick of the Kingdom , belonged , or 
were propper to be done by the Lords of Articles at any tyme bygone.

Fg So 0 againſt ſeparation and diſobedzence to Feelefraſtical Aither ity. 


I Oraſmuch as the Kings Majeſty,conſidering the prejudices which did enſue to the Church and Proteſtant 
Religion,to the prerogative of the Crown, to the Authority of Parliament, to the Liberties of the Subje&, 
and to the publick Lawes and Peace of the Kingdom, by the invaſions made upon Epiſcopal Government 
during the Jate troubles; And finding that Government,to be the Church Government, moſt agreeable tothe 
word of God, moſt convenient & eftectual for preſeryation of Truth order & Uniry,and molt ſuteable to Mon- 
archy and to the Peace and Quier of the State; Hath thereforc,with advicc and conſent of His Eſtates of Parlia- 
ment, by ſeveral Acts palt in the ſecond Seſſion of this Parliament, reſtored the Church to it's ancient and 
right Government by Arch-biſhops and Biſhops, and hath redintigrated the eſtate of Biſhops to the exerciſe 
of their Epiſcopal Fun&tion, and to all the priviledges, Dignities, Juriſdictions, and Poſleffions due and 
formerly belonging thereunto. And in further orderto the ſettlement of the Church,and bringing the Miniſters 
toadue acknowledgment of and complyance with the Government thereof thus eitabliſhed by Law, His 
Majeſty , with advice foreſaid, hath alſo Statute and Ordained , That all theſe Miniſters, who entercdto 
the Cure of any Paroch without Right or preſentations trom the lawful Patrons , in andfince the year, one 
thouſand , ſix hundred, and fourty nine, and ſhould not, betwixt and the twentieth of Seprember laſt , Ob- 
tain Preſentations from their ſeveral Patrons, and Collation from the Biſhop ot the Dioceſs where they lived, 
ſhould have no right to the uplifting the Rents of anyBenefice or Stipend for the year , one thouſand, {ix hun- 
dred and ſixty two, but char theirfplaces, Benefices and Kirks ſhould be, ip/0 7ure, vacand: And that what- 
ever Miniſters ſhould, without a lawful excuſe to be admitted by their Ordinary, abſent themſelves from the 
Dioceſian Aſſembly,or who ſhould not concur in all the Acts of the Church-diſcipline, as they ſhould be there- 
unto required by the Arch-biſhop or Biſhop of the Dioceſs, ſhould be for the firſt fault ſuſpended from their 
Office and Benefice till the nexr Dioceſian Meeting ; and if they amend nor, ſhould be deprived, and the 
Church and Benefice to be provided as in other caſes of yacancies. And the Kings Majeſty _—_ relolycd 
to conſerve and maintain the Church in the preſent State and Government thereof by Arch-biſtiops and Biſh- 
ops, and others bearing office therein, and not to endure nor pive way or connivance to any variation there! 
inthe leaſt, Doth therefore, with advice and conſent of his Eſtates conveened in this third Seſſion of His 
Parliament, Ratifie and approve the afore-metnitioned Acts, and all other Acts and Lawes made in rhe two for- 
mer Seſſions of Parliament , in order to the ſerling of Epiſcopal Dignity, Juriſdiction and Authority within 
this Kingdom ; and Ordains them to ſtand in full force as publick Lawcs of the Kingdom , and to be put to 
further execution in all points, conforme to the tenor thereof. And in purſuance of His Majcſlies Royal 
reſolution herein, His Majeſty, with advice aforeſaid, doth recommend to the Lords of His Majeſties Privy 
Council, totake ſpeedy and effeual courſe, that theſe Acts receive ready and due obedicnce from all His 
Magjeſties Subjects; And for that end, that they call before them all ſuch M:. iſters , who having entercdin or 
ſincethe year, onerhouſand , fix hundred, and fourty nine, and have not as yet obraincd preſentations 
and Collations, as aforeſaid, yet dared to preach in contempt of the Law, and to puniſh them as ſeditious 
perſons and contemners of the Royal Aluboricy Asalſo, that they be careful, that ſuch Miniſters, who 
keep not the Dioceſian Meetings, and concur not withthe Biſhops in the As of Church diſcipline, being 
for the ſame ſuſpended or deprived, as ſaidis, be accordingly, atter deprivation, removed from their Bene- 
fices, Glebs and Manſes; and ifany of them ſhall notwithſtanding offer to retain the poſſeſſion of their _ 
Cc 
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fices or Manles, that they take preſent courſeto ſee them diſpoſſeſt ; and if they ſhall thereafter preſume to 
exerciſe their Miniſtry, that they be puniſhed as ſeditious perſons, and ſuch as contemn the Authority of 
Church and State. 

And as His Majeſty doth expect, from all His good and dutitul Subje&s, a due acknowledgment of, and 
hearry complyance with, his Majeſties Government, Eccleſiaſtical and Civil, as it is now eſtabliſhed by 
Law within this Kingdom, and that in order thereunto they will give their chearful concurrence, countc- 
nance and aſſiſtance toſuch Miniſters, as by publick Authority are or ſhall be admitted in their ſeveral Paro- 
ches, and attend all the ordinary Meetings tor divine Worſhip in the ſame; So His Majeſty doth Declare, 
that He will, and doth, account a with-drawing from, and nor keeping and joyning in, theſe Meetings, to be 
ſeditious, and of dangerous cxample and conſequence. And therefore, and tor preventing the ſame for the 
future, His Majeſty, with advice and conſent of His Eſtates in Parliament, doth hereby Statute, Ordain 
and Declare, Thar all ans every {ach perſon or perfons, who ſhall hereafter ordinarly and willfully with- 
draw and abſent themſelves from rhe ordinary Meetings of diyine Worſhip in their 0,vn Paroch-Church on 
the Lords-day, ( whether upon account of Popery or other difatteion to the preſent Government of the 
Church) ſhall thereby incur the pains and penalties under-written, v7z. Each Noble-man, Gentleman 
and Heretor , the loſs ot a tourth part of ilk yu Rent, in which they ſhall be accuſed and convicted; and 
eycry Yeoman, Tennent or Farmer, the lols ot ſuch a proportion ot their free moveables( after the pay- 
ment of their Rents due to their Maiicr and Land-lord) as His Majeſties Council ſhall think fir, not exceed- 
ing a fourth part thereot; and every Burgeſs to loie the liberty of Merchandizing, Trading, and all other 
Priviledges within Burgh, and iourth part of their moveables. And His Majeſty, with advice forefaid, doth 
hereby authorize and require the Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council, to be careful to ſee this At put to 
due execution; and for that end, to call before them all ſuch perſons as after admonition of the Miniſter, 
inpreſencc of two ſufficient witnefles, and by him ſo atteſted, ſhall be given up tothe Council as tranſpreſiors 
ofthis At, in with-drawing from their Paroch Churches as aforeſaid; and the ſame, after hearing of the par- 
ties, being duly found, to decern and inflict the cenſures and penalties aboye-mentioned, Jn. ſuch other 
corporal puniſhment as they {hall rhink fir, and direct all execution neceſſary for making the ſame effecual, 
and to do eyery other thing they ſhall find neceſſary, for procuring obedience to this At, and putting the 
fame to punctual execution, contorm to the tenor and intent thereof.

POraſmuch. as by an At, paſtin theſecond Seſſion of this Parliament, on the fifth of September laſt, 
þ concerning the Declaration to'be taken by all perſons in publick Truſt, Itis remitted to His Majeſties 
Commiſſioner to take ſuch courſe as he ſhould think fit , how theſe, who are preſently in Office, may ſubſcribe 
the Declaration ; And the King's Majeſtie being reſolved, thar all in publick Truſt, ſhould without further 
delay, ſign the ſame : Bur conſidering , that in this vacand time, many of the Courts of Juſtice do not ſit, 
ſoas ſome longe: time, muſt be allowed unto them. Therefore, the King's Majeſty, with advice and con- 


ſentof His Eſtates in Parliament, Statutes and Ordains all perſons, who enjoy or poſſeſs any publick Truſt. 
or Office within this Kingdom, as Officers of State, Members of Parliament, Privy Councellors, Lords 
of Seſſion, Commiſſioners in Exchequer, all Members of the Colledpe of Juſtice; Sheriffs, Stewarts, 
Bailies of Regalities, Commiſlaries, Juſtices of Peace and their reſpective Deputsand Clerks, and «il who 
enjoy any orher publick Charge, Office or Truſt within the Kingdom, to ſubſcribe the Declaration hereunto 
ſubjoyned, in preſence of the ſeveral Courts they relate to, betwixt andthe eleventh of November next to 
come, or ſooner, as they ſhall have occaſion or be required thereto by His Majeſties Council ; Diſcharging 
hereby all ſuch of them, who ſhall not ſignthe ſame, as ſaid is, to exerce any publick Truſt or Office within 
the Kingdom, after the ſaid eleventh of November. And that aſpeedy account may bercturned hereof, Ir 
ls hereby Ordained , that the Sheriffs inthe ſeveral Shires be careful in requiring due obedience to this Act, 
and that they and all orhers concerned therein, make report thereot to His Majeſties Council, betwixt and 
the firſt of January nextto come.

And particularly, that theſe 
Oathes, whereof the one was commonly called, The National Covenant, ( as it was ſoorn and explainedin 
the year, one thouſand, ſix hundred and thirty eight,. and thereafter ) and the other entituled, A Solemn 
League and Covenant, were, and are, in themſelves unlawful Oaths, and were taken by, and impuſed

'F- He Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty being careful, that the benefit ofthe Law in the adminiſtrations of 
. L Juſtice, befreeto all His Majeſties good Subjects; And conſidering the prejudices many have for- 
merly ſuſtained, inthe ſtopping of the courſe of Juſtice, by the roo frequent granting of Protections againſt 
perſonal execfition. Therefore, and for preventing of the like for the future, His Majeſty, with advice 
and conſent of His Eſtates in Parliament, Dorh Ratifie, Approve and Renew all tormer Acts of Parliament, 
made againſt the granting of Protections; And Diſchargeth the Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council, Seſ- 
fion and Exchequer, to grant Protections to any perſons againſt perſonal execution, certifying ſuch as ſhall 
grant theſame, they ſhall be lyable for the debr againſt which they grant the Protection; and all execution 
ſhall paſs againſt the havers thereof, as if the ſame had not been granted. 


Itis alwayes hereby Declared, That norwithſtanding hereof, it ſhall be free ro the Lords of His Maje- 


ſries Privy Council, Lords of Seſſion and Exchequer, and to the Juſtice-general and his Deputes, when any

erſons arc ſummoned and appointed to appear perſonally before them, to give order now , as

AZZ for the eſtabliſhment and conſtitution of a National Synod. 


E Oraſmuch as the ordering and diſpoſal of the external Government of the Church, and the nominati- 
on of rhe perſons, by whoſe advice, maters relating to the ſame are to be ſetled, doth belongto 
His Majeſty, as an inherent right of the Crown, by vertue of His Prerogative-royal , and ſupream 
Authority 1n cauſes Eccleſiaſtical : And in proſecution of this Truſt, His Majeſty, conſidering how 
fir andneceſlary it is, for the honour and ſervice of Almighty God, the good and quiet of the Church, 
and the better Government thereof in unity and order , that there be a National Synod and Aſſembly 
duly conſtitute within this Kingdom , Hath therefore Appointed and Declared , and by theſe preſents 
Anpoints and Declares, that there ſhall be a National Synod of the Church of Scotland ; And thatthis 
Sy10d, forthe lawtull Members thereof, ſhall conſiſt and be conſtitute of the Archbiſhops of Sanct-As- 
arewsand Glaſgow , and the remanent Biſhops of theſe two Provinces, of all Deans of Cathedral 
Churches, Arch-deacons , of all the Moderators of Meetings for exerciſe, allowed by the Biſhops of 
the reſpective Dioceſſes, and of one Presbyter or Miniſter of each Meeting , to be choſen and elected 
by the Moderatorand plurality of Presbyters of the ſame ; and of one or two from the Univerſity of 
Sanct-Andrews, one from Glaſgow, one from the King's Colledge, one from Marſhals Colledge, 0! 
Aberdeen, and one from the Colledge of Edinburgh; And this Synod, thus conſtitute, is to meet at 
ſuch times and places as His Majeſty, by His Proclamation , ſhall appoint; and is todebate, treat, con- 
ſider, conſult, conclude and determine upon ſuch pious maters, cauſes and things , concerning the Doc- 
trine, Worſhip, Diſcipline and Government of this Church, as His Majeſty ſhall from crime to time, un- 
der His Royal hand, deliyer, or cauſe bedelivercd , to the Archbiſhop of St. Andrews, Preſident of the ſaid 


National 
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National Aſſembly, to be by him oftered totheir conſideration. The Eſtates of Parliament do hu mbly re- 
cognoſce and acknowledge His Majeſtics Royal power and preropative aforeſaid , with the piety , juſtice and 

rudence of his Majeſties reſolution herein ; Likeas His Majeſty , with their advice and conſent, doth here- 
by Eſtabliſh , Ratifte andConfirm this conſtitution of a National Aſſembly , as the lawful conſtitution of the 
National Synods and Afſemblics of this Church, His Majeſty, or his Commiſſioner (without whoſe preſence 
no National Synod can be kept ) being alwayes preſent; And Declares, Thatno Act, Canon, Ordc: or 
Ordinance ſhall be owned as an Act of the National Synod of the Church of Scotland, lo as to be of any etlect, 
force or validity in Law , to be obſeryed and keeped by rhe Arch-bilhops and Biſhops, the inferior Cicrgy , 
andall other perfons within this Realm,(as far as lawfully, being Members of this National Church, ir may 
concern them ) bur that which ſhall be conſidered, conſulted and agreed upon by the Prefident and major 
partof the Members aboyc-ſpecificd. Iris alwayes hereby provided , that nothing be enacted or pur in Cxe-

ACT anent ruinous houſes in Royal Burghs. 


YN UR SOVERAIGN LORD being informed, thatupon the high Streets of ſeyeral of His Ma- 
jeſties Burghs-Royal, and inthe vennels and other paſſages within the ſame, there be many houſes in 
the publick view of all people reſorting thereto, very ruinous and not inhabited theſe divers years by-gone, 
nor likely to be repaired by any, to the great opprobry of the ſaids:Burghs, and common ſcandal of rhe King - 
dome, as being altogether detective of that policy and good order which is, an1cver hath heen, ſoc arneſtly 
intended in the many wholfom and laudable Laws alrcady made, by his Majeſty and his Royai Progenitors 
of moſt worthy memory. And finding the Burroughs very deſirous to have theſe many dangers and incon- 
yeniencies prevented and remeeded, which the Inhabitants of theſe Burghs, and the reſt of the Licges fre- 
quenting the ſame, do continually tear from ſuch ruinous buildings ; Doth rhereforc, with advice of His 
Eſtates of Parliament, Ordain rhe Proveſt and Bailies of the Burgh where ſuch ruinous houſes are, to cauſe 
warn and charge all pzr{on15, that have or pretends right to the propetty oi ſuch Lands and buildings, or any 
Annual-rents forth thereof, to cauſe build and repair, ina decent way , within year and day, ſuch Houſes 
and Buldings as haye been waſt and not inhabited three years before the date of this preſent Act, or ſhall be 
waſt and not inhabited thereafter by the foreſaid ſpace of three years, or cle to ſell the ſame toothers, tobe 
builded within the ſame ſpace of year and day: And to chargeall known perſons, perſonally or at their dwelling 
places, and by open Procliamation at the paroch-kirk or Mercat-croſs of the Burgh; and all others by open 
Proclamation at the ſaid Mercat-croſs and Paroch-kirk. Andin caſe of rheir abſence out of this Realm, at 
the Croſs of Edinburgh, and Pecr and ſhoar of Lezth, upon threeſcore dayes; with certification to them if 
they failzie, the ſaid Proveſt and Bailies {hall cauſe the ſaids Lands and Tenements to be valucd by certain 
perſons, to be choſen and ſworn by them for thateffect, and ſell the fame ro any perſon that will buy them, 
and pay the price of the ſame to rheſe owners, it they beknown; andif they be not known, to confign rhe 
prices thereof in the hands of the Proveſt, one of the Bailies, or Dean of Gild of rhe ſaid Burgh, tobe forth- 
coming to theſe who have intereſt thereto: And ifno man will buy them , it ſhall be lawtull to the ſaid Pro: 
veſt and Bailics, after appriſing thereof, as ſaid is, and paymeat or conſignation of the prices of the ſame, to 
caſt down the ſaid ruinous houſes and cauſe build the ſame of new. And His Majeſty, with advice foreſaid , 
Declares, That it ſhall not be lawful in time coming, to any maner oi perſon ro purſue them nor their ſuc- 
celſors therefore , nor pretend any right or intereſt thereto, bur that the ſaid right ſhall bea perfect ſccuriry 
tothe builders thereof and their ſuccelſlors.

\ UR SOVERAIGN LORD andEfſtates of Parliament underſtanding, that there are diyers 
Stong -waters, Mum-bear and other Beer for drinking, brought into this Kingdom from forraign 
laces, which might be more conveniently made within the Kingdom, to the benefit ofthe Natives thereof. 
herefore, His Majeſty with conſent of the ſaids Eſtates, Diſcharges all in-bringing of Aquavitz or Strong- 
waters, Mum-beer and other Beer tor drinking {except Black-becr, called Sp ruce-beer) within this Kingdom 
under the pain of eſcheat thereof. | 
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VIII 
ACT diſcharging the mixing of Tin with Lead. 


UR SOVERAIGN LORD andEfſtates of this preſent Parliament conſidering, the great hurt 
iuſtained by His Majeſties Lieges , by the fraudulent dealing of Pewterers, in mixing the finer ſort of 
Tin brought from England, France, Flanders and other parrs beyond fea, with baſerand courſer mettal 
of Tin and Lead, and their exaQting greater prices betwixt the new Pewter caſten by them, and the 01d which 
they receivefrom the Lieges. For remeid thereof, Itis Statute and Ordained, that the Pewterer or founder 
of Tin, ſhall put the mark of the Thiſtle , and the Deacons mark, with his own name, upon every peece 
of work that he happens to caſt, and that the ſame ſhall be of the fineſt of the Pewter marked witk the Roto 
in England; Andin caſe the ſame be under the fineſt of the ſaid Pewter of England, that the fame ſhall bo 
confiſcat, and he puniſhed in his perſon at the diſcretion of the Magiſtrats of the Burgh where he dyycls : Ang 
to that effe&t, that there be a Say-maſter appointed by the Magiſtrats in each Burgh, for trying of the ſame, 
Aslike-wayes, that he ſhall take, berwixt the pound of old pewter and Tin, marked with the Roſe fore. 
ſaid, and To pound of new caſten by him, two ſhillings Scors allanerly , under the pain foreſaid.

tA CT anent the diſtharg ing of Advocations for ſums within two hundred merks. 


O UR SOVERAIGN LORD and Eſtatesof Parliament confidering, the manifold prejudices 
and troubles ariſing to divers of His Majeſties Lieges, in purſuing of maters of ſmal importance, by the 
too frequent granting of Advocations trom inferiour Judges. Therefore, Our ſaid Soveraign Lord, with 
adyice and conſent ot the ſaids Eſtates, diſcharges the Lords of Sellion from giving and granting Letters of 
Advocation, of any actions intended or to be intended before whatſoever inferiour Judicatories, which ma 
competently, by the Lawes of the Kingdom , be decided by the faids interiour Judges, before whom the faid 
Action is or ſhall be intended, for ſums of money within two hundred Merks ; or for any other cauſe where- 
unto, by the Laws of the Kingdom, the ſaids inferiour Judges are exprelly appointed Judges.

ACT infavoursof Minors, anent the duties of the Lands compriſed from them, 


O UR SOVERAIGN LORD conſidering, the fayourable condition of Minors , who are often- 
times deſtitute of Tutors and Curators ; and though they haye them, yet in reſpec of their minority, 
they are not in capacity or credit to raiſe ſums of money for ſatisfaGion of their Creditors: And it being un- 
reaſonable, that their Creditors compriſers of their Eſtate , ſhould, during the not expiring of the legal reyer- 
ſion, which, according to Law continues during their minority, have more adyantage by their Effate then 
correſponds to the Annual-rent of the true ſums owing to them by vertue of their compriſings ; Doth, with 
advice and conſent of his Eſtates of Parliament, Ratifie and approve the Act of Parliament , madein Az 
one thouſand, fix hundered, and twenty one, Cap. 6. inſo tar as the ſame concerns Minors; And De- 
clares, thar the true meaning thereof was, andis, that Minors , having right ro the Legal reverſion, ſhould 
be no further obliged during their minority of twenty one years of age, bur allanerly forthe Annual-rent ot 
the ſums containedin the compriſings ; and thar they loſe nor the right of the /aper-p/us of the mailes and 
duties of the Lands , ſofar as the ſame exceeds the ſaid Annual-rents, during their ſaid minority.

tA CT againſt exportation of money forth of the Kingdom. 


He Eſtates of Parliament conſidering, how much the Kingdom is impoveriſhed by the daily exportation 

of money forth of theſame; and that the making uſe of our own native Commoditics, for turvilhing 

us with theſe things which formerly were brought to us from forraign placcs,is, by the commendable induiiry 
ofſeyeral deſerving Country-men and ingenious Artiſts, much improved: And that in order to their el- 
couragment, and that our own native Commodities may gothe better off, neceſſar itis, that ſome more 
ſcyere reſtraint then formerly be laid upon the exportation of money. Theretore , the King's Majelly, 
with adyice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, Statutes-and Ordains, That no perfon or perſons 
whatſoever, ſhall trade or uſe merchandize with any other Nation, till firſt they take an Oath betorc the 


Lord Theaſurer or Theaſurer-depute, or before ſuch perſons as they ſhall appoint for that effect, That mo, 
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ſhall not export by themſelves or others,direCtlyor indirectly, by Sca orLand,any Gold or Silver,coyned or un- 
coyned, except ſuch a ſum as they ſhall declare upon Oath before the ſaid Lord Theſaurer, Theſaurer-depute 
ortheſe appointed by them, as ſaidis, tobe neceſlar fot making of their voyage to the port where they are 
oing; and that if he know any money tranſported by any other perſon, he ſhall delate the ſame tothe 
id Theſaurer, Principal or Depure, or to the foreſaid perſons appointed by them. As likewiſe, every 
Skipper ſhall, before he make any voyage afrer the publication hereof, ro any other Kingdom or Nation 
rake an oath before the ſaid Lord Theſaurer or Theſaurer-depute, or theſe appointed by them for that effec, 
that he ſhall not himſelf tranſport, nor ſufter any Gold or Silver, coyned or un-coyned ( except as is 
aboye-excepted, and except the ſum of three ſcore pounds at moſt, which every Paſſenger is hereby allow- 
edtocarry forth of the Country for his neceſſar ſpending) to be tranſported in the Ship wherein he is Maſter 
and that he ſhall uſe his outmoſt endeayour for diſcovery of the ſame, ifany be: And thatif after he hath; 
madefail, it ſhall come to his knowledge, that there is any money concealed in his Ship, or in any other Ship 
heſhall at his return, delate the ſame to the Lord Theſaurer, Principal or Depute, or to theſe appointed by 
them for that effe&t: And which perſons appointed by them, are 1ereby required , to give timeous notics 
thereof to the ſaid Lord Theſaurer or Theſaurer-depute, under the penalty ot the halt of the money inform- 
od to have been tranſported, And ſicklike, the ſaids Oaths ſhall be renewed and taken before the aids 
Lord Theſaurer or Depute, or theſe appointed by them, as faidis, by all Skippers and Merchants, atthe 
making of every particular yoyage; And both the ſaids Oaths ſhall b>ſubſcribed by the reſpective parties, 
and infer in the Books of Exchequer, orin the books of thele perſons appointed by the Lords Thefaurer or 
Depute for thateffe&; For which Extracts, they ſhall pay tothe keepers of theſe Regiſters twelye ſhillings 
Scots allanerly, the one thereof to be carriedto the Cuſtomer, and infertin their Booksgrazzs; theother 
tobe carried to the keeper of the Cocquet, and inſertin his Books gratzs. Anditis further Statute and Or- 
dained, Thar in caſe any Merchant or Skipper, fliall, afcer the publication hereof, trade with, or make 
any voyage to any other Kingdom or Nation, before the taking of the ſaids Oaths, and productionof the Ex- 
rracs thereof to the Cuſtomer and keeper of the Cocquet , that chen they ſhall forfeit rhe fifch part of their 
moveables and be incapable, the Merchant ofall trading, and the Skipper of having an charge of any Ship 
within this Kingdom in all time coming, Providedalwayes, that the raking of the Oaths above. mentioned 
ſhall be without prejudice of ſearch for, or ſeizure of, any exported money : Andif any Gold or Silver, 
coyned or un-coyned , ſhall, after publication hereof, be diſcovered carrying out of the Kingdom, by any 
zr{on who hath taken the ſaid Oath, rhe ſame not only to be confiſcar, bur the perſon or perſons owners 
theteof, to be proceeded againſt as perjured perſons, and further lyable to ſix monerhs impriſonment. As 
alſo, itis hereby Declared, that notwithſtanding of the ſaid Oaths, if it ſhall at any time thereafter be 
legally proven, money hath been carried out of the Kingdom by the perſons takers of the ſaid Oath, rhe 
ſaids perſons ſhall be proceeded againſt as perjured perſons, and by and attour, be finedinthe value of the 
money exported; and whatſoever money ſhall be diſcovered or ſeized upon, the one half thereof to be for 
His Najeſties uſe, and the otherhalf to the informer. Andthe Lord Theſaurer and Theſaurer-depute 
achereby required, to appoint ſufficient honeſt men, to be found at rhe reſpective Ports of this Kingdom , or 
Royal Burghs next adjacent thereto, for taking of the ſaids Oaths; And that they take bond, with ſufficient cau- 
tion, from each of the perſons ſo appointed, under the pain of ſix thouſand pounds Scots, that they ſhall nor ſuf- 
ferany Merchand or Skipper to uſe trade or Merchandize with any pnR Kingdom or Nation, before they 
have taken the ſaids Oaths;' and ſhall do their utmoſt endeayours for di 
carryed ont of the Kingdom: And that if it ſhall be informed to them, that any money hath been carryed out 
of the Kingdom, they ſhall give ſpeedy and timeous notice of their information to the ſaid Lord Theſaurer 
or Theſaurer-depute, the one half of rhe foreſaid ſum of ſix thouſand pounds, in caſe of failzie, to be tor His 
Majeſties uſe, and the other hal to be given to the delator, and to be further lyableto ſix monerhs impriſon- 
ment for breach of their truſt. And ficklike, the ſaid Lord Thefaurer principal, and Theſaurer-depute, 
ac hereby required, to cauſe the Farmerers and Collectors of the Cuſtom, and keepers of the Cocquet, to 
take an Oath, that the aids Farmerers and Collectors of the Cuſtom ſhall uſe their utmoſt endeavours, for 
the diſcovery and ſeizure of all money carrying out of the Kingdom by Sea or Land, either by Merchant, 
Kkipper, tn; any perſon of whatſoever quality or degree, except As 15 aboye excepted; And that they ſhall 
not give warrand to any Skipper to receive a Cocquert, unleſs they have received, both from the Skipper and 
Merchants inthe Ship, extracts of the reſpective Oarhs, as faid is; and that the keepers of the cocquets hall 
giveno. Cocquet, unleſs they have likewiſe received extracts of the Oaths above-mentioned, both from 
Skipper and Merchants ; and both Cuſtomers and keepers of the cocquettopgive bond , with ſufficient cau- 
tion, under ſuch ſums of money as the ſaid Lord Theſaurer principal , and Thefaurer-depute ſhall think 
fit, forfulfilling of the premiſſes. Andin caſethe ſaids Farmerers, Collectors and keepers of the cocquer, 
er either of them , ſhall refuſe to compear, or compearing, retule or delay to rake the Oath, and give 
their Bond as aforeſaid , then their Tack, Commiſſion, Gifr, orany other Title, by which they enjoy 
their places and charges, to be void and null, and they to be further lyable to ſuch cenſures, as the ſaid 
Lord Theſaurer principal , and Theſaurer-depute ſhall think fit for their contumacy.

UR Soyeraign Lord conſidering, how neceffaritis, for the incouragment of the tillage of this Country, 

\_J which is ſubject to ſo much toil andexpence, though the improvement thereof be moſt adyantagious 
tothe whole Kingdom, "Thar liberty be granted for the exportation of Corns, after the Natives are ſuiticient- 
ly provided for. Therefore, the King's Majeſty, with advice and conſent of His Eſtates in Parliament, 
Statutes and Declares, That it ſhall be Jawful ro export Corns of all forts, when they are under tlic prices 
following,at the Ports or reſpeCtive places of exportarion;v-Z ilkBoll of Wheat, under twelve pounds the Boll, 
Beir & Barly under eight punds the boll, Oates and Peaſe, under eight marks the Boll; notwithſtanding ofany 
former Acts, Laws or practice to the contrary,they paying the uſual cuſtom and Bullion as formerly: with this 
proviſion, That when the Lords of HisMajeſtics Secret Council ſhall judge it neceſlar,for the good of the King- 
dom & preventing of dearth, they may diſcharge the exportation of Victual of all ſorts,for ſolong time as they 
ſhall think fir. As alſo, for improvement ofthe Paſturage of this Kingdom, and for incouragement of the 
breeders of the Beſtial thereof, It is Statute and Ordained, with advice and conſent foreſaid, that the expor- 
ration by Sea, of all ſorts of Reſtial, either Nolt, Sheep or Swine, and barrelled Fleſhes of all ſort, ſhall be 
free of Cuſtom, Bullion, and all other impoſitions, tor the ſpace of ninetcen years next after the date

ACT for a uew Impoſition upon Engliſh Commodities. 


5 Eſtates of Parliament conſidering, how much it concerns the credit 'and wealth of the Kingdom, 
that our own native commodities be manufactured amongſt our ſelyes, and that the endeayours of fuch 
perſons as are ſetting up Manufacturies and Trades, have been, and are much retarded, by the importation 
of ſuch forraign commodities as may be made within the Kingdom. Therefore, and for their due ericourag- 
ment, the King's Majeſty, with advice and conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, Statutes aud Ordains, 
Thar from and after the firſt day of September next, twelve pounds Scots upon ilk ell of broad Engliſh cloath; 
ſix pounds upon ilk ell of Zork-ſh:re and all narrow cloath; two pounds, eighr ſhillings upon ilk ell of Searge; 
thirty ſhillings upon ilk ell of caſtilians; forty eight pounds upon ilk Beaver-hat; twenty four pounds upon 
ilk Demy-beaver and Vigon; and three pounds upon the piece of ilk common Hat; thirty ſix pounds upon 
the dozen of worſtead Stockings; twenty four pounds upon the dozen of Stag-gloves; and twelve pounds 
upon the dozen of ſingle Stags, cordivans, Kid or Shiverings ; and twenty four ſhillings uponilk poundot 
Tobacco, imported cither for ſale orprivate uſe into this kak from England, all Scots money; Be 
exacted, levied and collected; and fourſcore per cent. upon all other forts of commodities imported into 
this Kingdom from England, and notparticularly named in this Act, and upon all thegrowth and manu- 
factury of that Kingdom, though imported from any other place, and that oyer and above all other impoſiti- 
ons put upon the ſame already. And to theeffect this preſent Act may be the more exactly put to exccution, 
It is Statute and Ordained, That all Goods imported from Eng/and, or of the growth and manufactury ol 
England, not above particularly expreſt, ſhall be valued, after ſighting, by two skilful honeſt men, up0N 
oath, to be nominate by the Dean of Gild orhis Aſſeſſors, or Magiſtrates of the Burgh, or next adjacent 
Burgh tothe cuſtom-office,where the ſaids Goods are entered,or by the oath of the party to whom the ſaids 
Goods belongs, and accordingly pay the ſaid fourſcore per cent. Andthe Lords Theſaurer and Theſaurer- 
depute, and Lords of His Majelſties Exchequer are hercby required to rake an Oath, and Bond with ſufftci- 
ent caution, from the Farmers or collectors of the aids impoſitions, that they ſhall exactly collect the ſame. 
without any abatement thereof directly or indirectly; and that they ſhall not ſuffer any of the ſaids Goods t9 
paſs or be conveyed away un-entred, and that under the penalty of the worth ofthe ſaids Goods, it the con:

T He Eſtates of Parliament conſidering , what great ſums of money are caryed out of the Kingdom, 
by perſons , importers of Corn hither from 1re/and , who having fold their Corns , export the money 
without bartering any of the Commodities of this Kingdom ; whereby the whole Nation, particularly 
thoſe near acjacent parts ofthe Kingdom, are much imyoverithed of money : And thar iris juſt andrea- 
ſonable that the faids Corns ſhould bear Cuſtom, toward the increaſe of His Majeſties Revenue, propor- 
tionally with other imported Commodities, eſrccially whenthe Corns of this Kingdom are fold ar caſie 
rates. Theretore, the King's Majeſty , with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, Doth

Oraſmuch , as His Majeſty and Eſtates of Parliament, taking to their conſideration, the great con- 
tempt and neglect of the ſeveral Fewers and others lyable in payment of His Majeſties Rents, where- 
through (notwithſtanding of the diligence and endeayours of His Majeſties Theſaurer-principal , Theſaurer- 
deputre, and others His Majeſties Officers pos tor the management of His Majeſties Reveneue ) 
the ſame are not payed, or otherwiſe ſo unſealonably payed, that ir proves a great hinderance and pre- 
judice to His Majeſties affairs. And finding ſeveral Acts of Parliament made for the timeous and ſea- 
ſonable payment of His Majeſties Rents, as well conſtiruting the time and ſitting ofthe Exchequer, to the 
efſe& that the perſons lyable in payment, might know both the time, place and perſons, where , when 
and ro whom they thould compr- and make payment of the ſaids Duties, as alſo ſuch cenſures and pc- 
nalties as might induce them to due obedience thereto: particularly, the ſixty third Act, Pary.eleventh,

of Regalities, Bailies of Burroughs, and others lyable in payment of any of His Majeſties Rents, for 
finding caution in Exchequer to the T heſaurer-principal and Theſaurer-depute, who are hereby required 
to cauſe charge the foreſaids perſons, particularly above-mentioned, at the Mercat-croſs of E4inburgh 
to compear before them, to the efteR aboye-written ; with certification, not only under the pains con- 
tained in the reſpe&tive Acts of Parliament; bur alſo, in caſe of their diſobedience, to denounce them 
Rebels at the ſaid Mercat-croſs of Edznbyrgh, and to be regiſtrate in the Theſaurers or general Regi- 
ſters of Hornings: Which charge, denounciation and regiſtration reſpeF:ve, the King's Majeſty and 
Eſtates of Parliament Declares to be as ſufficient, to all purpoſes and intents, as if the ſame charge 
were given to them perſonally at theit dwelling-houſes, and the denounciation at the head Burgh of 
the Shire where they live, and the fame regiſtrate in the Sheriff Books thereof. And fick-like, His 
Majeſty and Eſtates of Parliament taking to their conſideration, that ſeveral of the ſaids Fewers, char: 
ed and denounced for not compearing, compting and paying of their faids Duties, do ly under the 
Proceſs of Horning, apprehending themſelyes ( trom the diſtance of the place ) ſecure, both as to their 
perſons and goods, to the great contempt of His Majeſties Royal Auchority , ſlighting , contemning 
and vilipending His Majeſties Laws: And His Majeſty and Eſtates of Parliament conſidering , by the 
nature, duty and office of each Sheriff, Stewart and Bailies of Regalities, within their reſpective Jurif 
dictions , they as His Majeſties Officers are obliged, and by ſeveral Acts of Parliament (vs. the zo. 
A# Ja. 4. Par. z. Par. 6. Aft 69. Aﬀg7. Ja.5. Par.7. At 74. Par. 6. Ja. 6. AG 75. Ja. 6. Par.6.) 
Ordained,to execute His Majeſties Laws, and put letters of Poinding and Caption to execution, rake and ap- 
prehend the Rebels, uplift their eſtates and compt for the ſame to the Comptroller and Thefaurer,and tocauſe 
their Clerks give in the Regiſters of Hornings,and to up-lift His Majeſties retoured Duties, blench duties,caxa- 
tions, and other duties payable ro His Majeſty, as notonly the ſaids Acts of Parliament, but alſo the ſeveral 
Rols of Exchequer, bears; Whereby it appears, both by the Law, andthe nature , andduty of their 
Office, that they ought to execute His Majeſties Letters , and cauſe His Majeſty be payed of His 
Rents by the perſons lyable in payment thereot within their bounds, and that the contemners of His 
Majeſties Authority be duly puniſhed, and His Majeſties Laws put to execution by them as His pro- 
per Officers. Therefore, the King's Majeſty and Eſtates of Parliament Ordains, when any of the 
foreſaids perſons, for diſobedience to the charges given to them for payment of the Mails, Farmes

the Sheriff of rhe Shire and his Deputes, Stewarts of Stewartry, Bailly of the Regality re/pef7rve, with: 
in thoſe bounds where the ſaids perſons dwells or Lands lyes, to take and apprehend their perſons and 
put them in warde , ay and while payment be made to the Theſaurer and Thefaurer-Depute, 0r 
others appointed by them, and an eque retired thereof, or to poind and deſtrinzie the readieſt goods 
and geer , and to make fale of ſo much thereof; and to cauſe His Majeſties Theſaurer and 1 hefaurer- 
depute, and others appointed by them for that effe&, to be compleatly payed of the ſaid ſum charged 
for, or to inſtruc (cient and exact diligence for the ſame, within twenty one dayes next after they 
be charged: With certification, if they tailzie, the aids rwenty one dayes being by-paſt, Letters ſhall 
be directed to charge them or their reſpective cautioners, to make payment thereof themſelves, under 


the pain of rebellion and putting of them to the horn; and if they failzic, to denounce them rebels,

ACT concerning Beegars and V, agabonds. 


\ Ur Soveraign Lord, conſidering the many laudable Aits of Parliament, made by His Majeſties Royal 
redeceſſors for reliefofthe Poor, and for conſtraining of Beggars, Vagabonds and idle Perſons to take 
themſelves to lawful Callings, that they might not be burdenſom and diſ-graceful ro the Kingdom; Efſpecial- 
ly the ſeyenth Ad of the ſixth Parliament of His Majeſtics Royal Grand-father King James the ſixth of 5 
memory ; Ordaining the names of the poor of ilk Paroch, and ſuch as mult be neceſſarily ſuſtained by almes, 
tobe taken up, and to tax and ſtint the perſons within the Paroch, according to the eſtimation of their ſub- 
ſtance, without exception of perſons, to ſuch weekly charges and contributions, as ſhould be thought 
ſufficient to ſuſtain the ſaid poor People: And the hundred and-ſizry cight Act of the fifteenth Parliament 
King James the ſixth, Rarifying the former At; With this addition, Thar ſtrong Beggars with their Bairns, 
beimployed in common Works, and that they ſhall continue ſervants therein during their life-times: And 
collelecing the tenth Act of the two and twentieth Parliament of His faid Royal Grand-father King Jazes the 
ſixth, Recommending toll His good Subjects, to take into their ſervice poor and indigent children, declar- 
ing that they ſhall be Cbject to their ſaid Maſters, their Heirs and aſſignes, in all kind of ſervicethat ſhall bs 
enjoyned to them, untill they paſs their age of thirty years compleat, ad ihat they ſhall be ſubject ro their 
Maſters correction and chaſtiſement in all maner of puniſhment ( life and torture cxcepred ) and that if it ſhall 
happen, the ſaid perſons to abſent themſelves from their Maſters ſervice without their licen: e, notonly to 
belyable to bodily puniſhmentar their Maſters diſcretion, bur thar all receprers of them ſhall be oblieged to 
reſtore them to their Maſters, within twenty four hours after they be required, otherwayes, to pay to their 
ſaid Maſters, ten ſhillings Scots for ilk dayes abſencerill they be reſtored. And His Matclty conſidering, 
thatthe chiefe cauſe, whereby the forcſaids Acts have proven in-cttectual, and thar Vagabouds andidle per- 
ſons do yet ſo much abound, hath been, that there were few or no common Works then erectedin the King- 
dom, who might take and imploy the faid idle perſons in their ſervice; and thatnow, by His Majeſties 
princely care, common Works for Manufacturies of divers forts, arc fetting up in this Kingdom ; Therefore; 
His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of His Eſtatcs in parliament, Ratifics and Approves the forcſaids Acts 
of Parliament ; with this addition, Thar it ſhall be leiſum to all perſons or Socicties, who have or ſhall ſer 
up any Manufacturics within this Kingdom, to ſcize upon and apyrehend rhe perſons of any Vagabonds; 
who ſhall be found begging, or who being Maſterleſs andout of ſervice , have not wherewich to maintain 
themſelves by their own means or work, and to imploy them for their ſervice as they thall ſee fir, theſame 
being done with the advice of ihe reſpective Magiſtrates of the place where they ſhall be ſeized upon; And 
. Ordains the Paroches where ſuch Vagabonds or idle perſons, as ſhall be found begging , wereborn; Or in 
caſethe place of their nativity benot known, the Paroches whererhey haye any reſidence, haunt, or moſt 
reſortfor the ſpace of three years immediatly prececding their being ſo apprehended, who thereby are reliey- 
edof the burden of them, to make payment to the perſons or Societics that ſhall happen to imploy them, 
two ſhillings Scor:s money per diem, for the firſt year after they be apprehended, andone ſhilling Scors 
fer diem for the next three years theteaſter ; the one half thereof to be payed by the Heretors of the leveral 
Paroches re/pef7zve, and the otherhalf thereof to bepayed by the poſleſſors and Inhabitants dwelling upon 
the ground of each Heretor re/þe@7tve. Likeas, His Majeſty, with advice and conſent forcfaid , Ordains the 
Heretors of each Paroch, or as many of them as ſhall happento meer, upon publick intimation, made at 
the Paroch-kirk upon any Sabbath at the diſſolving of the Church from rhe firſt Sermon, by any of the He- 
retors of the Paroch, or by the imploycrs of the poor, toma up aſtent Rollfor maintenance of the Poor 
in their Paroch,who ſhall be imploycd, as faidis, at the rate afore aid,the one halt thereof ro be payed by 
the Heretors, either conform to the old extent of their Lands within the Paroch, or conform 
tothe valuation by which they laſt payed afſeſlment; or otherwayes, as the major part of the Here- 
tors, ſo meeting, ſhall agree, Life-renrers and Wod-ſetters alwayes being lyable, during their Rights 
25 Heretors ; and the other half thereof to be laid upon the Tennents and;poſſeſſors, according to their 
means and ſubſtance, And in caſe the fſaids Heretors, being required by any perſon or Society , 
imploying the poor as ſaid is, ſhall failzie ro make up and deliver a ftent Roll in maner forefaid, with 
power tothe perſons, Socicty or others intruſted by them, ro charge the Heretors of cach Paroch for the 
ſum of two ſhil lings Scots per diem, for each one of their poor, whereof they ſhall be relieved in maner foreſaid, 
conform to the old extent or valuation forefaid, at the oprion of the perſon or Socicty imploying, 
or theſe intruſted by them; which ſtent Roll thall continue and fland for one year after the making 
up thereof, either by the Heretors, or in caſe of failzie, by the Perſons or Societies imploying the poor, as 
fad is, and ſhall then be renewed from year to year , during the years aboye-written. Providing 
ao, that the Heretours in caſe they failzic ro make a ſtent Roll, as ſaid is, and be charged 
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conform tothe old extent or valuation of their Lands, that they ſhall have reliefofthe Tennents and poſſes. 
fors of their Lands, for the one half of what they ſhall be diſtreſſed for. And His Majeſty, with conſent 
foreſaids, Ordains Letters of Horning to be directed hereupon, at the inſtance of the Perbas or Jocicties 
imployers of the Poor, or perſons intruſted by them, againſt the Heretors and others tor payment 
of the ſaid daily allowance tor the Poor, or againſtthe recepters of them, being ſoimployed, forten {hil- 
lings Scots money per diem, upon fittreen dayes only: Providing alwayes, that after examination of the 
caſe,the Lords of the Privy Council ſhall find cauſe for idrecting ſuch Letters ; And ordains all Sheriffs, Stey. 
arts, Bailies of Regality , Principality, Magittrates of Burroughs, or Juſtices of Peace and their Con. 
ſtables, to the aſſiſting in the apprehending ot the faids V agabonds, orin the bringing of them back to their 
ſervice, afterthey ſhall be imployed: And ſtridily Prohibits and Diſcharges all perſons whatſoever, to op- 
poſe or hinder the taking or bringing back of them in maner foreſaid re/pefzve, underthe pain of deforcemenr. 
Likeas, itis hereby Declared, Thatthe Poor ſo.imployed ſhall continue in rhe ſervice ofthe imployers, and 
under their direction and correction, in maner ſoreſaid, not only during the ſpace of the maintenanceto he 

ayed for them by their Paroches, inmaner aboye-written; bur alſo for the Bice ot ſeven years thereafter 
Fo meatand cloath only ; Declaring alwayes, likeas it is hereby expreſly Declared, thar the Burgh of A 
nor their inhabitants ſhallno wayes be comprehendcd herein, butare excepted here-trom.in all points. And 
recommends to the Lords of the Privy Council, to ſee this A and all former Acts of Parliament made 
againſt ſturdy Beggars and Vagabonds, put to execution, with power to them to ſupply by their order wha 
ſhall be deficient, as to the execution of the ſaids Acts.

UR SOVERAIGN LORD conſidering, thatthereis much occaſion given for profanation of 
() the pea in the Royal Burghs, by keeping their weekly Mercats on Monday and Saturday , and 
thatghe ſame may be as conveniently kept on other dayes of the week ; Doth therefore, with advice and con- 
ſent of His Eſtates in Parliament, Inhibit and Diſcharge all the Royal Burghs, from keeping any Mercats, 
intime coming, upon the Monday or Saturday , under the pain of one hundred Merks, to be payed by each 
ofthe Royal Burghs for every contravention reſpective: And allows them to change and keep their Mercats 
on other dayes oi the week as they have done formerly, ſince the year, one thouſand, ſix hundred, and 
fourty four, and thatthey make timeous intimation of the change to the next adjacent Burghs.

ACT anent Lint-ſeed, Hemp-ſeed and Steel. 


He Eſtates of Parliament, taking to conſideration, the manifold miſtakes and differences that do and 

may ariſe, betwixt the Farmers ot Exciſe and Merchants, anent the exacting of Exciſe upon Lint-ſeed, 
Hemp-leed and Steel, which ſemes to be occaſioned becauſe theſe Commodities are not particularly excepted, 
inthe Act of the Annuity, from payment of Exciſe : and being certainly informed, that the preſent Farmers 
of Exciſe and their Collectors, do require and exact dury of Hemp-ſeed, Lint-ſeed and Steel, contrary to the 
meaang of the ſaid Act of Annuity,and of the 40 Act ot this preſent Parliament, made for encouragment of 
Manataciuries. 1 herefore, Our Soveraign Lord, with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, 
Doth Declare, all Hemp-ſeed, Lint-ſeed and Steel to be included in the generality of the proviſo of the ſaid 
"ok Ry ; asalſo of the ſaid fourtieth Act, wheieby all materials for Manufacturies are exempted 

rom Exciſe. 


XX 1. 
ACT anent Manſes andGlebs, and poinding for Miniſters S$tipends. 


() UR SOVERAIGN LORD, conſidering the great difficulties which often-rimes the Miniſters 
ot theGoſpel do meet with , in the due payment ot their Rents and Stipends ; So thatthey are ſometimes 
{o::ed to uſe legal execution by poinding , and in ſo doing are neceſſitate to carry the Goods poynded, to be ap- 
pr &d atthe Mercat-croſs of the head Burgh of the Shire, Stewartry, Bailery or Regality , many miles diſtant 
rom the place where the Goods are poinded , to the great prejudice of the party and of rhe Goods aj-o. 
Therefore, His Majeſty, with advice and conſent of ho Eſtares of Parliament, Declares, that ir 
thall be ſufficient to the Miniſters foreſaid, in poinding , appriſing, deſtrenzying the Goods of the 
perions deficientin payment of their Rents and Stipends, to __ the ſaids Goods , by honeſt ſworn 
men, upon the ground of the Lands and place where the Goods are, which ſhall be as ſuiticient, 
as the ſame were done at the ſaids Mercat-croſſes. And becauſe, notwithſtanding of divers Acts of 
Parliament made of before , divers Miniſters are not yet ſufficiently provided with Manſes and Giebs, 
and others do not get their Manſes free at their entry; Therefore, Our Soveraign Lord, with advice 
loreſaid , Statutes and Ordains, 'That where competent Manſes are not already built, the Heritors 
of the paroch, at the. ſight of the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, or ſuch Miniſters as he jhall appoint, 
with two or three of the moſt knowing ad diſcreet men of the paroch, build competent Manſes to 
their Minifters, the expences thereot not exceeding one thouſand pounds, and nor being bencath 
hve hundred merks: And where competent Manſes are already built, Ordains the Heritors of the 
paroch ro relieve the Miniſter and his Exccutors of all coſt, charges and expences , for repairing 
of the foreſaid Manſes; Declaring hereby , that the Manſes being once built and repaired, and the 
uilding or repairing ſatisfied and payed by the Heritors in maner forclaid, rhe ſaids Manſes 
Ihall thereafter be upholden by the incumbent Miniſters during rhcir poſſeſſion, and by the Heretors 
n time of vacancy, out of the readieſt of the vacand Stipend. In like-maner Ordains, that every 
Miniſter have Fewel , Foggage , Feal and Devors , according to the Act of Parliament , made 
In 210, one thouſand , five hundred , and: ninety three. As alſo , that every Miniſter ( except 
ſuch Miniſters of Royal Buroughs , who have not right to Glebs) have Graſs for one horſe and two kine, 


over and aboye their Gleb, to be deſigned our of Kirk-lands , and with relief according to the _— 
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Ads of Parliament ſtanding in force; And if there be no Kirk-lands lying near the Miniſters Manſe, out of 
which the graſs for one horſe and two kine may bedeſigned , or otherwayes, ifthe ſaids Kirk-lands bearable 
Land, in cither of theſe caſes, Ordains the Heritors to pay to the Miniſter and his Succeſlors yearly , the 
ſam of twenty pounds Scots, forthe faid graſs for one horſeand two kin? , the Heritors alwayes being relie. 
ved according to the Law ſtanding, oforher Heritors of Kirk-lands in the faid Paroch. And becauſeſeyery

ACT anent Compriſmgs. 


.UR SOVERAIGN LORD, conſidering, that ſince the firſt day of January, one thouſang. 
()6: hundred, and fifty two, before the making of the ſixty two Act of the firlt Seſlion of this 
Parliament, entituled, LA for ordering the payment of debts betwixt Creditor and Debitor , divers 
perſons, having right by poſterior Compriſings to the Logs reyerſjon of the firſt Compriſing deduced 
of their Debitors Eſtate , have according to the Law then in force, redeemed or fatisfied the firſt 
Compriſing, and acquired the right thereof for their own better ſecurity, leſt rhe legal reverſion of the 
firſt Compriſing ſhould have expired to their prejudice. And whereas, by an Clauſe of the foreſaid 
AQ of parliament, ir is Ordained, That all Compriſings, led ſince the ſaid firſt day of January, 
one thouſand, ſix hundred, and fifty two, within year and day of the firſt eftecual Compriſing , ſhall 
come in par: paſſu together, in maner, and upon the proviſions, mentioned in the faid At: Which 
Clauſe, as it is moſt juſt as to all Compriſings led, and ſtanding un-redeemed and un-fatisfied by the 
ſubſequent Compriſers having right tothe legal reverſion , So it were unjuit to prejudge thoſe, whofor 
their own ſecurity, have redeemed or ſatisfied the firſt Compriſing, as faid is, according to the Lay 
then ſtanding. Therefore, His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, De- 
clares, rhat albeit the foreſaid A& was made ad preterita, to regulate the diligence uſed by Compri- 
ſings ar the inſtance of the Creditors: Yer it was no wayes their meaning to prejudge poſterior Com- 
priſers, who, hone fide, for their own ſecurity, and for pormencng the hazard of the expiration of 
the legal reverſion of the firſt Compriſing, did redeem or fatisfie the ſame ; And Therefore itis Statute 
and O:dained, Thar the faids ſecoad Compriſers ſhall no wayes be prejudged of the right of the fore- 
faid firſt Compriſing, redeemed and fatisfied by them; Deny nevertheleſs, thar as to the ſecond 
or poſterior Compting , ſtanding in the parties perſon who ſatisfied the firſt, the ſame ſhall only come 
in with the reſt of the Compriſers, par: paſſu, as it is provided by the foreſaid At.

UR SOVERAIGN LORD conſidering, that the proviſo in the twenty fifth Act of the 
() firſt Seſſion of Parliament, entituled, £4 for denounceing of excommunicat perſons , anent the 
exhibiting the Proceſs and Sentence of Excommunication before the Lords of Seſſion, to the end they 
might conſider the legality of the Proceſs, and grounds whereupon the Sentence proceeded, before any 
Letters of denounciation ſhould paſs againſt the excommunicat perſons, was concluded before the reſtau- 


ration of rhe Biſhops, and is prejudicial and derogatory to the juriſdiction of Eccleſiaſtical Authority as

O UR SOVERAIGN LORD andthe Eſtates of Parliament , taking into ſerious conſideration, 
the condition of the ſeveral Univerſities of this Kingdom; And finding, that the preſent mean and 
incompetent proviſion of the Maſters and Profeſſors thereof , is ſo prejudicial to E & flowriſhing of 
theſe Seminaries of Church and State , that unleſs ſome conſiderable augmentation be ſerled o_

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them for their encouragment, the ableſt and fitteſt perſons of ingenious ſpirits and education, will ſhun 
and ayoid the undertaking of Functions in Univerſities, for want of ſuch ingenuous means as ſhould in- 
vite, entertain, encourage and obliege men ſufticicnt for ſuch laborious imployments, to the grear de- 
cay of Learning, and detriment of all ranks of Perſons in the Kingdom : For preventing and re- 
meeding whereof, there being an expedient propoſed, that the Archbiſhops and Bilhops, and the reſt 

of the inferiour Clergy, may allow ſome part yearly of their Rents, Benefices and Maintenance, for 

the ſpace of five years ro come, as a! exemplary teſtimony of rheir piety and zeal , for the advan- 

cement of Learning and Religion. Therefore, His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of the Eſtates 

of Parliament , Doth Statute and Ordain, That for the cropts and years, onethouſand, ſix hundred, and 

ſixty four, one thouſand, fix hundred, and ſixty five, one thouſand, ſix hundred, and ſixty ſix, onethou- 

ſand, fix hundred, and ſixty ſeyen, andonethouſand, ſix hundred, and ſixty eight, here be raiſed year- 

ly, outof the Rents of ilk Archbiſhop and Bilhop, the ſum ot fifty pounds for every thouſand merks of the 

fie Revenues, and the ſum of fourty pounds out of eyery thouſand merks of the Stipends or Benefices of 
every Miniſter, and fo proportionably fix of the hundred, as the Benefice or Stipend ſhall be valued to be 

more or leſs by the Biſhops of the Dioceſſes ; And thar the faids ſeveral proportions, payable by the 

Biſhops , ſhall be yearly given in to the Archbiſhops of the refpeRive Provinces , or ſuch as ſhall 

have warrand from them ; and thar the faids ſeyeral proportions, payable by Miniſters, thall be yearly 

given in to the Biſhops of the reſpective Diocels , or fuch as ihall have warrand from them , and for 

whom the faids Bithops ſhall be countable : Which fums fo to be raiſed , ſhall be diſtribured ro the 

ſeveral Univerſities, according to rhoſe proportions which ſhall be affigned by His Majeſty , by a 

Committee to fit at Edznbureh, conſiſting of the Archbiſhops of Sanct-Andrews and Glaſgow, andthe 

Biſhops of Edznburgh and Aberdeen , and four others, whereof one to be nominat by the Viſitors 

of the Univerfity ot Sanct-,Zudrews, and another by the Viſitors of the Univerſity of G/a/ſzgow, the 

third by the Viſitors of Aberdeen, the fourth by the Council of Edinburgh; Hereby authorizing the 

Archbiſhop oft Sanct-Ardrews , and in his abſence the Archbiſhop of G/aſgow , to preſide in the ſaid 

Committee, and to appoint their dicts of meeting from time to time; and the Committee to rake care, 

that the ſums thus allotred, ſhall be pur into a Stock and ſetled upon Land or otherwayes , by advice 
of the refpective Biſhops , who are Chancellors of the ſaids Univerſities; and Ordains the Annual- 
rent of the ſaid Stock ro be proportioned to rhe Maſters and Profeſſors of each Univerſity , as the Vi- 
ſitors rhereof ſhall appoint. And further, His Majeſty and Eſtates foreſaid, do Ordain , that Stip- 
ends, and all Benefices of Kirks that ſhall vaik after the firſt day of February , in this following year 
of God, one thouſand, ſix hundred, and ſixty four, for the ſpace of ſeyen years next thereafter, thall 
be up-lifted by | Collector thereof, and impioyed by him in the maner, 
and according to the proportions above-ſpecified, tor encreaſing of the Stock of each Univerſiry : De- 
caring, that the fifry rwo A of the firit Setlion of this Parliament , Concerning the diſpoſal of va- 
cand Stipends, ſhall be of no force during the ſpace of the years foreſfaid ; And Ordains Letters of 
Horning and Poinding , and all other execution neceſſary , ro be directed ar the inſtance of the fſaids 
Biſhops, or any to be appointed by them ; and art the in{tance of the ſaid Collector , for the more 
ſpeedy in-bringing of the ſums re/petZzve aboye-mentioned. Further, His Majeſty and the Eftares of 
Parliament, do recommend to the Lords of the Privy Council, to entertain and promote any yoluntary 
ofter or contribution, tor the ends aforeſaid, to be made by Noble-men or Gentlemen , for a work fo 
worthy of the publick wiſdom, piety and honour of this Kingdom. Ir is alwayes Declared , rhat this 
Act ſhall be withour prejudice of Acts paſt in this Parliament , for allowing the vacand Stipends of 
the Dioceſs of 1/{es and 4rgy/ for breeding of young Schollars, the ſum being regulate by the Committee 
aboye-named; and thar this Act ſhall be no prepararive for laying on any burdens en the Clergy here- 
ater, without their own conſent. |

A CT regulating the proportions of Exciſe in the ſeveral Shires and Burghs. 


He Eſtates of Parliament , taking to their conſideration , the grievances repreſented to them by 
ſeveral Shires and Burghs , anent the excesſive proportions ot Exciſe laid upon them ty the late 

Act of Parliament , and what great burthen the Land-rent of the faids Shires and Burghs lyes under, 
for making up the ſaids proportions , and the great eaſe which ſeveral other Shires have in their pro- 
portions ; And it being juſt and reaſonable , that all punch impoſitions of that nature , ſhould be 
equally diſtributed upon thoſe lyable in payment thereot. Therctore, the Kings Majeſty , with advice 
and conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, Statutes and Ordains , that the ſeveral Shires and Burghs of 
this Kingdom, ſball,, for the Moneths of November and December next , one thouſand, fix hundred, 
and ſixty three, and January one thouſand, ſix hundred and fixty four years , and in ail time thereat- 
ter, be lyable in the monethly payment of the reſpective proportions under-written, v2.

An bumble Tender to His Sacred Mnjefty, of the duty and loyalty of His ancient K, ingdom of Scotland. 


Oraſmuch, as the Eſtates of Parliament, upon conſideration of the great bleſſings this Kingdomenjoy” 
þ eth, underthe protection of His Majeſties Authority and the adminiſtrations of His Royal Government3 
being thereby not only delivered from their former troubles, and all the evils which attend ſuch uſurpations 
bur being fully reſtored to, and poſleſt of, all the liberties and priviledges of afree people; Have, bythcir 
ſeveral addreſſes roHis Sacred Majeſty, made offer of their lives and fortunes, and all that is deareſt to them, 
forthe advancement of His Royal Honour, Authority and Greatneſs. And this Kingdom being ſtill more 
and more ſenſible of this their happineſs, by the often and renewed expreſſions of His Majeſtiesgrace & fayour, 
and of His tenderneſs and care of their preſervation, inthe peaccable and ſecure enjoyment of their Religion, 
Laws, Liberties and Properties; Dotind themſelyes the more obliged to renew the expreſſions of their duty 
and loyalty to His Majeſty. And therefore, the Eſtates of Parliament, of this His Majeſties ancient King- 
dom of Scotland, do, in name and behalf of all His Majeſtics good Subjects within the ſame, by thele pre- 
ſents, renew the dutiſul tener of their lives and fortunes, for the promoving ot His Majeſties Service and 
the advancement otHis Royal Authority. And as they do chearfully recognoſce His Majeſties Royal Pre- 
rogative and undoubted Right of the ſole power of raiſing, arming and commanding of His Subjects ; So, in 
afurther acknowledgment of their duty, they do make humble and hearty offer to His Majeſty , of rwenty 
thouſand Foot-men and two thouſand Forſe-men, ſufficiently armed, and furniſhed with fourty dayes 
proviſion, to be raiſed from the ſeyeral Shires of the Kingdom, according tothe Proportions following , VE.

From the hive of Orknay, ſix hundred, ſixty ſix F o0r, 
which Forces are to be in readineſs, as they ſhall be called for by His Majeſty, to march to any part of His 
Dominions of Scotland, England or Ireland, for ſuppreſling of any forreign invaſion, inteſtine trouble 
or inſurrection, or for any other ſervice wherein His Majeſties Honour, Authority or Greatneſs may be 
concerned. And for the better proſecution hereof, the Eſtates of Parliament do humbly entrear, His 
Majeſty may be graciouſly pleaſed ro give Commſlions to ſuch perſons to be general Officers, Colonels, 


Lieutenant-collonels, Majors and Rute-maſters, as His Majeſty, in His Royal judgment, thall think fit; 


And for-other Officers, or any other thing fitting to be done for perfeCting of the Levies and carrying on of 
this buſineſs , they do humbly recommend to His Majeſty , to give His dire&tion thercin to His Privy 
Council, who are hereby impowered with Commiſſion and Authority, for the ordering, diſpoſing and 
ſole managing of this Afﬀair, in ſuch a way, as this dutiful offer ofthe Parliament to His Majeſty 
may be made moſt efftetual, and according to the inſtructions and commands they ſhall receive 
from His Majeſty. And the Eſtates of Parliament do Declare, that if His Majeſty ſhall have fur- 
ther uſe of their ſervice, this Kingdom will be ready, every man berwixr ſixty and fxteen, ro joyn 
and hazard their lives and fortunes, as they ſhall be called for by His Majeſty, for the latety 
and preſervation of His ſacred Perſon, Authority and Goyernment. 


XXVIL 
ACT affrting His Majefties Prerogative m the ordering and diſpoſal of Trade with 


forraigners. 


THe Eſtates of Parliament *conſidering, that during the late troubles, divers invaſions were 

made upon the Royal Prerogatives of the Crown; And that in a juſt abhorrence thereof, and 

in a due ſenſe of the happineſs they enjoy under His Majeſties Government, they are obliegec| 
on all occaſions to vindicate and aſſert the ſame, in the ſeveral branches thereof: And ſince the 
ordering and diſpoſal of Trade with forraign Countries, and the laying of reſtraints and impoſiti- 
ons upon forraign imported Marchandizes, is, by the Law of Nations, acknowledged to be proper 
to, and inherent in, the perſons of all free Princes, as an undoubted Prerogatiye of the Crown. 
They therefore, in a dutitul and humble recognizance of His Majeſties Prerogative-royal, do De- 
clare, That the ordering and diſpoſal of Trade with forraign Nations, and the laying of reſtraints 
and impoſitions upon torraign imported Commodities, doth belong to His Majcity and His Suc- 
ceſſors, as an undoubted Priviledge and Prerogative of the Crown; And that by vertue thereof, 
they may lay ſuch impoſitions and reſtraints wpon imported forraign Commodities, and ſo order 
and diſpoſe upon the Trade of them, as they ſhall judge fit for the good of the Kingdom. Like- 
as, the King's Majeſty, with advice and conſent of His Eſtates in Parliament, doth hereby Reſcind 
and Annul all: As, Statutes, Conſtitutions and Cuſtoms to the contrary; And Declares the fame yoid 


and nullin all time coming. 
XX VIII 
COMMISSION for plantation of Kirks and valuation of Teinds. 


He King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, being deſirous to proſecute the work of valuation of Teinds 
and plantation of Kirks, in reference to His own intereſt for the annuity, and the univerſal 
good of His people , eſpecially for the incouragment of the Miniſters of the Goſpel; Doth with 
advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament , Rartific and Approve the nineteenth Act of 


the Parliament, holden at Edinburgh by His Royal Father of bleſſed memory, in ano, one on - 
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hundred and thirty three, (entituled, Commiſſion for valuation of Teinds, ) in the whole heady 
clauſes and conditions thereof, except in fo far as there hath been any alterations made therein. 
by Acts and Commiſſions made and granted by His Majeſty ſince the date of the ſaid At, or granted by any 
pretended Parliaments fince , and which are Ratified, Salved or Reſerved by this preſent Parliament; ang 
which alterations are not deſtructive of, and contrary to, this preſent Act, or any clauſe thereof. Ay 
ſicklike, Ratifies and Approves the ſixty one Act of rhe firit Seſſion of this preſent Parliament, entituleg 
Commiſſion for plantation of Kirks, &c. in the whole Heads, Articles and Clauſes thereof, exceprin fi 
far as the ſame may be contrary to this preſent Act, as faid is. And His Majeſty , with advice and conſent 
foreſaid, gives full power and commiſſion to Zames Archbiſhop of St. Andrews;//7/ham Earl of Glencairn 
Chancellor ; Job Earlof Rothes, Theſaurer ; Alexander Archbiſhop of Glaſgow ; 1/7//1am Earl Marſhal, 
Privy-Seal; Duke of Hamiltoun ; Marqueſs of Montroſe; Earl of Lauderdail, Secretary ; Earl of Eelin- 
f0u; Earl of Linlithgow; Earl of Kelly; Earl of Haddington; Farlof Annandai; Farlof Leiven; Earl of 
Twed4ail; George Biſhop of Edinburgh ; James Biſhop of Galloway ; George Bithop of Dunkel; 
Biſhop of- Abeoen ; John Biſhop of Rosſs ; Robert Biſhop of Dumblane; Bithop of Orknay; 
I/ilham Lord Bellenden, ' hefaurer-depute; Sir Fob Grlmore , Preſident of the Seſſion; Sir Archiball 
Frimeroſe Clerke Regiſter; His Majeſties Adyocat; Sir Foy Home of Renton, Juſtice Clerk ; Sir James 
Lockhart of Lee; Sir John Scougal of whitekirk; Charles Maitland of Halton; Sir T homas Hamiltcun of 
Preſton; Sir oh //aucogp of Nidrie; Sir Robert Fletcher of Salton; Sir Henry /ardlaw of Pitreyy 
William Scot of Ardroſs; Sir Andrew Ramſay, Provoſt of Edinburgh ; Sir Robert Murray there; Sir 
Archibald Sydſerf'; Sir Alexander Wedderburn; Sir Wilham Thomſon; fohm Miln; Robert Lentrqy, 
Provoſt of St. Andrews; Mr. Fohn Paterſon, Provoſt of Perth ; //71h:am Seatoun, Provoſt of Hadding- 
7oun; or any fifteen of them ; whereof three of the Clergy , three of the Nobility, three Officers of State, 
three Commillioners of Shires, and three of Burghs;of which number, the Archbithop of St. Andrews, or 
the Chancellor, or the Theſaurer, or the Archbiſhop of G/a/zow, orthe Privy-Seal, orthe Secrerary, 
or the Duke of Hamiltoun, or the Earl of Haddingtoun, or any of them, being alwayes one, to meet and 
conyeen at Edinburgh, the day of one thouſand, ſix hundred and ſixty 
years; and at{uch other place or places, times and diets as they ſhall appoint, to value, and cauſe be yalued, 
whatſoever Teinds, great orſmall, Parſonage or Vicarage, of whatloeyer Lands within this Kingdom, ly- 
able to the payment of Teinds, which are yet un-valued; Excepting alwayes the Teithes of the Archbiſhops, 
Bithops and other beneficed perſons, whereof they were in real and actual poſſeſſion, by leading and collect- 
ing the ſame, in the year, one thouſand, {ix hundred and twenty eight; And with proviſion, that they be 
not prejudged of the Fruits and Rents of their ſeveral Benefices, as the ſame was poſleſt by them, ano, one 
thouſand, ſix hundred and thirty ſeyen, conform ro the Submiſſion made by the Biſhops to His Majeſtyin 
the {aid year,and Decreet arbitral following thereupon : With power tothe ſaids Commiſſioners, or qzor11 
forcſaid. tro appoint Sub-commillioners, conform to the former Acts andCommiſſions for yaluation of I einds, 
and reccive reports from them. And with power to them, where Miniſters are not already ſufficiently pro- 
vided, or have not Localities aſſigned to them for their Stipends, out of the Teinds within the Paroch where 
they ſerve the Cure, to modifie, ſertle and appoint conſtant local Stipends to ilk Miniſter, out of the Teinds 
of the Paroch where they ſerve the Cure, in ſo far asthe fame will amount to, according to the quantitics 
of victual or money mentioned in the ſaids Acts and Commiſſiones, and to decide and proportion the faids 
Localities. And with power too diſ-joyn to large and ſpacious Paroches,to cauſe erect and build newChurch- 
es, todiſmember and arinex Kirks, as they ſhall think juſt; and to take order, that eyery Heretor and Lite- 
renter ſhall have the leading and buying of their own Teinds, if they be willing, according to the rates pre- 
ſcribed by former Commiſitons; Particularly, by the Commiſſion granted by His Majeſty , with conſent 
of the Eitares of parliament, in amo, one thouſand, fix hundred and thirty three; with power tothem to 
determine all queſtions concerning the prices of Teinds, betwixt Titulars and others having right 
thereto, and the Heretors; and to appoint ſuch ſecurities, in favours of the Titulars and others 
having right to the Teind, for the prices to begranted by Heretors , payers of the valued cuties, 
or buyers of the ſaid Teinds, and in favours of the Miniſters, as to their maintenance, as the 
ſaids Commiſſioners ſhall rhink fitting, according to the rule ſer down in the ſaids tormer Acts, namely 
inthe ſaid Act, axmo, one thouſand, ſix hundred and thirty three. Declaring , T hat where the Vica- 
rage of any Paroch is a ſeveral Benefice and Title from the Parſonage, the ſame ſhall be ſeyerally valued; to 
the effect, the Titulars or Miniſters ſerving the Cure, having Sight to the ſaid Vicarage, be not frultrai ot 
the rrue worth thereof; And that Titulars, and others having right to Teinds, ſhall not be forced to diſpone 
any Teinds, valued or to be valued, which ſhall be aſſigned, diſponed and allocat tothe Miniſter ICrving the 
Cure ot the Paroch. As alſo, with power to the ſaids Commiſſioners or quorum foreſaid, to rectific whatſocver 
Valuations, led or to be led to the enorm prejudice of the Titulars, and tothe hurt and detriment of tlic Kick, 
and prejudice of the Miniſters maintenance and proviſions, or of His Majeſtics Annuity. Provided always, 
likeas it is hereby expreſly provided, that where Valvations are lawfully led, againit all partics haying 1n- 
tereſt, and allowed by former Commiſſiones, the ſame ſhall not be drawn in queſtion, nor rectified 
upon the pretence of enorm leſion, at the inſtance of the Miniſter ( not being Titular ) oratthe in- 


ſtance of His Majeſtics Adyocat, in reſpect of His Majeſties Annuity, except it be proven char colluſion 
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was uſed betwixt the T itulars and Heretors , or betwixt the Proftor-fiſcal and Heretors and Titu- 
lars ; which colluſion 1s declared to be, where the Valuations are led with the diminution of the third 

of the juſt Rent, which diminution ſhall be proven by the parties Oaths: And albcitall the Ats of 
che pretended Parliaments , in the years, one thouſand, fix hundred , and fourty , one thouſand, 

fx hundred, and fourty one and thereafter, are declared, by an Act of this Parliament , null and of 
no avail in all time coming : Yer, it is hereby Declared, Thar all and whatſoever Valuations, 

ARs, Sentences and Decrccts , done and paſt by any Commiſſions granted by the ſaids pretended 

Parliaments, . with all executions uſed or to be uſed thereupon , are and hall be as valide in all time 

coming, AS if the ſaids Valuations, Acts, Sentences and Decreets , had been given and pronounced 

by perſons legally impowered to that effect, any thing in the forefaid reſciſſory AR to the contrary 

notwithſtanding ; Excepting ſuch Decreets of Valuation, modification of Stipends , or augmentati- 

ons thereof, paſt and granted ſince the year, one thouſand , fix hundred, and thirty ſeven, whereby 

the ſaids Archbiſhops or Biſhops are prejudged of any part of their Rents, whereof they were in pol- 

ſeſſion in the ſaid year thirty ſeven. And although , by a ſpecial At of this preſent Parliament, the 

pretended Parliament , holden in a»#o, one thouſand, fix hundred, and fourty nine , and in the be- 

ginning of the year, one thoufand, fix hundred and fifty, is, from the beginning , Declared yoid and 

null , and all that had followed thereupon ; Yer nevertheleſs, His Majeſty doth , with advice 

foreſaid,, authorize all Valuations , Ads, Decreets and Sentences , led , deduced and pronounced 

by the Commiſſions, one or moe, appointed by the ſaid pretended Parliament , for plantation of

" *jeRs who had been ſufferers) being the only puniſhment His Majeſty gave war- 
randfor; And His Majeſty being careful to ſee His Royal Grace and Fayour to His people extended as large 
as he intended it: He commanded the Act of pardon and Indempnity to be tranſmitted to His own conſidera- 
tion, before His Royal conſent were given to the ſame. In obedience whereunto, the Earl of M:4d/-tor, 
infummer , one thouſand , ſix hankes , andſirxy two, diſpatched Sir George Mchen=ie of Tarbet to is 
Majeſty , with a Letter of credit: He carried two draughts of an Ac of Indempnity, the one excep- 
tedonly as to fines, the orher excepted alſo as to incapacity from publick Trait; the laſt he publickly 
owned to be the deſire of the Parliament, andearneſtly preſt, innameot the Parliament, the incapaci- 
rating of ſome few of the moſt guilty, not exceeding twelve; to which His Maje!:y at laſs conſented, 
meerly to gratifie that which was repreſented to be the deſire of ſo faithfull and loyal a Parliament : 
And having deſired to know the truth hereof from His Parliament, they, by their unanimous opinions 
and yotes, upon the twenty two of July laſt, Declared, that they gave no warrand to deſire of His 
Majelty , that the A& of Indempnity ſhould carry an exception of incapacitating from publick Truſt , 
nor any warrand at all to defire in their names, His Majeſties conſent to the incapacitating a few ; and 
that notwithſtanding thereof, they had ſcen the double of an Inſtruction given in the contrary by the 
Earl of Middleton to Sir George Mckenzie, ſigned, and in preſence of the Parliament , owned by him 
to be ajuſt double; bearing, that it was much deſired by the Parliament, that ſome ſhould be excepted 
from publick Truſt: And it was alſo declared by the Parliament, that there was no other ground for 
incapacitating , but that it was His Majeſties pleaſure to have it ſo, and that this was the rife of bring- 
ing in the Act of billeting, as the moſt expedient way of yoting the Act of Incapacitating : by which it 
appears, both His Majeſty and His Parliament were abuſed, as to that exception from publick Truit. 
And Our Soveraign Lord conſidering, that this way of Billeting had no colour of warrand from His 
Majeſty, and that His Royal conſent was given to 1t without His knowledge, and very fat from His 
intention ; and that inthe contrivance and carrying on of the ſame, ſiniſtrous courſes were taken, and 
deſignes laid, for incapacitating the Earls of Crafurd and Lauderdatl, and Sir Robert Murray; perſons 
who for their eminear loyalty to, and grear and long ſufferings for His Majeſty, are deſervelly in His high 
eſteem, and who, tor the time, had the ſpecial approbarion of rhis preſear Parliament for thele great 
imployments they had from His Majeſty, as His Officers ot State and otherways; and that Therefore 
He hath, with much reaſon, declared Himſelf moſt unſatisfied therewith: Yet, He doth not attri- 
bute the concurrence of His Parliament in Billeting to any thing, bur to their unparalleld afte&tion to 
His perſon and Service, and thcir obſcquious complyance to every thing was repreſented to them to 
be His Majeſties intention, or which might be acceptable ro His Majeſty.

Likeas Our Soveraign Lord, to evidence His juſt 
diſlike of fo pernicious a courſe, Doth with advice and conſent forcfaid, Diſcharge all voting by Billets

November 16. 1669. 


Oraſmuch as by divers ancient Laws and Acts of Parliament, made in the Reigts of His Majcflies 
F Royal Anceſtors, it is Statute and Ordained, That Weapon-ſhowings be holden in ilk Shirc ſeveral 
times inthe year, at which the Lieges are appointed tobe harniſhed andarmed, according to their qualities 
and degrees; as atlength is ſpecifiedintheſe Acts. And it being declared by the fifth AR ofthe firſt Seſſion 
of His Majeſties late Parliament, That itis His Majeſties Prerogative-Royal and undoubred Right, tohaye 
the power of raiſing in Armes the Subiects of this Kingdom, and of the commanding, orderi ng and disband- 
ing, or otherwayes diſpoſing thereof as He ſhall think fir. Asallo, the Eſtates of Parliament of this Kino. 
dom, in recognifance of His Majeſties Royal Prerogative foreſaid, and in a further acknowledgment of their 
duty, Having, by the twenty fifth Act of the laſt Seſſion of the foreſaid Parliament, made offer t His 
Majeſty of twenty thouſand Footmen, andtwothouſand Horſemen , ſufficiently armed and furniſhed «th 
fourty dayes proviſion, to be raiſed from the ſeveral Shites of the Kingdom, according to the proportions 
expreſt in that AQ, to be in readineſs as they ſhall be called for by His Majeſty, ro march toany partof tis 
Dominions of Scotland, England or Ireland, for any ſervice wherein His Majcſties Honour, Authority 
or Greatneſs may be concerned. And His Majeſty, finding it expedient that the foreſaid number of Foot 
and Horſe ſhould be modelled and trained in military diſcipline, to the effe& they might be in greater readinels 
and fitneſs for His Majeſties Service when they ſhouldbe calledfor, Having, by advice of His Privy Coun- 
cil, conſtituted and ſettled a Militia of horſe and Foot in many Shires of the Kingdom : according fothe 
proportions mentioned in the foreſaid AR; Andin ſome other Shires a Militia of horſe only ; having thought 
fit in this exigent, for important reaſons, to change their Foot into aproportion of horſe, ſuteabletothe 
charge of their proportion of Foot ; Arid having nominated and appointed the Collonels and Licutenant- 
Callonels of Foot, and Captains.of horſe ; And the Lords of Privy Council having, by his Majelties Order 
and warrand, appointed Commiſſioners of the Militia in the ſeveral Shires, ordered the eletion of thein- 
feriour Officers, appointed articular dayes of Rendezyous, the way of liſting of Foot-ſouldiers, ordered 
fit allowances to be givento the Foot and horſemen every day of the Rendezyous ; That Collours, Standarts, 
Drums and Trumpets be provided at the charge of the Shire; And having given ſeveral orher Orders and 
Inſtrucions concerning the ordering and diſpoſing of the Militia, The Eſtates of Parliament doin allduty 
acknowledge his Majeſties ſingular Wiſdom, and tender Care of this his ancient Kingdom, in conſtituting 
and ſettling the foreſaid Militia. Likeas, his Majeſty, with advice and conſent of his Eſtates of Parlia 
ment, doth Ratifie and Approve the conſtitution and model of the Militia, as theſame is eſtabliſhed by his 
Majeſty, with advice of his Privy Council: And particularly, their appointing dayes for Rendezyous, or- 
dering fit allowances to be given to the Foot, and horſemen the ſaids dayes of their Rendezyous; Andall Ads, 
Commiſliones, Orders a, Inſtructiones paſt and emitred by the Council concerning the Militia, and their 
whole proceedings relating thereto. And Statutes and Ordaines, that inall time coming there be allowed 
to each Footman fix ſhillings Scots, and roeach horſeman eighteen ſhillings Scars, every ay of the Render- 
yous, to be payed be the heretors; And rhat the ſaid fix ſhillings ro bepayed tothe Footmen, be refounded 
to the heretors by the men-tennents and ſervants for whom the Footmien are put out, and who are not liſted 
| inthe Militia. And alſo Statutes and Ordaines, that the Rendezvous be pun&tually keeped, that horſe and 
Foot be duely outreiked and ſufficiently armed, that Fractiones with their proportions of the price of the 
Collours, Drums, StanGarts, and Trumpets be timeouſly payed. Likeas, His Majeſty, wich advice! orciaid, 
doth give power and warrand to the Commiliioners of the Militiainthe refpeRtive Shices, to fine parties 0! 
the Souldiers abſence from the Rendezvous, not exceeding fix pounds Scors tor the horſeman, and v0 
pounds Scots for the Footman abſent ilke day of the Rendezvous; And likewiſe,ſuch as ſhall be deficient inns 
outreik of horſe or Foot, or in payment of the fractions thereof, or of aproportions of Collours, Druins, 
$tandarts and Trumpets, or of the pay allowed by this preſent At to thehorſemen or Footmen, the men- 
| tennents and ſeryants for whom the Foormen are pur out, being alwayes lyable torclieve the reſpective here- 
tors of the payment of the fines aforeſaid, inſofar as concerns the deficiency in outreik of Foot, or payMe"! 
of the trations thereof, or abſents of the Footmen from the dayes of Rendezyous. And to the effect, more 


ready obedience may be giventothis preſent Act and Ordinance, his Majeſty, with advice forcfaid ( without 
derogarion 
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derogation from any power already given by the Inſtructions or Acts of council ) doth authorize and impower 
the Commillioners of the Militia inthe reſpective Shires, or any three of them (two of the quorum not being 


Officers ) after tryal taken that parties have been abſent from the Rendezyous, or deficientin the outreiks and 


ayments foreſaid ; togive order and warrand to any one of rhe Serjants of Foot of the reſpettive Companies, 
or Corporals of Horſe to be named by the ſaids Commillioners, to poind and deſtreinzie the readieſt Goods 
and Geer of theſe abſent or ceficient, wherever the ſame may be found, appriſe and make ſale thereof towards 
the pms of the ſums ſpecified in the faid Warrand, and of rhe charges and expenſes of the poinding and 
appriſing; theſe charges alwaycs not exceeding als much more as the ſums for which the poinding thall be uſed. 
Likeas, His Majelty , with advice forefaid, conſtitutes the ſaid perſon, to whom the foreſaid Order ſhall he 
Jireed , Sheriff in that part; with power to him, by virtue of that Order, topoind the Goods without ne- 
ceſlity of carrying the ſame ro the Paroch-church or Mercat-croſs of the hea Burgh of the Shire to be ap= 
priſed; and to do and act in the exccution of the ſaid Order, ficklike as a Meſſenoer at Armes may do by the 
Taw, in execution of Letters of poinding and appriſing given under his Majeſties Signet: providing 
alwayes, that the goods poinded be yalued and appriſed by two honeſt ſworn men, whoſe oaths the ſaid 
Cheriff in that part is authorized to take tothar effect; And declares, that ir ſhall be leifome to the party 
from whom the Goods ſhall be poizied, to redeem the ſame within ſix dayes after the poinding, by pay- 
ment of the ſums, for which the poinding ſhall be uſed, expenſes of the poinding forefaid, and twelye 
ſhillings Scots each day during the not redemption. And in caſe the party do not redeem the goods 
poinded within the ſpace forefaid, Declares that it {hall be lawful to che ſaid Sheriff in that part, to retain 
the goods or ſel the fame, with deduction of the thrid of the ſume to which they were appriſed, He 
allwayes being countable for the price thereof ro the Commiſſioners of the Militia, who are to ſee 
the party, from whom the Goods were poinced, fatisfied of the /yperplus ofthe price( if any be )of the 
Goods for which the poinding was uled, expenſes foreſaids of the poinding, third part of the value to 
which the Goods were ap rifed. with twelve ſhillings Scots ilk day during the ſpace thatthe party had 
power to redeem, being alwayes deduced; and declares the faid Warrand, being ſigned by three of the 
ſaids Commiſſioners ( one of them only being ane Officer )to have the force and itrength of an Decrect ; 
and that there is no neceſſity of any Precept or Charge to follow thereon: And rhart the poinding and 
appriſing ſo uſed, by vertue of the faid Warrand, is and thall be als lawful and valid, as if all the folemnities 
requifitin and uſual poindings were obſerved ; whereanent His Majeſty, with advice forcfaid , doth diſpenſe 
in this caſe of the Militia, And it is declared, that theſe who are not ſufficiently armed or mounted art 
theRendezyous ſhall be holden as abſent therefrom , and ſhall be fined and poinded accordingly in maner 
foreſaid, And for preveening debates that may ariſe the time 'of muſtering, Ir is Declared, that Liev- 
tenants and Corners of Horſe ſhall be reckoned ofthe aumber of Horfe-men, appointed to be pur our in 
the reſpe&ive Shires; Bur prejudice alwayes to any ofthe: ſaids Officers, to claim and ſure payment of 
Frattions, it they be Leaders of Horſe. As alſo, His Majeſty, with advice foreſaid, doth authorize 
and impower the Lords of his Privy Council trom time to time, to appoint dayes of Rendezyous, and 
to pive ſuch further orders as {hall be requſite tor rhe full eſtabliſhment of the Militia in every particular 


| thereof; and to call for an acount from rhe ſeveral Shires of their procedure and diligence in ſettling rhe 


fame. And commands and requires all his Majeſties Subjects of whatſoever degree or quality , to give 
* dueand ready obedience to all ſuch orders and directions as they ſhall receive from His Majeſtics Privy 
Council, relating to the Militia, under the pains and cettifications contained in any Acts made, or to be 
wade by them thereanent.

ACT for regiſtration of Inftrumients of Reſignation ad xemanentiam. 


November 16. 1669. 


UR SOVERAIGN LORD, with the advice of the Eſtates of Parliament, Staturs, & Ordains, That all 
— Inſtruments of Reſignation that ſhall be made in the Superiour hands, ad remanentiam, ( fourty 
 Gayesafter the publication hereof) be regiſtrate within threeſcore dayes after the date thereof, in the ſame 
manner and way, andat the ſame rates as Renounciations, Sziſings or Reverſions: Tothe effect, the Lieges 
may the better know, that the Infeftment which was granted to the Reſigners is thereby void and extinct, and 
that they may be put zz mala fide to contratt with the Reſigner thereanent, orro compriſe the ſame ſram 
vim, otherwayes the ſaid Reſignation to be null. Itis alwayes hereby Declared; Thatthe Inſtruments of 
Reſignation of Tenements, Lands and Fiſhings holden in free Burgage, being regiſtrate in the Town Court 
Books ofthe Burgh, ſhall nor fall within the certification of this preſent Act.

tA CT concerning poinding before the dayes of the Charge expire. 


Noyember 16. 1669. 


UR SOVERAIGN LORD, with advice and conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament , Statutes 
and Ordains, that hereafter it ſhall not belawful ro poind moyeables upon regiſtrate Bonds, or De. 
creets for perſonal Debts, while the Parties be firſt charged, and the dayes of the Charge be expired : with 
certification, that poinding otherwayes uſed ſhall be null, and the poinders ſhall be puniſhed and pro. 
ceeded againſt as ſpuiliers ; But prejudice alwayes of any Decreets recovered arthe inſtance of Heretors 
againſt their Tennents in their own Courts; whereupon it ſhall be lawful to them to uſe poinding as for- 


merly ; And burprejudice to Superiours to uſe poinding againſt their Vaſſals for their Few-duties, asthey 
might lawfully haye done of before. 


V. 
LA CT for the ſecurity of the Perſons of Miniſters. 
Noyember 30. 1669. 


Oraſmuch as the Kings Majeſty , conſidering how juſt and neceſſarit was, that the Orthodox Clergy 

ſhould be protected from the violence of diſaffected and diſloyal perſons ; Did therefore, with advice 
of His Privy Council, by His Royal Proclamations of the fifteenth of March and thirteenth of June , one 
thouſand, ſix hundred, and ſixty teven, command and charge all Heretors, Life-renters andothers, having 
any real Intereſt or Rent wihin the ſeveral Paroches of the Kingdom, toprote&, detend and ſecure the 
Perſons, Families and Goods of their Miniſters , not only in the exerciſe of their Miniſterial FunQion, but 
in their dwelling Houſes, or being elſewhere within the Paroch, from all injuries, affronts and prejudices 
which they might incurin their Perſons or Goods, from the violence and invaſion of any diſaffected, diſloy- 
al or other wicked perſon : With certification, if the actors of ſuch outragesſhould nor be apprehended 
and brought to tryal, by the means and diligence of the Parochiners, the Parochioners ſhould be decerned 
topay to ſuffering Miniſters for reparation, damnage andintereſt, ſuch aſum and fine as His Majeſtics 
Council ſhoulddetermine; as is more fully expreſt in the ſaids proclamations. And the Eſtates of Parliz 
ment, having taken to their conſideration the proceedings ot His Majeſties Council herein; and findin 
that the protection of the Orthodox Clergy, and the reſtraining of the inſolency of difaffe&ted, diſloyal and 
wicked perſons atthis time, did require more nor ordinary means and care from His Majeſties Council; 
Have therefore thought fir , Likeas, His Majeſty, with advice and conſent of His Eſtates, doth hereby 
Ratific and Approve the two Proclamations aforeſaid, and the proceedings of His Majeſties Council in Pr0- 
ſecution thereof ; and authorizerh them ſtill ro proſecuteghe ſame as occation ſhall offer, until His Majely 
in his next Parliament give farther Orders therein. Anditis Declared, Thar this Act is and ſhall be butpre- 
judice of any former Laws and Acts of Parliament made againſt the invaders of Miniſters, and of the pains 
therein contained ; And particularly the twenty ſeyenth Ac of the eleyenth Parliament of King James the 
ſixth, and ſeventh Ac of King Charles the firſt His Parliament in Anno, 1633. Which Acts, His Ms 


jeſty, with advice foreſaid, doth hereby Ratifie and Approve, and Declares the ſame to ſtand in full force, 
ſtrength and effect intime coming.

A C T for theordering of Suſpenſions of the Benefices and Stipends of the Clergy. 
November 3o. 1669. 


T He Kings Majeſty being careful that the maintainance of the Clergy be duely ſecured unto them , and 
that they be not withdrawn by unneceſlar Law-ſutes, for recovery thereof : Doth therefore, with ad: 
vice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, Statute and Ordain, that no ſuſpenſion ſhall be paſt intime 
coming againſt any Arch-biſhop, Biſhope, Miniſter of the Goſpel or Univerſities and Colledges, ofany 

arges to be given attheir inſtances for payment of the Rents of their Benefices, Stipends or Colledge-rems, 
where they have ſpecial Decreets galal the Heretors or poſleſſors due and lyable jn payment thereof to 
them, except upon production of Diſcharges, or conſignation of the ſums charged for, if the Rent of he 
Benefice or Stipend conſiſt in money ; or of one hundred merks Scots for ilk Chalder of Viual where the 
ſame conſiſts in Victual, and proportionally if the Victual charged for be leſs then a Chalder , without preju- | 
dice tothe Lords of Seſſion to modifie a greater orleſs ſum for the Chalder of Viual , as they ſhall find cauſe 
at the diſcuſſing of the Suſpenſion. And if any Bill of Suſpenſion of a eneralCharge ſhall be preſented 
in time of Sefſion, That the ordinary Lord upon the Bills, before the alling thereof, call forthe Chargers 


at the 
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tb; And being reſolved , that His Majeſties Mint ſhould be here 
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atthe Bar , that they may inſtruct the ground of the Charge: And incaſe it ſhall be found by the Lords 
of the Seſſion, atthe'difcuſſing of the ſuſpenſion, that either the Charge hath been malitiouſly given or 
malitiouſly ſuſpended , That the Lords modific a fifth part of the ſum charged for, of expenſes of Pleato 
be payed by the malitious Charger or Suſpender. |

ACT for Naturalization of Strangers. 
December 8. 1669. 


UR SOVERAIGN LORD, out of his Innate Bounty and Royal Inclination to fayour and 
() warp Strangers, and for the encreaſe and promoving of Trade and Manufactorics, being graciouſly 
pleaſed and willing to give encouragement to Strangers to repairto, anddiyell and reſide within this King- 
dom; Hath therefore thought fit , Likeas , his Majeſty , with advice and conſent of his Eſtates of Parliament, 
doth hereby Statute, Ordain and Declare, That all ſtrangers, being ofthe Proteſtant Religion, cither ſuch 
who having Eſtates ſhall think fit to bring the ſame to this Kingdom, to dwell and inhabite within the ſame ; 
or who ſhall come to ſet up new Works and Manufactories therein, and ſhall repair to, and ſettle thcir abode, 
dyelling and reſidence within this Kingdom ; ſhall be, andare hereby Naturalized as native born Subje&s of 
the Kingdom of Scotland , and are to enjoy his Majeſties Royal ProteRion, the benefit of the Law , and all 
other Priviledges which a Native doth enjoy ,-als freely in all reſpe&ts, asif they themſelves had becn born 
within the ſame; and that they ſhall haye liberty and freedom of Trade, and freedom to buy and purchaſe 
Lands, *Heretages, and other Goods moyeable and immoveable, and to enjoy the ſame by ſucceſſion, pur- 
chaſe or donation, or any other way ; and to diſpoſe thereofand tranſmit them to their Heirs and Succeſlors, 
whoare to ſucceed thereunto: And to enjoy all other Liberties, Priviledges and Capacities which do belong 
to, andare competent , or may and ſhall belong to any native Subject born within this Kingdom. And 
further his Majeſty doth Declare, that upon applications to be made unto him by theſe Strangers, He will 
grant unto them the free and publick exerciſe of their Religion in their own Languages, and the liberty of 
having Churches within this his Kingdom. Iris alwayes hereby provided, that no perſon or perſons thall 
hayethe benefit of this Act, untill firſt by Petition to the Lords ot his Majeſties Privy Council, containing 
anexact deſignation of their names, places of their birth and former reſidence, and that they are of the Pro- 


\ teſtantReligion, it be found by the Council, that they are qualified according to this Act, and ought to 


bave the benefit thereof. And itis hereby Declared, that theſe preſents, with an Extract of the Act of Coun- 
cil, in favours of the ſaids perſons to the effect aforeſaid, ſhall be unto them a ſufficient Naturalization to all 
intents and purpoſes. Which Extract ſhall begiven to them freely , without payment of any money or com- 
poſition ; ſave only the Fee of nine pounds Scots money to the Clerks of Council and their Servants.

ACT concerning the Bullion. 
December 8. 1669. 


ERAIGN LORD confidering, that by divers former Acts of Parliament made by the 
King Maetty and His Royal Anceſtors , and ſpecially 4 the thirty ſeventh At of rhe firſt Seſſion ot his 
Majeſties firſt Parliament, itis Statute and Ordained, thatall and whatſoeyer Commodities yearly exported 
forth of this Kingdom, ſhould be lyable ro the payment of Bullion, rwelve denier fine, according to the 
quantities contained in the Alphabet of Bullion thereto adjoyned, and that for the yearly ſupport oa ſtock 
of Coinage within the Kingdom, and for ſupplying of his Majeſties Mint, being a part of His Prerogative 
Royal. And his Majeſty and Eſtates of Parliament , being {till willing to ſupport and encourage rhe ſame, 
andeo provide for all neceſſary wayes and remedies for increaſing the ſtock of Coinage within the Kingdom , 
and eſpecially thoſe that may be of moſt advantage, and may moſt encourage the Manufactories and the na- 
tural grouth and native Commodities of the Kingdom ; And finding, that the removing of the Builion from 
the whole native Commodities and others exported forth of this Kingdom , and that the impoſing of the ſaid 
Bullion upon the Commodities imported, or ſome conſiderable _ thereof may very much contribute there- 
y encouraged, and that no hurt or derogation 
ſhould thereto occur by this change. Therefore his Majeſty, with advice and conſent of his Eſtates of Par- 
lament, Declares, Thar all and whatſoever native Commodities of this Kingdom, and others that ſhall be ks 
exported forth thereof,contained in the aforeſaid Alphabet of Bullion, after the ſecond day of February next t0 
come, one thouſand, fix hundred,& ſeventy years,ſhall be free, and are hereby diſcharged ofthe paym. nt of all 


quantities of Bullion thercin contained : & the Cuſtomers and their deputics are hereby prohibited & dil ogy 
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edto take ſurety or pledges, or to uſe any other exactionupon the Merchants therefore, under all higheg 


pain. And his Majeity, with advice forefaid, Reſcinds and Annulls any Clauſes contained in the foreſt 
thirty ſeventh AX of the firſt Seſſion of his Majeſties firſt Parliament, orin any other Afts of Parliament, jy 
ſo far allanerly as the ſame impoſes Bullion upon the native Commodities of this Kingdom , and others tohe 
exported ford, thereof, and no further: And in lieu and place thereof, Statutes and Ordains, That the 
imported Goods and Commodities under-written be lyable inpayment of the ſeyeral quantities of Bullic 
aftermentioned, viz. Spaniſh, Rheniſh and Brandy-wines of all forts, each Tun twenty four ounces 
twelve denier fine; French-wines of all ſortes, every Tun twelye ounces; Loaf-ſuggar the hundred weight, 
fix ounces; Playing-cards, one ounce the groſs; Paper for Printing and Writing ot all ſorts, oncounce 
every ſix rimms; Gray-paper, every twelve rimms one ounce; Deals, every thouſand five ounces; Single 
trees, every thouſand five ounces; Double-trees, every thouſand ten ounces; Double-double-rrees, and 
all other greater Fir-timber, every thouſand twenty ounces; Steel, every hundred weight onc ounce; Iron 


and Iron-work beaten of all forts, every Tun two ounces; Onions and Aples, eyery two Barrels 


one ounce; Mum-beer, every Barrel four ounces; Prunes, every Tun four ounces; Raiſins, Cyr. 


rants and Figs, every Tunten ounces; Iron-ports of all ſorts, eyery dozenone ounce; Sop, every Barrel 
two ounces; Suggar-candy , eyery hundred weight ten ounces; Copper kettles, Braſs-pans, and all o- 
ther made work in Braſs or Copper, Yetline.or beaten, cyery hundred weight four ounces ; Mader, eyer 


thouſand weight five ounces; Hats of all ſorts, every three dozen two ounces; Window-glaſs ofall ſors, 
eyery Cheſt one ounce ;Limons and Oranges, each thouſand one ounce; Hopes of all ſorts, every hundred 
weight one ounce; Spaniſh-leather, Mari 


| kin, Tanned-leather, Wild-leather, and all other ſocts of Lez- 
ther, except MWHu/cowia-leather, every hundred weight one ounce; Gloves of all ſorts, each dozetione ounce; 


Whale-bone or Baline, ilk rwo hundred weight one ounce. And Statutes and Ordains, That the Merchant 
or other importers of the abovewritten Commodities or any of them, make ready payment of the foreſaids 
quantities of Bullion hereby impoſed, to the Officers of His Majeſtics Mint for the time, being ofthe fine- 
neſs of twelve Deniers, and being baſer to be conſidered by weight and reckoning, and that immediately 
upon theentry of the ſaids Goods; And in caſe the faid importer ſhall fail ro pay in the ſaids Bullion athisen- 
try, he ſhall be holden and aftricted, to make payment of the ſum of twelye Shillings Scots for ilk ounce 
thereot to the Collectors , at the Port or Precinct where heenters the ſaids Goods ; And which money ſo 
payed by him at his entry , ſhall be redeemable from rhe ſaids ColleQors, upon the payment of che foreſaids 
quantities of Bullion 1n to the Officers of his Majeſties Mint : Provided alwayes, ſuch payment of Bullion be 


made within fourty dayes, after the date of the entry of the Goods, and not thereafter. And itis hereby De- 
clared, that it ſhall not be lawful tothe ſaid Tackſ-men, ColleRors or their Deputies, to permir the faids 


importers to break Bulk, or to give them Tranſire's or other warrant thereanent,” till firſt the faids Impor- 
ters report or produce the Mint-maſters receipt of the due quantity of Bullion payed z /pec:e, or elle, that 
the Tackſ-men, Colle&ors or their Deputes, receive payment or twelve Shillings Scots for ilk ounce of Bullion 
not delivered in to the Mint ; And forilke ounce of Bullion of twelye Denier finc, ſo payed intothe Mints 
ſpecie by the Importer, he is to have delivered back-to him in his Majeſties Coin three pounds, ten pennies 
Scots, and forilk ounceot eleven Deniers fine, he is to have deliyercd back to him fitty five ſhillings, nine 
pennies Scots, and ſo proportionably conform to the fineneſs of the Bullion given in, and thar in ſatisfaction 
of all Dues whatſoever thar can be acclaimed by the Officers of the Mint, for his Majeſty or otherwite. And 
whereas, by the former A&ts of Parliament made anenr Bullion, the general Tacki{-men and collectorsof 
the cuſtoms and their Deputies, were bound and oblieged to take ſicker Surery or Pledges, fuch as they would 
be anſwerable for, for the Bullion to be brought in, and which then Jay upon export, and that what 
reſted nor delivered to the Mint, the ſaids Tacki-men, collectors and their Deputies, were to be anſ verable 
therefore ; And that by the conſtant practice of his Majeſties Exchequer, the faids Tackf-men and collectors 
by their Tacks and commititons given to them, and Obligations granted by them, are bound to make count, 
reckoning and payment of the whole Bullion then ariſing upon the export of this Kingdom. Andleſt his 
Majeſty or his faid Mint ſhould ſuſtain any hurt or prejudice, or be at any uncertainty by loading 
of theſe bonds, or by this change; Therefore it is hereby Statute and Ordained, that all gener 
Tackſ{-men of his Majeſties cuſtoms of this Kingdom, general collectors of the fame and thcir Deputies 
preſent and to come, ſhall be, and are hereby bound and oblieged, vir tute Officiz, and by the acceptation of 
their Tacke or Officc, to make count, reckoning and paymentto the Officers of his Maieſtics Mint, ot 
all and whatſoever quantities of Bullion that ſhall yearly atiſe upon the imported commodities aforement!- 
oned, and which ſhall be delivered by the Merchant ;x /pecie; and alſo ro make payment of all ſuch ſums 
of money, as ihall be payed by the Merchant to them, in place of Bullion, art the aforeſaid rate of twelve 
ſhillings per once, to the General and Maſter of the Mint for the time being, and that quarterly ; bc- 
gining the firſt quarters payment at the terme of //hitſonday next, onethouſand, fix hundred and ſeventy; 
and ſo-forth yearly and quarterly thereafter. And whercas the ſaids Tackſ-men, collectors or their Dc- 
puties, were formerly holden and aſtricted to give in exact accounts of the whole commodities exported yearly 
forth of this Kingdom upon Oath, whereby the tull charge of the Bullion was yearly known ; And tothe 
effect, thatthe full charge of the Bullion now impoſed upon the foreſaid commodities imported , may be 
als fully known: Itis hereby Statute and Ordained , That the ſaids Tackſ-men , collectors or their Depart” 
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atall the Ports or Precinds within this Kingdom, ſhall give in yearly in Exchequer the cxat account ofthe 
ſeveral quantities of the Commodities, whereupon Bullion is hereby impoſed, and that upen Oath, atthe 
feaſt and term of Martimas yearly: As alſo toexhibit and produce the ſubſcribed Entries by the Merchants 
of the forcſaids Goods imported ; And for that effe&t , rhat Letters of Horning be directed againſt the ſaid 
general Collectors, Tackſ-men and their Deputies, by the Lords of His Majcſtics Exchequer , Upon a 
charge of ſix dayes: And it 1s hereby Declared, 'That the faids Tackſ-men, Collectors or their Deputies 
hallbe holden and aſtricted todeliver tothe importer, Certificates of the ſoreſaid Bullion ir ſpecie, or of 
the Money payed therefore ar therate foreſaid, gratis.

O UR SOV ERAIGN LORD and his Eſtates of Parliament, having conſidered the Proceſs of Tre. 
ſon, purſued and deduced at the inſtance of Sir John Nzsbet of Dirleton, His Majeſtics Advocat, 
By Warrand and Order of his Majeſties Privy Council before the Juſtice , againſt the perſons atter-mentioneq 
for their treaſonable riſing in Armes, and being in, and having acceſſion to, the late Rebellion in theWeſtern. 
Shires, inthe year of our Lord, one thouſand, ſix hundred, and fixty ſix ; with the Libels, Interloquiturs, 
Probations, Depoſitions of Witneſſes , and the verdicts of Inqueſts and dooms of Forteitures procceding 
thereupon : Do find, tharthe Juſtice and their Aſſeſſors appointed by the Council in the ſaid Proceſs, in 
finding the ſaid Libels to be relevant, and admitting the ſame to the knowledge of Inqueſts ; and the foreſaid 
Inquelſts in finding the ſame to be verified and proven, and in giving their verdicts and dooms of Forfeiture 
thereupon reſpective ; Have proceeded juſtly and warrantably upon relevant Libels, and clear evidences 
and probation ; And therefore, do Ratifie and Approve their proceedings, Interloquiturs,, verdicts and 
reſpe&tive Dooms and Sentences of Forfeiture given and pronounced by them in the faid Proceſs , vis. The 
Sentence and Doom of Forfeiture pronounced againſt Collonel Fames Halace, Joſeph Lermonth , Mheclel 
lan of Barſtobe, Mr John Welſh , Mr James Smith, Patrick 1 :Stoun in Calder , William Lifton his Son, 
Wilham Porterfield of Quarreltoun, pronounced upon the fifteenth day of Auguſt, in the year of God, 
one thouſand,ſfix hundred, and ſixty ſeven years ; And the other Sentence and Doom of forteiture pronounced 
againſt Wilham Muir of Caldwell, - Caldwell, eldeſt Sone to the Good-man of Caldwel, Robert 
Ker of Kerſland, Mr. John Cunninghame of Bedland, Alexander Porterfield, brother to Quareltomn, Joh 
eMaxwel of Monreith younger , HMcklellan of Belmagahan, Mr Gabriel Semple, Mr John 
Guthery, Mr _ Alexander Fedan, Mr Wiliam Ueitch , Mr John Crookſhanks , Patrick Mcknaught in 
Cumnock, upon the ſixteenth day of Auguſt, in the ſaid year of God, one thouſand, fix hundred, and 
ſixty ſeven years: And Decerns and Ordains the faids Proceſs and Dooms and Sentences of Forfeiture 
foreſaid, to be yalid and effecual to all intents and purpoſes, notwithſtanding that the faids perſons 
found guilty and convicted of the crimes foreſaid, did not compear in the faids Proceſs; And Dedares, 
that the ſaid Sentence and Dooms of Forfeiture ſhall be of als great force and ſtrength, as if the faids 
perſons had compeared, or the ſame had been pronounced in Parliament. And his Majeſty, with 
conſent foreſaid, doth Approve His ſaid Adyocats ſervice in the faid affair. And in reſpect it were

ACT concerning the Exciſe and Cuiomes.

Oraſmuch as many debates, queſtions and inextricable difficulties do and may ariſe, in levying and 
inbringing of the Exciſc, impoſed by the fourteenth act of the firſt Seſſion of His Majeſties firſt Par- 
lament, to the great prejudice of His Majeſty, and of the Trade of this Kingdom : Therefore, and for 
peronng an clearing of the ſame, and to the efte&t, the ſaid Exciſe may be more orderly and eaſily levyed 
and collected , His Majeſty with advice and conſent of His Eſtates ot Parliament, Statutes an ordains, 
That notwithſtanding the ſaid Exciſe is due and payable by the Retailers, yer the Importers ſhail be lyable 
for the ſame intime coming, at the rates contained in the ſaid Act, for Wines of all ſorts, Vinegar and 
Falt, as they are particularly expreſt therein, and that under the proviſions after-ſpecified : To wit, that 
what ſhall not be payed by the Retailers, thall be compleatly made up by the Importers, within twelve 
moneths after the importation thereof, tor which they are to give ſufficient ſecurity to the Farmers or Cel- 
le&ors of his Majeſties Exciſe, at the entry of the ſaids Wines, which are to be according as they ſhall be 
loaded at the port from whence they came; And lor the ſaid Importers, their greater caſe and encourage- 
ment, his Majicſty, with conſent forefaid, doth Statute and ordain, That the collectors or Far- 
mers of his Majeſties Exciſe in all time coming, ſhall grant abatement to the ſaid Importers of the 
fourth part of the ſaid Exciſe duties of all Wines and Vinegar imported and entred by them, in conſider- 
ation and upon the account of leckage and decayed Wines, and other hazards and inconyenijencies. 
And further, Itis Statute and Ordained, for the encouragement and greater eaſe and adyantage oftrade 
and Merchants, that the Importers of all other Goods and commodities, except what is excepted from 
the duties of Exciſe by the toreſaid act 'of Parliament, ſhall pay the Exciſe thereof, according 
tothe Books of Rates for His Majeſties cuſtoms, ay as the ſaid commodities are and ſhall be yalued 
andratedin thefame; And if any of the ſaids commodities be not contained in the Books of Rates, the Ex- 
ciſe ofthe ſame is declared to be five per cent. according to the value of the ſaid Goods; And the Exciſe 
of the ſaid Commodities is to be payed at theentring of the ſame in the Exciſe-office, unleſs the ſaid Exciſe- 
duty exceed the ſum of one hundred Merks Scots; in which caſe, the ſaid Importers ſhall be obliged to 
ve ſufficient ſecurity for payment of the ſaid Exciſe-duty, within fix Moneths after the entring of the 
ame; they making it alwayes evident, that no Merchant ſhall make entry of any Goods, but what pro- 
perly belongs to himſelf. And for further encouragement of Trade and Traffick, Itis Statute and Ordai- 
ned, that all Goods and Merchandiſe whatſoever imported, and which ſhall be inſtructed to be really ex- 
ported, within twelye Moneths after the entring thereof, ſhall be free of Exciſe; andin caſe of paymentthere- 
of, the ſame ſhall be repayed at the exportation of the ſaid Commodities , the Importers alwayes making faith, 
thatthe Commodities exported, are the ſame which were imported and entred; andin cale bond of ſecuri- 
ty hath been given for the exciſe of the ſaid Commodities, the ſame ſhall be returned unregiſtrar, or diſcharged 


" tttheſame beregiſtrar. And for the regulating of the Exciſe of Salt, and the better levying and inbringing of 


theſame, his Majeſty, with conſent forefaid , Statutes and Ordains, that the Importers of forraign Salt

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White-fiſh of any kind, and of each Laſt of Salmond, and what the Exciſe of the ſame Salt 7efpef7:ve will 
amountto, finding that the Exciſe of the Salrof the Laſt of Herring and White-fiſh, will amount tothe ſum 
of ten pounds, four ſhillings Scots, and that the Exciſe of the Salt of each Laſt of Salmond, will amounttothe 
ſum of twelve pounds, money foreſaid. His Majeſty , with conſent foreſaid , Statutes and Ordains, thar 
there ſhall be no Cuſtom exacted at the exportation of the ſaids Herring and White-fiſh, and that whatever 
the forcſaid ten pounds, four ſhillings of Exciſe , ſhall exceed the Cuſtom payable for the ſaids Herring and 
White-fiſh, at rhe exportationthereof , ſhall be duly and timeouſly payed to the Merchant-exporters, with- 
out any delay , reward or abatement for each Laſt of Herring and Wlute-fiſh of any kind whatſoever that ſhall 
be exported out of this Kingdom : And that the foreſaid ſum of rwelve pounds , for the Exciſe of the Salt of 
each Laſt of Salmond, at the entry and exportation ſhall be payed to the Heretors, Life-renters and others, 
from whom the Merchant-exporters bought theſe Salmond, they alwayes producing Certificates from the 
reſpective Herctors and others, making up the juſt quantities contained in their Entries; upon which Certi- 
ficare, the forcſaid ſum of twelve pounds is to be payed, tothe Heretors and others from whom theſe Sal. 
mond were bought, orto any having their warrand to receive the ſame ; which ſums reſpet7rve above-writ- 
ren, forthe Herring, White-fiſh and Salmond, are to be payed in manner above-ſpecified, by the ColleRors 
at the reſpeRive Ports where the ſame ſhall be entered, for whom, the Farmers and principal Collectors of 
the Exciſe are to be anſwerable and careful that the ſame thall be punctually payed; and in caſe of not pun- 
Qual payment, they {ſhall be lyable for the parties damage; providing alwayes, that the ſaid Herring, 
White-fiſhes and Salmond, be duly enteredin the Sxciſ- office , andthe exportation thereof ſufficiently in- 
ſtructe.iro the ColleQors, ſoas they may certifie the ſame under their hands. Likeas, His Majeſty , with 
advice forcſaid , doth inhibite and Sihone the Collectors or Farmers of Exciſe upon any pretext, to give 
any eaſe or abatement of the fourty ſhillings Sco7s impoſed by rhe foreſaid fourteenth At, upon ilk Bool of 
forraign Bay-ſalr, Linlthgow-meaſure, imported into this Kingdom : Certifying them, if they contra: 
veen, the faids ColleQors ſhall ſuffer deprivation of their Office, and the ſaids Farmers ſhall looſe the bene- 
fit ot their Tack of the Exciſe, and ſhall be further lyable to the payment of ſuch fines and penalties , as the 
Lords of Exchequer ſhall think fit to inflict. And torthe better inbringing of the Exciſe of the ſaid In-land 
Salt, itis Ordained, that all Owners of Salt-pans aye their Greeves, ſhall be oblieged to exhibite and pro- 
duce tothe Collectors or Farmers of Exciſe or their Deputies, when they ſhall be required , their Compt- 
book of all Salt ſold, ro beperuſed by them, and returned within the ſpace of twenty four hours, to the effect, 
it may be known what Saltis conſumed, and that the Exciſe of the ſame is duly payed, whereupon they arc 
to make faith , if they be required, and that they have fold nor diſpoſed upon no more nor is contained inthe 
ſaid Books; And ficklike, rhe Salters of every Salt-pan ſhall be oblieged to give an account to the Collecors 
of the ſaid Exciſe of the Salt appertaining to them any manner of way , and what rhey have ſold of the ſame, 
and to inſtruct, that the ſame hath been duly entered in the Excife-office, and that the Exciſe-duty of the 
ſame hath been payed, whereupon., and that they haye ſold no more but what hath been duly entered, 
they are ordained to make faith if they be required ; Ir is alwayes provided, that where Exciſe-offices are 
inthe Town or place where the Salt is made, the Salt-maſters, their Greeyes or Salters , ſhall be holden to 
repair tothe Exciſe-office, to the effect foreſaid, if they be required ; bur if there be no Exciſe-office in 
theſe places, the ColleCtors or Fariners of Exciſe or their Deputies are appointed to conveen them at the 
reſpective Salt-Girnals, or Salt-pans where the Salt 1s made, and the ſaids perſons ſhall not be oblieg- 
ed to go any further. And in hke manner, His Majeſty conſidering , that divers queſtions and debates 
may ariſe, anent the interpretation of ſeveral Ats and Priviledges made and granted in favours of Mz 
nutactories, for immunity and exemption from the Exciſe or Cuſtom of certain Goods, which are the Mz- 
terials of the faids ManufaGtories ; Doth hereby, with conſent foreſaid, Statute , Ordain and Declare, 
That no Manufactory ſhall have the benefit thereof , excepting ſuch as ſhall be, or hath been lawtully 
erected ſince the firſt day of January, onethouſand, ſix hundred, ſixty one years, and ſhall be found by 
the Lords of His Majeſties Exchequer to have been, or to be creed conform to the Acts of Parliament, 
and to hayethe qualifications required by the ſame. And further, His Majeſty underſtanding , that ifai 
ter ſo large expreſſions of His Majeſties Royal care and tenderneſs for the advancement of Trade and caſe 
of Merchants, any ſhall beſo unfairhful as to preſume to conceal and abſtraR the Goods imported by them, 
thereby evading the payment of the Cuſtom and Exciſe due and payable to His Majeſty ; not only 
His Majeſty will be prejudged of His Cuſtom and Exciſe, bur alſo the Trade of Merchandiſe will be 
much endamaged by the ſaids Merchants their underſelling others, whodo honeſtly make true entries 
of their Goods, and pay the duties of Cuſtom and Exciſg, Therefore, for reyenting of rhe ſaid prc- 
judice and abuſe, His Majeſty, with confent foreſaid, doth give power an! warrand to the Collectors 
ot Cuſtom and Exciſe, or to their Deputies, to call and purſue ſuch perſons who ſhall wilfully and wicked- 
ly conceal and abſtra& their Goods, or any part thereof, and not duly enter the ſame, or who ſhallbe 
accceliory , or atiy wayes aiding and aſliſting to the concealing or abſtrating thereof ; and thar bciore 
the Lords of His Majeſtics Exchequer , if the ſaids perſons dwell and reſide within twelye miles 
of the place where the ſaids Lords 1hall happen to fir for the time, or in their option, before any 
other competent Judge: Andin caſe the ſaids perſons live at farther diſtance, it ſhall be lawful to ths faids 
Collectors or Farmers, orthcir Deputies, to purſue them before the Sheriffs, Stewarts of Stewartries, 0

ACT for annexation of Orknay and 7ctland to the Crows. 
December 17. 1669. 


F Oraſmuch as the Iſles of Orknay and Zerland are a great and ſo conſiderable a part of this His Ma- 


jefties ancient Kingdom, that tor diyers ages they were the occaſion of much trouble and expence of 
blood and money, for maintaining thereof againſt the invaſion of Forraigners, and recoyering the ſame 
our of their hands by Armes and Treaties ; And the faids Ifles being of a great and large extent of 
bounds, and ſoremote and at ſuch a diſtance from the ordinary ſeat of Juſtice and Judicatories, that 
the Inhabitants within the ſame-are not able to trayel in the winter ſeaſon; and at other times cannot, 
without great trouble and expences, repair to the ſaid Judicatories to complean when they are oppreſſed 
andprieved. It is not only fit in order to His Majeſties Intereſt, but will be the great advantage of His 
Majeſties Subjects dwelling there, that without interpoſing any other Lord or Superior betwixt his Ma- 
ſly and them, they ſhould have ane immediat dependance upon his Majeſty and His Officers, being 
neir grear ſecurity againſt Forraign attempts and oppreſſion at home. And leeing it is mot} expedient 
and neceſſary that a publick Patrimony and certain Revenue in Lands, Lordſhips and others. ſhould 
deſetled upon, and annexed unto his Majeſties Crown, for ſupporting of His Royal Eſtateand Govern- 
ment, andthe great and neceſlar charges of the ſame, which if not defrayed out of His Majeities own Pro- 
petty and Revenue, would unayoidably ly , and bea heavy burden upon his Majelties Lieges: And to rhat 
purpoſe, diverFActs of Annexation have becn made from time to time, and in ſpecial rhe Earldom of Or:7y 
and Lordſhip of Zer/and, with the pertinents of the fame, were annexcd tothe Crownin the years, one 
thouſand, five hundred, and fourty, and one thouſand, fix hundred, and twelve, reſpef7zve. And yet importu- 
lity prevailing with his Majeſty and his Royal Father, their gooLneſs and inclination to gratifie their Subjects, 
they have been induced to give away and part with ſo great a Jewel of their Crown, and to diſpone and 
grant Rights of the ſaid Earldom and Lordſhip ; which being found to be to the great prejudice 
His Majeſty, His Crown and Subjects, and contrary to the Laws and Ads of Parliament of 
this Kingdom, by a Decreet of the Lords of Seſſion, obtained upon the twenty fifth day of February 
by-paſt, at the inſtance of Sir John Nisbet of Dirletoun Knight, His Majeſties Adyocar, for 
His Majeſties intereſt, againſt //://;am Farl of © Morton, Charles Lord of Dalkeith his Son ; 
eorge Viſcount of Grandiſtoun , and certain other perſons therein mentioned; the ſaids Lords by their 
Decrect foreſaid, have reduced the Contracts, Diſpoſitions , Inteftments, Acts of diſlolution, and 
ther Rights therein mentioned, made and granted by His Majeſty and His Royal Father, to, and in favours 
ofthe deceaſed ///3/t;am Earl of Mortoun, Grand-father to illiam now Earl of Mortoun,and the ſaid George 
Viſcount of Grandiſtour , of the ſaid Earldom of Orknay and Lordſhip of Zerland, with the Rights alſo there- 
n mentioned depending thercupon : and the ſaid Lords have found and declared, that His Majeſty 
hath good and undoubred Right to the ſaid Earldom and Lordſhip, as His annexed Property , for the 
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reaſons therein contained; as the faid Decreet at length proports. Thercjore, His Majeſty, with advice 
and conſent of the Eflates of Parliament , doth Ratifie and Confirm the {aid Decreet, and Ordains the ſame 
to be oi full force, ſtrength and efic& inalltime coming; holding and willing this their Rarification to he als 
ſufficient and effectual , as if the faid Decreer and whole renor of the ſame were inſert herein. And his Majeſt 
following the Jaudable example and practice of his Royal Predeceſſors, doth, with conſent foreſaid, Ratifie 
the faid former Annexation of the fame to the Crown ; and without prejudice thereof, doth of new 
again unte, annex and incorporat to His Crown of this His ancient Kingdom, to remain inſeparably with 
the ſame in all time coming, the ſaid Earldom of Orknay and Lordſhip of Zerland, withall and ſundry Ifles 
Holms, Udal-lands and other Lands whatſoever, of what name and by what deſignation ſoeyer the 
ſame are or may be known, lying within the Sheriffdom of Or4nay and pertaining to the ſaid Earldom and 
Lordihip, and belonging to his Majeſty in manner forefaid, in Property or Superiority , or by any other 
Right or Title, rogether with all Caftels, Towers, Fortalices, Milns , Mulrars , Fiſhings, Anual-rents, Rever- 
ſions, Patronages of Kirks, and Teinds , Parſonage and Vicarage pertaining to his Majeſty within the bounds 
forcſaid; And all and whatſocyer Mines of Gold, Silver , Copper and other Minerals within the foreſaid 
bounds, with the heretable Office of Julticiary.Sheri{iship and Foudric and Admiralty within the forcfaid Iſles, 
and belonging to the ſaid Earldom and Lor.ihip, with all other Parts, Pendickles and Pertinents, Cafualities, 
Priviledges, Juriſdictions , Offices and others whatſoeyer pertaining tothe ſame; all which, his Majeſty, 
with conſent forcſaid , doth unite and annex to His Crown, , Declaring the gecncrality torcſaid to be ſufficient 
tothe intent & eficct forcſaid,as it cach Parr, Parcel, Pertinent, Office, Patronage or Priviledge belonging to 
the ſaid Earldom and Lord{hip were hercin expreft. And itis Statute and Declared, Thar the ſaid Earldom 
and Lordſhip, Lands, Teinds, and others above-mentioned, annexed to the Crown in manner fore- 
ſaid, ſhall remain therewith inall time coming ; and that the ſame or any part thereof ſhall not, nor 
may be given away in Fee and Herctage, norin Frank-tenement, Lite-rent, Penſion or Tack, . except 
for the full duty which may be gotten trom , and payed by the Tennents, nor by any other manner of Alie- 
nation, Right or Diſpoſition whatſoever, to any perſon or perſons of whatſoeyer eſtate, degree or quality 
they be, without Advice, Decreet and Deliberation of the whole Parliament; and forgreat, weighty and 
reaſonable cauſes concerning the good, wellfare and publick Intereſt of the whole Kingdom, firſt to be propoſ- 
ed andto be adviſed, and maturely pondered and conſidered by the Eſtates, 7e zutegra, before any previous 
Grant, Right or Decd be given, made or done by his Majeſty or his Succeſſors, concerning the diſpoſition 
of the ſaid Earldom and Lordſhip or any part thereof, which may any wayes predetermine them or the 
Eſtates of Parliament, and prejudge the freedom of their Deliberation and Conſent. And ifat any time 
hereafter it ſhall be thought fit to diſpone or grant any Right of any part of the ſaid Earllom and Lord(hip, 
It is Declared, that the general narrative of good ſeryices, weighty cauſes and conſiderations ſhall nothe 
ſufficient; but the particular cauſes and conſiderations, whereupon His Majeſty and His Succeſlors may 
be induced to grant, and the Eſtates to conſent toſuch Rights, are to be expreſt; that it may appear, that 
the ſameis not granted through importunity , or upon private ſuggeſtions or pretences, but for truc, juſt 
and rcaſonable cauſes and conſiderations ot publick concernment. And farther, Ir is Declared , thar ifany 
general Act of Diſſolution of His Majeſties Property thall be made at any time hereafter ; the ſaid Earldond 
and Lord{hip, and others above-mentioned and annexed, ſhail nor be underſtood to fall or be comprehend- 
ed undertheſame; And if the faid Earledom and Lordihip , or any part thereof, ſhall be annallied or diſpo-

any ſuch Rights and Alienations ſhall be made, ſhall be countable for, and liable to refound and pay all profits, 
intromiſſion or benefit taken, uplifted or enjoyed by them inthe mean time: Andit is Declared, that all 
other Clauſes, Articles and Proviſions contained in any former Actor Acts of Annexation to the adyantage 
of His Majeſty and His Crown, arc and hall be holden as repeated and inſert herein. And farther, His 
Majeſty, with advice and conſent of the Eſtates foreſaid,hath ſuppreſſed the ſaid Office of Sheriffship.and hath 
erected and hereby ere&ts a Stewartry within the bounds foreſaid of the ſaid Earldom andLordhip,and Iflcs of 
Or#ay and Zetland, tobe called inailtime comming, T he Stewartry of Orknay and Zctland; Orain- 
ing the Tennants, Poſſeſſors and Inhabitants within the bounds forefaid, and other perſons who were tot- 
mcrly anſwerable and lyable to the jurisdiction of Sherifthip, and Foudrie aboyc-mentioned, ro be 2niwe- 
rablc to His Majeſtics Stewart of the ſaid Stewartry , with all Priviledges competent to any Stewartry of ts 
Majeſties Property within this Realm. Likeas, it is Declared and Statute, that the forcfaid Oilice of Ste: 
wattry ſhall not be given heretably to any perſon or perſons and their heirs , withour adyice and content 0! 
Parliament in manner aboye-mentioned; and all Rights of the ſame which {hall be pranted other 
wayCs at any time hercafter, ſhall be from the beginning and in all time com ming null and you! 
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Iris alwayes Declared, that this AR and Annexation foreſaid ſhall not prejudge the Biſhop of Orknay of His 
Patrimony and Priviledges belonging to him, or of any part thereof; and thar he and his Succeſſors ſhall be 
inthe ſame caſe as they were before the making hereof. And likewayes itis Declared, that the Anitcxation 
foreſaid and the ſuppreſling ot the ſaid Office of Sheriff, and the creeting of the ſaid Stewartry ſhall be with- 
out prejudice to His Majeſties Vaſſals within the faid Iſles, of their Liberry and Priviledge to have and ſend 
Commiſſioners to Parliament, to repreſent them in the ſame manner as they did or might have done 


formerly.

UR SOVERAIGN LORD conſidering, that by theeleventh Act of the third Seffion of His 
Majeſties late Parliament, liverty is granted to export Corns ofallforts, when they are under the prices 
following, V7. Ik Boll of Wheat under twelve pounds the Boll, Beer and Barley under cight pounds the 
Boll, Oats and Peaſe under eight merks the Boll. And ſeeing , by reaſon of feyeral Duties formerly impoſed 
upon Corns , the exportation thereof hath been hitherto obltructed ; And His Majeſty being detirous for 
the goodof this His ancient Kingdom, to give all due encouragement to the export of Corns, and to revive 
every thing which may impede the ſame : Harh therefore thoughc fir, Like-as, His Majeſty, with a vice 
and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, doth Statute and Declare , That all Corns which ſhall be ex-:5:£cd 
intime coming by His Majeſties Subjects torth of this Kingdom, hall be free, ano are hereby diſcha: 522 of 
thepayment of Cuſtom, Bullion , and all other Duties whatſoever, except one Merk Scors allane:!y ;or ilk 
Chalder. Andleſt any conſiderable ptcjudice thould thereby enſue to His Majeſtics Cuſtoms, it is $tature 
and Ordained , that the Duties after-mentiened are and ſhall be impoſed upon the Commodities following , 
vis. Tenſhillings Scots upon ilk Barrel of Tar, andrwenty ſhillings Scots upon ilk Tun of Iron imported 
into this Kingdom , and that over and above all former Impoſitions pur thereon ; and the Cuſtomers , Col- 
lors and their Deputies are hereby appointed and impowered to uplift the ſame accordingly. And for pre- 
venting any debares that may ariſe anent the reſpeciye prices of the Victual, when the ſame arc under or a- 
boyethe rates expreſt in the ſaid At; His Majeſty , with advice foreſaid, doth recommend to, and autho= 
rizeth the Lords of Privy Council to determine the ſame ; And Declares, rhar itſhall be lawful to His Maje- 
ſties Subjects to export Corns of all ſorts, unleſs by a Proclamation or publick Intimation from the ſaids Lords 
of Council, they be prohibited and diſcharged to do the ſame. And Ordains this Att co begin and take effe&t 
upon the ſecond day of February next to come.

| 0 UR Soyeraign Lord conſidering that it is moſt agreable to reaſon and equity, and of uniy2/ia! concern 
ment to all His Majeſties Subjects, and ſpecially to thoſe of the meaner ſort, thata due pronorticy be 
obſerved betwixt the price of the Boil of Beer, and the Pint and other meaſures of Ale and D©1:.xi::- Beer 
vented and fold within this Kingdom , that chereby the liberty raken by Brewars and Vintaers . '0 > xt exor- 
bitant prices for Ale and Drinking-Beer at cheir plealure, may be reſtrained. Therefore, His : ': jefty, with 
adyice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, doth recommend to, and authorize the Loras of Ris Mrie- 
ſties Privy Council from time to time, after conſideration had of the ordinary rates of Rougii-BuU.r ana Bacley 
torthetime, to regulate and ſet down the prices of all Ale and Drinking-Beer, vented aid fold inthe ſeveral

weight and prices of Whear-bread, and toinflict ſuch cenſures, pains and penalties upon che contraveeners 
of theſe Acts and Orders as they ſhall think fit; and to do all orher things requiſite for execution ct the fame. 
Andin cafe, atter ſettling of the ſaids prices by the Lords of Council, any Brewar ſhall ceaſe from, and give 
over their Brewing or venting of Ale or Beer , His Majeſty , with advice forcfaid , Declares , that they ſhall 
not be permitted or allowed to brew or vent any Ale or Beer for the ſpace of one year thereafter, and ſhall be 
further lyable to ſuch pains and puniſhments, as the Lords of Council ſhall think fit.

UR SOVERAIGN LORD conſidering how neceſfaritis for the good of the people, that Hiph- 

| wayes be made and maintained for ready and eafie Paſſage, Travel and Traflick through the Kingdom; 
and that the care thereof which hath been laid upon the Juſtices of Peace, hath yet for the moſt part proven 

ineffeQual, in regaird the ſaids Juſtices have not had ſpecial Orders and Warrands for that effe&, Forre- 

meid whereof, his Majeſty , with advice and conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament , Doth Appoint and 
Ordain the Sheriffof the Shire, and one of his Deputes, being alwayes an Heretor therein, and the Juſti- 

ces of Peace ineach Shire , to conyeen at the head 5 of the Shire upon the firſt "Tueſday of May yearly, 

for ordering of High-wayes, Bridges and Ferries; with powerto them, or major partof them that ſhall 
happen to conyeen, to ſet down a particular Liſt ofthe High-wayes , Bridges and Ferries within their bounds, 
and to divide the Paroches of the ſaids bounds as they lye moſt to the ſeveral High-wayes to be repaired, 
and as they may have the moſt equal burden, and to appoint ſuch of their number or others Overſeers of 

ſuch parts and portions of the ſaids High-wayes, as are moſt conyenient and neareſt to their ordinary reſi 

dence, and to nominate ſuch of their number as they ſee fit, to ſurvey and give an account of the High-wayes, 
Bridges and Ferries unto the reſt; with power tothem to -/ pag Meetings from time to time, till thefaid 
Survey, Liſt and Diviſion ofthe ſaids High-wayes be cloſed: which perſons, or.any one of them to whom 

the particular portions of the ſaids Highwayes ſhall be commitred,are hereby authorized and ſtriRly required, 
to call and conyeen all Tennants and Cotrars, and their Servants, within the bounds appointed for their parts 


of the High-wayes, by publick intimation ar the Paroch-Kirks upon the Sabbath day , immediatly afterthe | 


firſt Sermon , or any other way that they ſhall think fit,' to haveinreadineſs Horſes, Carts, Sleds, Spades, 
Shoyels, Picks, Mattocks, and ſuch other inſtruments as ſhall be required, for repairing of the ſaids High- 
' wayes, andto conyeenatſuch places thereof as they ſhall be required , and inſuch proportion and with ſuch 

furniture as the ſaids Juſtices or Overſeers ſhall appoint, and thatin the moſt equal and proportionable way, 
as the ſaids Juſtices and Overſeers will be nas With power to them to deſign ſuch of the ſaids perſons 
as they find to be moſt skilful , ro attend and dire&thereſt, and to appoint them fit wages for their arrend- 
ance; providing thar the dayes they are required to work. do not exceed the number of fix dayes for Manand 

Horſe yearly for the firſt three years, and four dayes yearly thereafter, and that they be only betwixt the 


Bear-ſeed yearly , and Hay-time or Harveſt thereafter: With power to thefaids Juſtices or Oyerſecrs to poind | 


the readieſt Goods of the abſents, for twenty ſhillings Scots money forthe abſence of ilk Man daily, and 
thirty ſhillings for the Man and Horſe, withour further ſolemnity bur appriſing the fame upon the ground of 
the Land, and therewith to hire others in place of the abſents ; andin caſe the ſais abſents ſhall have no poind- 
able Goods, to puniſh them in their perſons as they ſhall ſee cauſe. Which High-wayes ſhall be twenty toot 
of meaſure broad at leaſt, or broader, it the ſame have been ſo of before, and ſhall be ſo repaired, that Horl- 
es and Carts may travel Summer and Winter thereupon : and if any part of the ſaids Lligh wages cannot well 
be continued as now they are,but require to be changed, the ſaids Juſtices ſhall appoint three of their numberto 
viſitthe places where the High-wayes need tobe changed, and to ſet down Meiths for the new way in place 
thereof, and upon Oathto eitimate the damage of the parties prejudyed thereby , and to deliver the ſame to 
them in writing under their hands, to the effect the ſame may be ſatisfied by the whole Shire, in manner after- 
ſpecified.

ſaid ſeveral Juſtices and Overſeers of the reſpective proportions of Hiph-wayes committed to them, & to fine 
thoſe Juſtices and Overſcers who ſhall failzic ; ſil} increaſing the faids fines till they give obedience and pct- 
form their part, and to poind therefore upon the ground of the Lands where their Goods ſhall be found , with- 
out further folemnity. With power alſo to the ſaids Juſtices to viſit the Ferries in their Shire, and where 
the Ferries ly betwixt two Shires, that they correſpond with the Juſtices of the other Shire , tothe end they 
may appoint fit and ſufficient Boats, and convenient Landing places; and fo to regulate all things concern- 
ing the Ferries, as His Majeſties Lieges may be readily and conve niently ſerved, and at reaſonable rates, 
and to puniſh all-ſuch as ſhall negle or tranſgreſs the Rules ſet down be them for the effe foreſaid. 
| Andbecauſc thework of the inhabitants within the ſeveral bounds, will not be able ſufficiently to repair 
the High-wayes and others forefaid ; "Therefore, His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of the ig Eſtates, 
doth hereby authorize and require the whole Free-holders and Heretors of the ſeveral Shires , to conveen ar 
the reſpective head —_—_— the ſaid firſt Tueſday of June yearly , and to call for an accompt from the Juſtices 
of Peace of what is needtul for reparation of the High-wayes and others foreſaid, and what charges and ex- 
nfes is requiſite for promoving thereof; arid for making or repairing Bridges and Ferries where {6a ſhall be 
found needful, and accordingly to ſtent the Heretors of the ſaid Shire, comprehending the Heretors of the 
Burrough-lands therein, in what ſhall be found neceſſary forthe effe& forefaid, not exceeding ten ſhillings 
Scots upon each hundred pound of valued Rent in one year, which is to be uplifted be the ſaids Juſtices or 
whom they ſhall appoint, be poinding as faid is, and imployed forthe uſe foreſaid; and of which they ſhall 
be oblieged ro give anaccompt tothe faids Heretors at the next Michaelmas head Court yearly.

-onfirming themſelves Exccutors Creditors. As likewayes, that poor people, not worth in heretable or 
moveable Eſtate fourty pounds Sco7s money, hayertheir Confirmation palt and regiſtrar free from payment 
ofany Quot ; and for Fees of Court, that they pay only rwo pounds cighteen thillings Scots. And farther. 
is Statute and Ordained, That heretabie Debts reſting by the Defunct, be Infeſtment, Bonds or Contracts 
tearing obliegment ro infeft, be not allowed be the Commiſlars at the Confirmation, to defaulk off the In- 
venter in prejudice of the Quot, where there is an heretable Eſtate belonging to the Defunt to ſatisfie the 
heretable Debts, even though the faids Debts be given up by the Defuna himſelf or his Executor.

Oraſmuch as the Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty , from His Princely Zeal 
and Fatherly Care of the weelfare and happineſs of his Subjects (perſiſting 
in the ſame pious and prudent Reſolution of His Royal Grand-father, King 
Fames of ever bleſſed memory , to endeavour a nearer and more compleart 
Union between His two Kingdoms of Scozland and England) Harh re- 
commended it to the Parliaments of both Kingdoms, that Commiſſioners 
might be nominatro Treat and Conſult concerning this Union, to the end, 
| that His Majeſties Royal and Gracious Purpoſes thercin may be accom- 
-| pliſhed, and ſuch a further Union may be treated anul agreed upon, az may 
complear and confirm forever, a conſtant, mutual loye and friendihip be- 
twixt His Subjects of both Realms. 

Therefore, His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of 
Parliament, doth hereby Statute , Ordain and Ena&t, Thar ſuch Per- 
| ſons , or ®oram thereof , as ſhall be nominated by His Majeſty un. 
der His Great Seal of Scotland, are by vertue and authority of this Act, Authorized, Commilſionate and 
Impowered, to meet and aſſemble ar ſuch times and in ſuch places, as His Majeſty thall appoint; And there 
to Treat and Conſult , according to the tenor of their Commiſſion and Authority in that behali under the 
Great Seal, with the Commiſſioners authorized by Authority ot the Parliament of Eug/aud, ot , and con: 
Erning ſuch an Union of the Realms of Scorland and England; and of and concerning ſuch other matters. 
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cauſes and things whatſoever, as upon mature deliberation, the greateſt part of the ſaids Commiſſioners 
aſſembled, as ſaid is, and the Commiſſioners authorized by the Parliament of England, according tg 
the tenor and purport of the Commiſſion in that behalf, thall in their wiſdoms think convenient ang 
neceſſary for the Honour of His Majeſty, and the Well and Common-good of both Kingdoms during 
His Majeſties Life, ( which Almighty God make long and proſperous ) and of His Heirs and lawyj 
Succeſſors for ever. Which Commiſlioners of both Kingdoms ſhall, according to the tenor and purpor: 
of the Commiſtions in that behalf , reduce their Doings and Procecdings therein into Writings or Jn. 
ſtruments tripartie, every part to be ſubſcribed and ſealed by them; To the end; that one part there. 
of may in all humbleneſs be preſented to the Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty ; another part thercof offer. 
ed to the conſideration of the Parliament of Scor/and, and another part to be offered to the conſide- 
ration of the Parliament of England, at their next Sefſions ro be held in either Kingdoms reſpeftiy, 
after ſuch Writings or Inſtruments ſhall be ſubſcribed and ſealed by the ſaids Commiſttoners, thatthere- 
upon ſuch further proccedings may be had, as by his Majeſty and both' the ſaids Parliaments, ſhall he 
thought fit and neceſſary forthe Well and Common-good of both the ſaid Kingdoms ; To whom the 
entire conſideration of the whole, and the allowing or di{-allowing thereof, or any part thereof as they 
ſhall rhink fir, is wholly reſerved. Likeas, his Majeſty, with advice and conſent forefaid, doti1 here- 
by Statute and Declare, that no matter or thing to be propoſed, treated of, or agreed by the faid;

F Oraſmuch as it is the duty of all good SubjeRs, to give their beſt concurrence and aſſiſtance as they jall 

be thereunto required by publick Authority , for diſcovery and puniſhment of all crimes againſt the pu- 
blick Laws, or which may tend to the breach or diſturbance of the publick Peace of the Kingdom ; And that 
itis an high contempt of Authority , and a ſignal evidence of diſloyalty and inclination to rebellion , torefule 
or ſhift the ſame when required thereunto. Therefore, His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of his Eſtates 
in Parliament, doth hereby Statute and Ordain , Thar all and every Subject of this Kingdom , of what degree, 
{ex or quality ſoever , who hereafter ſhall be called by His Majeſties Privy Cauncil, or any others having 
Authority from His Majeſty , to declare and depone upon Oath, their knowlepge of any crimes againſt the 
publick Laws and Peace of the Kingdom; and particularly, of any Conyenticles or other unlawful Meetings, 
and of the ſeveral circumſtances of the perſons preſent, and things done therein, or of the refſetting and in- 
tercommuning with perſons who are, or hereafter ſhall be declared Fugitives or Rebels: Are oblieged in 
conſcience, duty, and by the alledgjance of Subjects, to declare and depone their knowlege thereof, andof 
all the particulars relating thereunto. And if any ſhall happen to be ſo perverſly wicked and difloyal, to refuſe 
or delay to declare or depone, being thereunto required, as ſaid is; His Majeſty, with advice and conſent 
foreſaid, appoints their puniſhment to be fining and cloſe impriſonment, or baniſhment, by ſending them 
to His Majeſties plantations in the Indzes, or elſewhere, as-His Majeſties Council ſball think fir. Likeas, 
His Majeſty , with advice forefaid , doth require His Privy Council to be careful intryal of the crimes aboye-

Edinburgh, 13. of Auguſt, 1670. 


Oraſmuch as the aſſaulting of Miniſters, and the invading of their houſes be atrocious crimes, often 
prohibir and diſchar ed by Law under high and ſevere pains ; And yer, ſuch hath been the wickedneſs of 
ſome looſe Men, Rebels and Vagabonds, that of late they have, in ſeveral places inthe night time , invad- 
edand broken in upon Miniſters houſes, aſſaulted and wounded their perſons, and purſued them for their 
lives. And the Kings Majeſty having ajuſt indignation of ſuch horrid and unchriſtian villanies, hath thought 


\ fittobrand the ſame with a ſignal mark of His diſpleaſure: And Therefore, His Majeſty, with advice and 


conſent of His Eſtates in Parliament, doth hereby Starute, Enact and Declare, That whatſoever perſon or 

perſons ſhall be found guilty of the aſſaulting the lives of Miniſters,or robbing their houſes, or actually attemp- 

ting the ſame, ſhall be puniſhed with the pain ot death, and the confiſcation of their Goods. And for the 

better diſcovery oftheſe crimes, His Majeſty doth, with advice and conſent forefaid, hereby offer and en- 

ſure the ſum of five hundred Merks to any perſon who ſhall diſcover and ſciſe any of the faids Aſſaulters, Rob- 
hers or Attempters: And in caſe they ſhall be diſcovered by one perſon, and apprehended by another, the 
diſcoverer is to have two hundred Merks, and the apprehender three hundred Merks, to be payed out of 
His Majeſties Theſaury by the Commiſſioners thereot, who are hereby authorized to pay the fame. And 
if there ſhall happen any ſlaughter to be committed in the apprehenaing of ſuch perſons, His Majeity , with 
advice foreſaid , doth hereby indemnifie the perſons imployed, and all ſuch as ſhall aſſiſt in the waechendicy 
ofthem ; and Declares them free of all queſtion or trouble for the ſame in time coming.

ACT agamſt Conventicles. 
(Edinburgh, 13. oof Auguſt, 1670. 


Oraſmuch as the' aſſembling and convocating of His Majeſties Subjects without His Majeſtics War- 
þ rand and Authority , is a moſt dangerous and unlawful | onus , prohibite aad diſcharged by ſeveral 
Laws and AQts of Parliament , under high and great pains ; And that notwithſtanding thereof divers diſaffect- 
edand ſeditious perſons , under the ſpecious, but fal{epretences of Religion and religious Excercifes , preſume 
to make, and be preſent at Conventicles and unwarrantable Meetings and Conventions of the Subjects, which 
aethe ordinary Seminaries of Separation and Rebellion , tending to the prejudice of the publick Worſhip of 
Godin the Churches, to the ſcandal of the reformed Religion, to the reproach of His Majeſties Authorit 
and Government, and to the alienating of the hearts and aftections of the Subjects from that duty and obedi- 
encethey owe to his Majeſty, and the publick Laws of the Kingdom. For the ſupreſling and preventing of 


Which forthe time to come, His Majeſty, with advice and conſent of His Eſtates ot Parliament, hath 


thought fitto Statute and Ena&, Likeas they do hereby Statute and Command, That no outed Miniſters , 
Who are not licenced by the Council, and no other perſons not authorized or tolerate by the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſs, preſume topreach, expound Scripture, or pray in any Meeting, except in their own Houſes, and 
totheſe of their own Family ; and that none be preſent at any Meeting, without the Family to which they 
belong , Whereany not licenced, authorized nor tolerat as aidis, ſhall preach, expound Scripture or pray: 
Declaring hereby, all ſuch who ſhall do in the contrair, to beguilty of keeping of Conventicles; and thar he 
or they w ſhall ſo preach, expound or pray within any houſe, ſhall be {ciſed upon & imprifoned, till they find

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caution, under the pain of five thouſand Merks, not to do the like thereafter , or elſe ena&t themſelyes 
roremove our of rhe Kingaom, and never return without His Majeſties Licence; And that cvery perſon 
who ſhall be found to have been preſent at any ſuch Mectinps, ſhall be, 707zes groties , fined accord. 
ing to rhcir qualities, in the reſpective ſums following, and impriſoned untill they pay their fines, and 
farther during the Councils pleaſure, v:zz. Each Manor Woman, having Land in Heretage, Life-renz 
or proper Wodler, to be fined in a fourth part of his or her valued yearly Rent; each Tennent labouring Land, 
in twenty five pounds Scots ; cach Cortar in twelve pounds Scots, and each ſerving Manin a fourth part 
of his yearly Fee. And where Merchants or Tradeſ-men do not belong to, or reſide within Burghs Royal, 
That cach Merchant or chief Tradeſ-man be fined as a Tennant, and each inferior Tradeſ-man as a Cox- 
tar : And if any of the perſons above-mentioned ſhall havetheir Wives, orany of their Children living 
in Family with them, preſent at any ſuch Meeting , they are therefore to be fined in the half ofthe reſpe- 
Qive fines aforeſaid, conſideration being had to their ſeveral qualities and conditions. And ifthe Maſter 
or Miſtris of any Family, where any ſuch Meetings ſhall be keeped, be preſent within the houſe for the 
time, they areto be fined inthe double of what is tobe payed by them , for being preſent ar a Houſe-can- 
yenticle. Anditis hereby Declared, that Magiſtrates of Burghs Royal arc lyabl , forevery Conventicle 
co be keeped within their Burghs, to ſuch fines as His Majeſties Council ſhall think fit to impoſe ; and that 
the Maſter or Miſtris of the Houſes where the Conventicle ſhall happen to be keeped, and the perſons pre- 
ſent thereat, are to relieve the Magiſtrates as the Council ſhall think fit to order the ſame; it being notwith- 
ſtanding free to the Council to fine the Inhabitants of Burghs, tor being  ---a_ at Conyenticles wirhin or 
without Burghs, or where their Wives or Children ſhall be preſent at the ſame. 

And farther , His Majeſty underſtanding that divers diſaffe&ted perſons have been ſo maliciouſly 
wicked and diſloyal, as to conyocat His Majeſties Subjects to open Meetings in the Fields , expreſ 
contrair to many publick Laws made thereanent ; And conſidering that theſe Meetings are the rendezyous 
of Rebellion, and rend in a high meaſure to the diſturbance of the publick Peace : Dorhtherefore, with 
advice and conſent forefaid , Statute and Declare, That whoſoever , without Licenee or Authority forcfaid, 
ſhall preach, expound Scripture or pray at any of theſe meetings inthe Field, orin any Houſe wherethere 
be moe perſons then the Houſe contains, ſoas ſome ofthem be without doors, (which is hereby declared 
to be a Field-conyenticle)) or who ſhall conyocat any number of people to theſe meetifigs, ſhall be pu- 
niſhed with death, and confiſcation of their goods. And it is hereby offered and affured, that if any 
of His Majeſties good Subjects ſhall ſeiſe and ſecure the perſons of any who ſhall either preach or pray 
at theſe Field-meetings, or convocat any perſons thereto, they ſhall for every ſuch erdin ſo ſciſedand 
ſecured, have five hundred Merks payed unto them for their reward , out ot His Majeſties Theſaury 
by the Commiſſioners thereof, who arc hereby authorized to pay the fame; and the faids ſcifers and 
their aſſiſtants are hereby indemnified for any ſlaughter that ſhall be committed in the apprehending and 
ſecuring of them. And as to all Heretors and others aforeſaid , who ſhall be preſent at any of theſe Field- 
conyenticles, it is hereby Declared, they are tobe fined, zo7zes guories, in the double of the reſpedtive 
fines appointed tor Houſe-conventicles ; but prejudice of any other puniſhment due to them by Lawas 
ſeditious perſons, and diſturbers of the Peace and Quiet of the Kirk and Kingdom. And ſeeing thedue 
execution of Laws is the readieſt means to procure obedience to the ſame ; Therefore, His Majelly, 
with conſent and advice foreſaid , doth Impower , Warrand and Command all Sheriffs, Stewarts of 
Stewartries, Lords of Realities and their Deputs, to call before them and try all ſuch perſons who 
ſhall be informed to have keeped, or been preſent at Conventicles within their Juriſdictions, and toin- 
flict upon theſe who ſhall be found guilty, thereſpeRive fines expreſt in this At; they being alwayes 
countable ro the Commiſſioners of His Majeſtics 'Theſaury , for the fines of all Heretors within their 
bounds. And His Majeſty , for the encouragement of the faids Sherifls, Stewarts and Lords of Rcgal- 
ties, to be careful and diligent in their duties herein , doth allow to themſelves all the fines of any per- 
ſons within their Juriſdictions, under the degree of Heretors ; and requires the Lords of His Majcitics 
Privy Council to take exact tryal of their care and diligence herein : And if the Sheriffs, Stewarts and 
Bailiffs ſhall be negligent in their duties, orif the Magiſtrates within Burghs ſhall be negligent in their out- 
moſt diligence , to detect and dilate to the Council all Conyenticles within their Burghs, that the Council 
inflict ſach cenſures and puniſhments upon them as they ſhall think fir.

Edinburgh, 17. of Augult, 1670. 


\Oraſmuch as the diſorderly carriage of fome Perſons, in withdrawing from the Ordinances ofthe Sacra- 
ments in their own Pariſh Churches & procuring their Children to be Baptized by perſons not publickly 
authorized or allowed, is highly ſcandalous to the Proteſtant Religion, and tends exceedingly to the increaſe of 
Schiſm and Profanity : Theretore the Kings Majeſty, with advice and conſent of His Eitates in Parliament, 
doth Statute and Prohibir all His Majeſties Subjects, that none of them, of wharſocver degree or quality, pre- 
ſume to offer their Children to be Baptized by any but ſuch as are their own Pariſh Miniſters ; or elſe by ſuch 
Miniſters as are Authorized by the preſent eſtabliſhed Government of the Church, or Licenced by His Ma- 
jeſties Council, upon a Certiticat from the Miniſter of the Pariſh, ifhe be preſent; orin his abſence, by one 
ofthe Neighb > uring Miniſters: Anddeclares, that the Father of any Child which ſhall be otherways Bap- 
ized, ſhall belyable ro the pains and penalties following, viz. Every Heretor , Life-renter , or proper 
Wod-ſetter , ſhall be fined in a fourth part of his valued yearly Rent; Every perſon above the degree of a 


Tennent, having a perſonal, butnoreal Eſtate, in one hundred pounds Scots : Every conſiderable Mer- 


chantinone hundred pounds: Every inferior Merchant, or conſiderable Tradeſ-man, and every Tennent la- 
bouring Land , in fifty pounds: Every meaner Burgeſs, Tradeſ-man, Inhabitant within Burgh, andevery 
Cortar, in twenty pounds Scots ; and every Servantin halfa years Fee. And His Majeſty, with advice fore- 
ſaid, requires the Sheriffs, Stewarts, Lords ot Regalities and their Deputes , and Magiſtrates of Burghs Royal, 
within their ſeyeral Bounds and Juriſdictions, to be careful to put this A inexecution; and that upon Infor- 
mation from the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, or any other, they call before them , and judge the Perſons Contra- 
veeners thereof , and uplift the Penalties foreſaids, Likeas , His Majeſty, for the further encouragement of 
theſaids Sheriffs, and others foreſaids, to do their duty herein , doth allow them to rerain for their own uſe, the 
Fines of the ſeveral Perſons aboye-mentioned, except theſe of the Heretors, for which they are to be compr- 
able tothe Commillioners of His Majeſties Theſaury. |

ACT againſt Separation and withdrawing from the publick Meetings of 
Drome Worſhip. 


Edinburgh, 20. of Auguf?, 1670. 


[*Oraſmuch as it is the duty 6f all His Majeſties good Subje&s ; to acknowledge and comply with 
His Majeſties Government , 2s it is by the Lawes of the Kingdom eſtabliſhed itn Church and 
State ; and in order thereunto , to give their cheerful concurrence and countenance to ſuch Mini- 
ſters, as by Publick Authority are , or ſhall be admitred in their ſeveral Pariſhes , and to attend 
all the Publick and Ordinary Meetings of Divine Worſhip in the ſame. And ſeeing the Laws of the 
Kingdom hathi declared a withdrawing , and riot qr of, and joyning in, theſe Meetings, to he ſeditious, 
and of dangerous example and conſequence: His Majeſty conceives Himſelf alſo bound in Conſcience and 
Duty to interpoſe His Authority,that thePublick Exerciſes of Gods Worſhip be countenanced by all His good 
Subjets, and that ſuch as upon any pretext do diſorderly withdraw, be by the Cenſures of the Law made ſen- 
ſible of their miſcarriages, and by the Authority ofthe Law, drawn to adutiful obedience to ir. And there- 
lore, His Majeſty, with advice and conſent of His Eſtares in Parliament, Statutes, Ordains, and commands 
all His good Subjects of the Reformed Religion within this Kingdom, to atrend and frequent the ordinary 
Meetings appointed for Divine Worſhip, in their own Pariſh Churches ; Declaring hereby, that every ſuch 
Perſon who Jhall three Lords Days together withdraw & abſent themſelves from their own Parith Churches, 
without areaſonable excuſe to be allowed or difallowed by the Judges and Magiſtrats after-menitioned , ſhall 
totres quoties be liable to the pains and penalties following, vzz. Every perton having Land in Heretage , 
Lite-rent; or proper Wod-ſet, inthe eight part ofhis or her valued yearly Rent : Every Tennent in ſix 
Pounds Scots: Every Cottar or Servant, in fourry ſhillings Scots: Every perſon above tlic degree ofa Ten- 
nent, and who hath a perſonal, bur no real Eſtate, in twelve pounds Scors: Every conſiderable Merchant 
in twelve pounds Scots : Every infcrior Merchant, and confiderable Tradeſ-man, in {ix pounds Scots : E- 
. vetyother meaner Burgeſs; Tradeſ-man, and Inhabitant within Burgh, in ſourty inillings Scots. . And His 
Majeſty , with advice and conſent foreſaid , doth commit the execution oi this A&, and rhe raiſing the Pe- 
nalties aboye-mentioned , to the Sheriffs, Stewarts, Lords of Regalities and their Depurs, and ro Magji- 
ſtrats of Burghs within heir ſeveral reſpe&tive Juriſdictions: And doth hereby Authorize and require them 
tobe careful toſec this Act put indue execution; and in order thereunto, that they Examine upon Oath 


ſuch perſons in eyery Pariſh as they {hall think fitteſt, for diſcovery of ſuch as ſhall withdraw , and thereby 
o mcur 
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incur the penalties above-mentioned. And for their encouragement herein, His Macy, with advice fore. 


ſaid, doth hereby allow to themſelves the Fines of all perſons within their reſpeQive Juriſdictions, below the 
degree of Heretors, they being alwayes comptable for the Fines of the Heretors tothe Commillioners of His 
Maſjeſties Theſaury, And incaſe any Heretor., Life-renter, or proper Wod-ſetter, ſhall beſo froward and 
obſtinat, as to withdraw from their Pariſh Churches for the ſpace of one year, notwithſtanding of their hein 
fined as aforeſaid : It is Ordained, That the Sherifts and other Judges aforeſaid , within their ſeyera] Tur 
ditions, dilate them to His Majeſties Privy Council, who are hereby authorized to call the ſaids perſons he. 
fore them, and to require them to ſubſcribe the Bond following :

Oraſmuch as at the firſt Inſtitution of the Colledge of Juſtice, the Kings Majeſty and Eſtates of Parlia 
EH ment, conſidering that the Lords of Seſſion did repreſent His Majeſties Perſon and Authority, in doing 
Juſtice to the Subjects ; And in regard thereof and their daily attendance, did by an expreſs A& of Parlia- 
ment, exeemthem, andeyery one of them, from payment of all Taxes, Contributions , and other extra- 
ordinary charges in all time thereafter ; which Priviledge and Immunity hath been fully ratified and approven 
in all ſucceeding Parliaments. Therefore, andin conſideration that the pains and travels of the aids Lords 
have been ſince rather increaſed thendiminiſhed, His Majeſty being willing, for their greater encouragement 
1n the diſcharge of their Truſt and Employment, their Priviledges be preſerved entire, with advice and con- 
ſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, Doth Ratifie and Approvetheir whole Privikedges and Immuniries fore- 
ſaids, granted by their firſt Inſtitution, or any other ſubſequent Act of Parliament. And for their farther 
ſecurity, His Majeſty, with conſent foreſaid, Statutes and Ordains, That the faids Ordinary Lords of Seſſion 

ſhall bruik and enjoy their ſaids Priviledges and Immunities, from all burdens impoſed, or ro be impoſedby 
_ or any other Parliament in time coming, als tully as if they were particalarly excepted our of the 
aids Acts.

UR Soveraign Lord conſidering, thatinthe ſixteenth A& of the laſt Seſſjon of Parliament, anent 
re os , the time appointed for working thereat is limited betwixt Seed-time and Harveſt, where- 
as it will be much more conyenient working at, and repairing ſeveral of the High-wayes at other Seaſons of 
the Year: Therefore His Majeity , with advice and-conſent of the Eſtates of Parhament, doth declare, rhat 
the reſpeCtiye Sheriffs and Juſtices ro whom the Execution ofthe ſaid Act is commirted , may require all per- 
ſons liable to work and repair the ſaid Hi gh-wayes, Bridges, and Ferries, to conyeen , the number of dayes 
they areliable, at any time or ſeaſon they ſhall judge moſt convenient, Seed-time and Harveſt being alwaycs 
excepted.

Edinburgh, the 25. of June, 167 2. Wi | 


HE Kings Majeſty conſidering, that the Honour and Security of this 
His Ancient Kingdom are much concerned in the right ordering and ſettle- | 
ing of the Militia within the ſame : Which being a Service and Imploy- bl 
ment of ſo great Truſt , His Majeſty Reſolves to take ſpecial notice 'h 
thereof; and as He wiil give all due encouragements to thoſe who ſhall be 
imployed therein, fo He will expe&t, and require from chem an exa& 
performance of the duties and ſervices incumbent to them in their 
ſeveral ſtations. And therefore His Majeſty , with advice and conſent 
j of His Eſtates of Parliament, Dorh hereby Declare , Sratute and "(4 | 
Enac&t , That all ſuch perfons who ſhall be enrolied and admitred in [19:0 
chis truſt of the Militia, ſhal be entirely reſerved tor that imploymentr ; | 
& and during their ſervice in it, ſhall be trecd and exceny'd irum all other FO 
— Levies whatſoever. And that the perſons imployed may be ſuitable WS! 
<= | to, and qualified for ſuch a truſt, It is alſo ths Stature and Or- BLRTI 
dined, Thar all the Officers in the Militia, be perſons well affected to the Religion and Government 1:1! 
of the Church, as it is now eſtabliſhed by the Laws of this Kingdom : And that all the Officers and 
Souldiers, ro Horſe or Foot, ſhall, arthe firſt Rendeyous of each Regiment or Troup, where they ſhall ' 

e preſent, Take the Oath of Allegiance, which is hereby Ordained to be adminiſtred unto them, by $11 

e chief Officer commanding upon the place. And if ir ſhall happen any of them to refuſe the _ | 
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That they ſhall be preſently ſciſed on, and ſent to the next publick priſon, there to be kept, till, by 
order of His Majeſties Privy Council, they be baniſhed the Kingdom : And that theſe who outreikeq 
them , do forthwith furnith orhers in their place. 

And further , it is hereby Statute and Ordained, that all the Officers of the Militia do punQually 
attend their ſeyeral Charges, and that none of them offer to deſert or demit the {ame (bur upona ju} 
and reaſonable cauſe, to be firſt offered to, and allowed by. His Majefties Privy Council) under the 
pains following: 47S. a Collonel of Foot, and Captainot Horſe, two thouſand merks; a Lieurena. 
Collonel of Foot, and Lieutenant of Horſe, one thouſand, five hundred merks; a Major, or Captain 
of Foot, one thouſand merks; a Lieutenant, or Enſign of Foat, or Cornct of Horſe, five hungres 
merks. And that all Officers-to be hereafter named, ſhall accept and attend their Charges; and if 
any of them ſhall refuſeto accept, without a reaſonable cauſe, ro be firſt allowed as faid is, they hal 
be alſo lyable to the reſpective Fines aforeſaid. And in caſe any of the Oihcers already admitted, 
who ſhall hereafter be admitred in this Service, ſhall negle& the ſame, and not give due atendance ar 
the ſeveral diets of Rendezyous of the Regiments, Troups, and of the Companies, they ſhall belyahj 
to, and forfeit the Fynes following; a Major and Captain of Foot, and a Licutenant and Cornet gf 
Horſe, fifty pounds in time of war, and twenty five pounds in time of peacc; and the other inferigr 
Officers, rwenty four pounds in time of war, and rwelye pounds in time of peace. And it is alfy 
hereby Declared, thar all Fynes formerly impoſed by Act of Parliament, for abſence from kendeyous, 
or deficiency in outreik of Horſe or Men, or in caſes of inſufficiency of Horſe or Armes, ſhall be doubled 
in time of war. - 

It is alſo hereby Ordained, that none be deſigned Horſe-men or Foot-men of the Militia, bur ſuch as 
dwell and reſide in the bounds within which they ſerve; and it any be already otherwiſe deſigned, that 
they be changed, and others accordingly put in their places: And that in time coming, no Leader 
change any Tennent, Cottar or Servant deſigned Horſe-man or Foot-man in the Militia, folong as he 
continues on the Leaders ground, or in the bounds for which he ſcryes, or ſhall be in the Leaders or 
Tennents ſervice: And that the Tennent, Cotrar or Seryant liſted in the Militia, ſhall not remove from 
his Maſters ground, nor leaye his ſervice,, until year and day expire; and then the remoyal is only to 
be at the term of Whitſunday, the Leader being alwayes obliged, before his removal, to preſent tothe 
Captain another ſufficient man in his place, who ſhall continue in the ſervice as aforeſaid. Andif any 
man liſted in the Militia, ſhall deſert the ſervice, and withdraw to any other place without the bounds 
for which he ſerves; the perſons who refſet him, upon intimation thereof given by his Maſter, or the 
Captain of the Troup or Company, ſhall be holden toreturn him back within three dayes thereafter, 
anihe perſon himſelf to be punifhed for his fault, at the diſcretion of the Captain and any two Com- 
miſſioners of the Militia: And in caſe the Reſleter, being required, ſhall not return him, he is to be 
Fyned inane hundred merks Scots by any two Commiſſioners of the Militia, if he live within the Shire: 
and if he live in any other Shire, by the Sheriff, Magiſtrats of Burgh , or any other ordinar Maygiftrat 
on the place. 

It is likewiſe hereby Ordained,, that the Leader of every Horſe is to furnith and uphold a ſufficient 
Horſe with his furniture for the ſpace of ſeven years from this time; and that after the expyring of the ſeven 
years, theſe of the Fraction with him ſhall contribute for another Horſe, at the rate of ten pounds 
9zerling, and that the Horſe be provided to the value of that ſumme, and ſo after the expyring of each 
ſeven years thereafter /acce/5ive: And that the Heretors ofeyery Shire allow yearly fourty cight pounds 
Scors to the Trumpetter who ſerves their Troup, and twelve pounds Scots to every Drummer who 
ſerveth their companies. And it is further Ordained , that beſides the dayes of Rendeyous already ap- 
pointed, and which are ſtill ro be obſeryed in the time of Peace ;-:Y etin the time of War, there are to 
be two Rendeyous yearly of the Regiments of Foot; at either of which , the Companies are to be 
keeped together, and exerciſed for two dayes; as alſo, four dayes of Rendevous for the ſeveral Companies. 
Bur in regard of the diſtance of the bounds, and other difficulties in drawing together the Regiment 
which is raiſed out of Argy/, Bute and Dumbartan, they are to have onely one general Rendevous in 
the year , and two for the ſeyeral Companies, who are to ſtay together two daycs at either of their 
Rendeyous. 

And further, his Majeſty, with advice and conſent foreſaid, Ratifies, Approves and Renewes all 
former Acts, Orders or Inſtructions paſt in Parliament, or by His Majeſties Privy Council concerning 
the Militia ; and Ordains them to be pur to due execution, except in ſo far as any ofthem arc innovate 
or altered by this preſent Ac.

ACT concerning Pupils and Minors, and their Tutors and Curators. 
Eaitburgh, 28. of June, I672. 


'<, UR SOVERAIGN LORD, Conſidering the great prejudice and inconvenience befalling to Pu- 
| and others, who cannot provide for, or defend themſelves, That their Tutors or Curators have 
immediate acceſs to their Chartcr-cheſts, Writs, Evidents and Securities of their Lands, ſums of money, 
and others belonging to them, which they may imbeſll, ſuppreſs, orby colluſion , giveup to their Debitors 
or orher parties intereſied, withour juſt ſatisfaction ; Or otherwiſe, having gotten Prisfattion , there is no 

mean by which a Charge can be made up againſt the ſaids Tutors and Curators, but themſelves , when they 
are brought to an account, make both their own Charge and Diſcharge; andin caſe of rheir deceaſe, they 
who ſucceed to them, for the moſt part, can haveno Charge made up againſt them ar all. For remecd 
whereof, His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, Statutes, Ordains and De- 

clares, that no Tutor or Curator ofany Pupil, Minor, Idiot or furious pesſon, to be named or deſigned 
inany time coming , or who is not actually ſtated and entered in the ſaid office, ſhall have power or autho- 
xity toexerciſe the ſaid Office of Tutor or Curator, or to meddle with the Writs, Evidents, Means and 
Eſtate of the ſaids Pupils, Minors, - Idjots or furious perſons , until firſt an Inventar be made up, in manner 
after-ſpecified , by the ſaids Tutors and Curators, with advice and conſent of the neareſt of kin on the Fathers 
fide, and the neareſt of kin on the Mothers fide, who ſhall be Majors, and within the Kingdom for the time; 
Which Inventar {hall be ſubſcribed by the faids Tutors and Curators, and the faids neareſt of kin; and o::e 
ſubſcribed double thereof keeped by the aids Tutors or Curators, another by the neareſt of kin on the Fx. 

thers ſide, andthe third by the neareſt of kin on the Mothers fide. All which ſubſcribed Dupiicats ſhall ie 
judicially produced before the Judge ordinar ofthe place, where the Pupil, Minor, Idiot or furious perſon 
their chief reſidenceis, andan Act made upon production thereof, bearing the production of the Inventar, 
andexpreſſing the names of the perſons ſubſcribers thereof, and in whoſe cuſtody the fame wereleft; and 
thatthe Duplicats be alſo ſubſcribed by the Clerk of Court, thatrhey may not be altered thereafter. And 
incate the neareſt of kin on both ſides will not concur in making up the Inventar in manner foreſaid . the faids 
Turors and Curators ſhall raiſe fummonds at their inſtance, before the ſaids Judges ordinar re/pef7;e, for 
ſummonding the neareſt of kin that are majors, and within the Countrey , upon either {ide, jor decerning 
them to concur in making up of the ſaid Inventar in manner foreſaid : And incaſe they compear not, or do 
not concur as ſaid is, With certification, the ſaid Inventar ſhall be made up by the ſaid Tutor or Curator , with 
advice and conſent of the Judge ordinar, or any whom he ſhall delegate or appoint, who ſhall ſubſcribe three 
Duplicars of the ſaid Inventar with the ſaids Tutors or Curators, whereupon a Judicial Act ſhall be made, 
andthe Duplicars ſubſcribed by the Clerk , inthe fame manner as if the neareſt of kin had concurred; anda 
Duplicat thereof ſhall be keeped by the ſaids Tutors and Curators, and the other two Duplicars ſhall remain 
inthe Clerks hands, to be Tlivecad ro the neareſt of kin on the Father and Mothers fide , being cloſed up 
and ſealed by the ſaids Tutors or Curators, andthe perſon delegate for making the ſaid Inventar as faid is. 
Which Inventar ſhall contain the names and deſignations of the Lands belonging to the Pupils, Minors and 
0thers foreſaids, and the Bands, Counts and Tickets dueto them, and ſums therein contained, and their 
Moveables, aſwell Heirſhip-Moveable as other Moveables: Andin caſe that thereafter any other Lands, 
Debts, ſums of money or other Goods and Gear whatſoever belonging, or that may happen to belong 
to the ſaids Pupils , Minors , Idiots, or furious perſons, ſhall come to the knowledge of the ſaids Tutors 
or Curators, ſo that they may attain to the poſſeſſion thereof; In that caſe, and within the ſpace of rwo Mon- 
eths after they attain to the poſſeſſion of the ſamine, They ſball eeke the ſame to the forefaid Inventar, and 
makea judicial Act thereupon in the hands of the Clerk of Court where the principal Inventar was made, and 
ſhall leave two Duplicats of the ſaid Eck or Ecks, oneor moe, fealed asfaidis, in the hands of the ſaid Clerk, 
forthe uſe of the neareſt of kin as ſaid is.

F Oraſmuch as the importing of Victual, Horſes agd Cows from Ire/ard into this Kingdom , hath been, 
L by divers publick As and Statutes, diſcharged, under great pains; And that, notwithſtanding thereof, 
ſundry perſons, preferring their own priyat intereſts to their obedience to the Law and good of the Kingdom, 
haye adycntured to import diverſe quantities of Victual from Ire/and, and have yented and fold the fame in 
this Kingdom z whereby the ſale of Corns, growing within the Kingdom, hath been ſtopped, and much 
money hath been unwarrantably carried out of the Kingdom. And His Majeſty being reſolved, for the good 
of this His Ancient Kingdom, to take aneffecual courſe for preventing and reſtraining ſuch courſes forthe 
time to come: Dorh therefore, with advice and conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament , Statute and Ordain, 
thar all Heretors, Wod-ſetters and Life-renters within the Shire of Laxerk below G/aſgow, and inthe 
Shires of Arr, Renfrew, Wigtonn, Dumbartan, Bute, Argyl, and Stewartrie of Kirkcudoright , having Land 
on the Sea-coaſts; and the Magiſtrats of the Burghs of G/aſgow , Dumfrets, Kirkcudbright , Renfrew, 
Dumbartan, Wwing, Air , Stranraer, Roſsa and Innerrary, give Bonds, that they , their Tennents, 
orany dwelling on their Lands, or Inhabitants within the ſaids Burghs, ſhall not import or reſſett any ſort of 
Vicual from re/ard, under the pain of twelve hundred pounds Scots, totzes guoties. And if any of that Vic- 
rual ſhall happen to be Livered within their bounds, by perſons nor living within the ſame, That they alſo 
detain and ſeiſe the Vicual, Veſlel and perſons therein, ifthey can be apprehended, under the ſame pain. 
Andifthe Importers make any forcible reſiſtance, Iris hereby Declared, that the Seiſers, and theſe who 
ſhall aſſiſtthem, ſhall be free of all skaith or prejudice may fall out thereupon : And that they give timeous 
notice thereof to the Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council or Exchequer , who are hereby impowered to pun- 
iſh the Importers, by fyning or impriſonment, or both, as they ſhall rhink fir. And forthe Vellels and 
Goods, whether mk Natives or Strangers, They are hereby Declared to be confiſcat ; two parts 
thereof to His Majeſties 4 , and the third partto the Seiſer, whether he be Heretor of the Lands where 
the Importation happeneth, ornot. Andin caſe any Heretors or Magiſtrates ſhall ſuffer any Victual to be 
imported, and ſhall not ſeiſe and certifie, as ſaid is, and that any other perſon ſhall inform thereof, and verifie 
the ſame; This Informer is to have the third of the Goods, if they ſhall be apprehended , and alſo the third 
of the fine impoſed upon the Heritors or Magiſtrates failzeing as ſaidis. Likeas His Majeſty , with adyice 
foreſaid , doth Authorize the Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council to appoint fit perſons to receive the Sub- 
{criptions of the Heretors, Magiſtrates & others foreſaids,within the bounds above-written, to the Bond herc- 
unto ſubjoined. Andif any ofthem ſhall reſuſe to ſignthe Bond, they are, for ſuch refuſal, Declared to Incur 
the pain and penalty of Two hundred pounds Sterling, and impriſonment during the Councils pleaſure:

Creek or River from Lochryan to Dumfreis: Asalſo, to allow importation of 
Victual forfuch time as they ſhall think fir, the price of Viual, within the Kingdom for the time, bcing at 
cight pounds the Boll of Beir and Meil, and ten pounds Wheat , or above. Andlaſt , His Majeſty Ratities 
and Renews all former Laws, and Acts, and Proclamations of Council made againſt importing of Victu 
asſaidis: And Ordains them to be put to Execution, except in ſo far as they are altered by this At; And 
Ordains Letters of Horning to paſſe hereupon, in form as efteirs.

| Pounds Scots, Offered to Hu Majeſty. 


Edinburgh, 5. of July, 1672. 


HE Eſtates of Parliament being ſenſible of the great Obligations lying on them to imbrace eyery Occa- 
T ſion whereby they may renew the Expreſſions of their Duty , Loyalty and Gratitude to His Majeſty, 
for the many and conſtant Proofs they have had of His Aﬀection to, and Care of, the Concerns of this His 
Ancient Kingdom ; And confidering that His Majeſty is now engaged in a moſt Juſt and Neceſlary 
War againſt the States General of the Unztea Proumces, They conceive themſelves oblidged to take 
ſuch courſes, and provide ſuch remedies, as may evidence the ſenſe and reſentments this Kingdom hach 
of His Majeſties Honour and Intereſts, as well as what may concern their own fecurity , againſt all Acci- 
dents which either from withcur or within the Kingdom may fall out upon this occaſion : Andtherefore 
They do hereby Declare, that, as the Kingdom of Scotland will cheertully hazard their lives and fortunes 
in this or any other cauſe wierein His Majeſties Safety , Honour or Intereſts may be concern'd ; So, in 
orderthereunto, They have fo ſettled the Militia, as the Forces of the Kingdom may be in readineſs , 
when ever His Majeſty ſhall be pleaſed for thoſe ends to make uſe of them. And conceiving it neceſſary, 
for the rendering of this Humble Tender of their Duty the more effectual for His Majeſties Service, That 
His Majeſty be provided with a ſtock of money toward the encouragement and maintenance of the 
Forces of the Kingdom, and ſuch other neceſſary occaſions as concern His Majeſties Honour , or the 
publick Peace: They do therefore, with all humble Duty and Cheertulneſs., tor Themſelves, and in 
name of this Kingdome which They repreſent, Make offer to His Majeſty of a new Supply of Eight hundred, 
any four thouſand pounds Scots, to be payed and raifed out ofthe Land-rent of rhe Kingdom, according 
tothe preſent Valuations, intheſame maner , and conform tothe proportions contained in the Act of 
the Convention of Eſtates , for raiſing of the Supply granted to His Majeſty in the Year, One thou- 
ſand, ſix hundred , ſixty ſeven, and to be payedin tour parts at the Terms following, each fourth part an- 
ſwering tothree Moneths Ceſs; vzz. Two Cade, and (ixreen thouſand pounds, as being one fourth 
part thereof, and anſwering to three Moneths Ceſs, to be payed atthe Term of Lambas next to come in 
this preſent Year, One thouſand , fix hundred, ſeventy two: Another I wo hundred, and ſixteen thou- 
ſand pounds, at the Term of Cand/emas, One thouſand, fix hundred, ſeventy three; And the third Two 
hundred, and ſixteen thouſand pounds, atthe Term of Lambas, Onethouſand, ſix hundred, ſeventy three;

Edinburgh, T0. of July, 1672. 


UR SOVERAIGN LORD, taking into His ſerious Conſideration , how neceſfar it is, forthe 
Wealth and Welfare of this His ancient Kingdom, that Trade & Commerce be encouraged,both for the 
Export of the grouth and Manufacturie of the On , and for the Import of Forreign Commodities, requi. 
Gre for the uſe and ſatisfaRion of His People; An for that effe&, that the Priviledges of the Royal Burrows 
granted by His Majeſty and His Royal Predeceſſors , may be eſtabliſhed, and cleared from the many Con- 
-royerſies and Debares that haye been thereanent, to the greatdiſquiet and expences, both of the Royal Bur- 
rows themſelves, and other Incorporations and People of the Kingdom : Which Controverſies have ariſen 
concerning the extent of the Priviledges of the Royal Burrows ; and how far the Ratifications thereof granted 
by His Majeſty and His Royal Predeceſſors, and the Eſtates of Parliament, have been derogate and 
abrogate by contrair Cuſtom, Or by Infeftments and Priviledges granted by His Majeſty , and Hig 
Royal Progenitors; and ſpecially the 2.4. Act of the Parliament, olden by His Majeſties Royal Father, 
ot nappy Memory , in the Year of God, 1633. entituled , Ratrfication of the Privileages of the 
Royal Burrows, whereby all exportation of any Merchandiceis prohibited to any perſons bur the Bur- 
eſſes of Royal; Burrows, their Factors or Servants; and all Perſons, dwelling, out of Burrows, are pro- 
bibired rouſe any Merchandice, ortobuy Wine, Wax, Silks, Spicery , .

Noble-men , Prelates, Barones and others, of their priviledge of importing any of the faids Goods, for 
the proper uſe of themſelves and their families allanerly. Likeas. His Majeſty, with conſent torcſaid, 
Doth hereby Enact and Declare, that it ſhall be leiſom to any of His Majeſties good Subjects, or any 
perſon that ſhall buy from them, to export forth of this Kingdom, by Seaor Land, all manner of Corns 
that are of the Grouth of the ws 415 | all manner of Cartel, Nolt , Sheep, Horſe , Coal , Salt, 
and Wool, Skins, Hydes, and all other Native Commodities of the Kingdom : And thar it ſhall be [ei- 
ſor to the Burghs of Regality and Barony, by any of their Burgeſſes or Members of Society , to expott all 
their own proper ManutaQurie , or ſuch Goods as ſhall be bought by them in Fairs or Markets.

[Oraſmuch as the former Practice and Cuſtome, that Proceſs and Summonds before the Lords of Sef ; 
- ſion, forthe moſt part, ſhould be continued, hes been the occaſion of delay of Juſtice, and of great. 


trouble and charges to His Majeſties Leiges: By reaſon, that wheathe Partics, at leaſt the Defenders, did 
| liveatagreat diſtance from the ſaid Judicatory, after the Purſuer had raiſed the firſt Summonds, and had ſent, 
andeanfed execute the ſame in remote places of the Kingdom : They were forced to return the ſame to be 
continued, and, upon an Act of continuation, to raiſe other Summonds, and ro ſend the ſame again to the 
Countrey, and to cauſe execute the ſame in remoteplaces of the Kingdom, for the moſt part by Meſſengers 
imployed and ſent there of purpoſe ; And to return the ſame before there could. be any Proceſs in the Cauſe 
forefaid. And even when Parties had their reſidence near the ſaid Judicatory , and the Purſuers were con- 
cerned, and deſirous, to infiſt with all poſſible diligence; and tothat purpoſe had raiſed Summonds; Yet; 
if the Vacation time didinterveen ,. (during which their Summonds could not be continued ) their Pro- 
ceſs could not be in readineſs againſt the next enſuing Seſſion; fo that they were poſtponed by the ſpace 
of diverſe monerhs , to their great prejudice.

that were uſual in ſecond Summonds,and in the Acts whereupon the ſame proceeded, according to the ſeyerg] 
ſtiles, conception and nature thereof 7eſpef77ve. Anditis Declared, Thatupon all Summonds againſt Par. 
ties, either within or without the Countrey , ar rope the ſaid Warrant for two Citations, being execure a; 
ſaidis, and no otherwiſe ; Proceſs ſhall be granted in all cauſes which before did abide Continuation, in the 
ſame manner, and with the ſame effe&s, to all intents and purpoſes, as were granted upon Summonds 
Acts of Continuation and Letters: Andin all other Proceſſes and cauſes, which did not require Continua. 
tion, Itis Declared, thatthe Summonds ſhall be libelled , and Proceſs ſhall be granted thereupon as before, 
andin the ſame manner, without any change or alteration. And it is further Statute and Ordained, that, in 
time coming, all Executions of Summonds ſhall bear expreſly the names and deſignations ofthe Parties pur.

ACT concerning Writs paſſing the Great and Privy Seals. 


Edinburgh, 12. of July, 1672. 


T He Kings Majeſty, conſidering how much His own Service and the Intereſts of His Subjedtsis 
prejudged, by the neglect of Repiſtrating theſe Charters , Infeftmenrs, Gifts , Commiſſions and 
other Writs, which do paſs, and are written to, the Great and Privy Seals; Doth, for remeed- 
ing and preventing of this evil for the time to come , with advice of His Eſtates of Parliament, Statute 
and Ordain, that all Charters, Infefrments, Commiſſions , Gifts and other Writs which hereafter ſhall 
paſs under the Great and Priyy Seals, ſhall be regiſtrat in the Regiſters of the great and privy Seals, 
reſpecpxve , before the Seall be appended to them : And the Writers to theſe Seals, who keep the Regiſters 
thereof, are hereby Ordained to Regiſtrat every Writ paſſing their Office , and, by their ſubſcription, to 
mark the ſame on the back thereof, to be written and Repiſtrate by them, before they give them out to be 
ſealed; and that they make and keep a perfect Minut-book , containing the Names , Surnames and Defigna- 
tions of the perſons in whoſe favours the Charters and other Writs are granted, with the Names of rhe Lands 
and ſpecial matters therein contained: And the keepers of theſe Seals are hereby Diſcharged to appendthe 
Seals to any writs which are not ſo marked and atteſtedro be Regiſtrat, as they will be anſwerable. Andhis 
Majeſty futher conſidering, that the Writting of Precepts of Seafing, to paſs under the Quarter Seal, isa 
great anb unneceſlary trouble to His Subje&s, and may be aflwel, and with leſs trouble ſupplied, if the Pre- 
cept of Seaſing wereinfertinthe, Charter; Doth therefore, with advice forefaid , Suppreſs, and for ever 
Diſcharge, the paſſing or writing of any precepts of Seafing to, or underthe Quarter Seal: And Ordains, 
that, inlieu thereof, every Charter ſhall, rowardsthe end, containa Precept of Seafing of all the Lands and 
others contained therein; which ſhall be als ſufficient for taking of Seafings, as if the fame were paſt under 
the Quarter Seal as ſaid is. Likeas, His Majeſty, underſtanding the great trouble and inconveniencies occa- 
ſioned by the Writing of long Charters and other Writs, which paſs rhe Seals aforeſaid , in one broad parch- 
ment, of ſogreatlength and largeneſs, that they can hardly be read : Doth, for remeid thereof, with advice 
foreſaid , Statute and Ordain, Th it ſhall be tree to any perſon, who hath any Charter or Writ tobe written 
for the Great or Privy Seals, to choiſe whether to have the ſame yritren in a broad skin of parchment as ior- 
merly , or to have them written by way of a book in leaves of parchment, about the breadth of an ordinaty 
ſheer of paper; and accordingly, the Writters to the Grear and Privy Seals, are hereby Ordained to write 
andexped the ſame: And, ifthey ſhall be written inthe way of a book, that each page be ſigned and 
marked by them as faid is. Which being done, the reſpective Seals areto be appended thereto in manner 
following, viz. To ſuch as ſhall be written on a skin of parchment in the ordinary way, That rhe 
Seals be appended as formerly: And to theſe which ſhall be written in the book-way , that the Scals {hall 


be appended upon a Tye or Band, whichis to go thorow all the leaves in the Margine. And thatfor 
doing hereof, this ſhall be a ſufficient warrand to all perſons concerned.

ACT concerning Arreaſiments uſed within Burghs. 


Edinburgh, 12. of July, 1672. 


0 UR SOVERAIGN. LORD conſidering, that the Burrows Royal have been in uſe to arreaft 

gs , who live without their reſpective Burghs, for all Debts due by them to any of the Inhabi- 
rants Burgeſlcs of the ſaid Royal Burrows, any maner of way , without diſtintion; Do daily force them to 
find Caution to compear before the Town-Courts, or otherwiſe goto Priſon, to the grear hurt and prejudice 
of the Leiges, who being Strangers, and not able to find Caution within Burgh, are oftentimes ſummarly 
incarcerat, without any juſt cauſe, to their great dammage, expences, and diſgrace. For remeid where- 
of, His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, Statutes and Ordains, that, in 
time coming, no Burgeſſe nor other Inhabitant of any Royal Burgh ſhall haye power, orbe permitred, to 
arrcaſt any of His Majeſties Subjects of this Kingdom, who live ourwith the Burgh, or force them to find 
Caution, or impriſon them as ſaidis, for any debr whatſoever; Except allanerly for Horſe-meat or Mans- 
meat, Abuilzements or other Merchandice due by Strangers to Burgeſſes: For which they have no other ſe- 
curity but their own Compt-books ; and for which rhe ſaid priviledge of Arreaſtment ſhall only be competent 
tothe Merchant, Inn-keeper or Stabler 7e/pecrrwe from whom the ſamin was gotten, and to whom it was 
originally addebted: So that, in caſe the ſamin be afligned to any other Burgeſs, the Aſſignee ſhall not have 
- thebenefitof that Priviledge. And fiklike, if Strangers have given Band or other ſecurity, for the Mans 
meat, Horſe-meat, Abuilzements or other Merchandice, ihe Merchant , Ian-kceeper or Stabler re/pect:ve 
ſhall not havethe benefir of the forcſaid Priviledge ; bur ſhall be left ro purſue for their reſpective Debts be- 
fore the Judge Ordinar as accords. And in regard that Burghs of Regality and Barrony do aſſume the ſame 
Priviledge; Therefore His Majeſty,with advice foreſaid, Inhibits & Ditcharges rhe Magiflrares of theſe Burghs 
to Arreaſt or Incarcerat any perſons who are not Burgeilſes Inhabitants in their Burgh, tor any maner of Debt: 
Anditis hereby Declared, Thar, if any Magiſtrate of any Burgh hall preſume to do in the contrair hereot . 
They ſhall be puniſhed for wrongous Impriſonment of His Majeſties Leiges. 


I X, 
ACT againft Unlawful Ordinations. 


Edinburgh, 2.4. of July, 1672. 


UR SOVERAIGN LORD conſidering, that the true and regular way of Ordination to the holy 
Calling and Imployment of the Miniſtry is of great and neceſlary importance,to the Conſtitution, Peace 
and Unity of this Church, and for preſerving the Reverence, and Intereſt of the Reformed Religion pro- 
feſled init; and for the preventing of the grouth of ſcandalous Schiſm and Confuſion ariſing from various and 
different Ordinations: Doth therefore, with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, Statute and 
Ordain, that no perſon or perſons whatſoever preſume to appoint or Ordain any perſon to the Office and 
Work ofthe Miniſtry, except theſe who have Authority approven by the Laws of the Kingdom for rhar ctiect; 
andthat no perſon take Ordination from any, but ſuch as are thus Lawfully Authorized to give the ſame: 
Declaring hereby , all prerended Ordinations of any perſons, ſince rhe Year, 1661. which have not been, 
or hereafter ſhall not be, according tothe Appointment of the Law, to be null and invalid ; And ail perſons 
who, ſince the ſaid Year, have received pretended Ordination , or ſhall receive the ſame any other maner 
of way then as is ſettled by Law, to be no Miniſters. And His Majeſty, with advice foreſaid, Statutes 
and Ordains , that both the pretended Ordainers, and theſe who ſhall pretend to have received Ordination, 
be ſeiſed upon by the Sheriff or other ordinar Magiſtrat of the place , and committed to Priſon, until they be 
dilated to the Lords of the Privy Council; who are hereby Authorized and Ordained after tryal, and finding 
theſaids perſons guilty , to ſentence them by Confiſcation of all their moveable Goods, and baniſhing rhem, 
and tocauſe them find Caution not to returne to His Majeſties Dominions. And in caſe they thail refuſe 
tofind Caution, or being baniſhed, ſhall afterwards return to this Kingdom , that they ſhall ſuffer perperu- 
impriſonment, and notto be releaſed , except by a Warrand under His Majeſties own hand. And farther, 
itis hereby Statute & Declared, that whoſoever ſhall be married within this Kingdom by the foreſaids perſons, 
or by any other perſon not lawfully Authorized , They ſhall amit and loſe any right or intereſt they may have 
by that Marriage , jure Marits vel jure Relicte, and thar by and attour the pains and penalties provided by 
the Act of en: in Amo 1661. againſt diſorderly and clandeſtine Marriages: Which Act is hereby 
Ratified and Renewed.

ACT concerning Apparel.

FN UR SOVERAIGN LORD conſidering thegreat prejudice, which this Kingdom doth ſuſtain 
by the ſumptuouſneſs and prodigality which all ſorts of perſons uſe in their Apparel, without regardro, 
or diſtinRion of, their ſeveral degrees and qualities ; conſiderable ſummes of money being, upon that occaſi. 
on, unneceſſarly exported out of the Kingdom, and the Native Commodities and Manufactories thetcof 
being thereby ncgletied, and not improven for the uſe and advantage of the Inhabitants : For remeid where. 
of, His Majeſty, with advice and conſent of His E ſtates of Parliament, Scatutes and Ordains, that none 
of His Majeſties $ubjeRs of this Kingdom,of whatſoever degree, condition or quality, ſhall, after thefirſt day 
of J:11e,one thouſand, ſix hundred,threeſcore thirteen Years,wear any Clorhs or Apparel wherein there is any 
Gold or Silver; or wear any Gold or Silyer Laces of whatſoever kind, Buttons, Ribbands, Tracings, Fringes, 
or Louping made of Gold or Silver; or hae any Imbroidering of Gold or Silver upon their Apparel, Sword- 
belts or any other manner of way : Excepting alwaycs Buttons, Buckles and Hilts of Swords of Gold-ſmith- 
work, which the Priviledged Perſons after-expreſt are allowed to wear, and no others: And that none 
wear ay Flowred Stufts, Stripped ſtu 5, or Brocado's of Silk, or have any Silk-lace, Gimp lace, or any other 
kind of Lace or Imbroidering of Silk upon their wearing Cloathes : And that no perſon preſume to importin- 
to this Kingdom, or make, or ſell therein any of the Commodities above-exprelt atter the dare Sink : 
Certifying ſuch as ſhall contraycen, that they ſhall be lyablein che pains following, v7zz. The Importer, 
Maker and Seller, ſhall be fyned in One thouſand pounds Scots, by and attour the Canfiſcation of the Goods 
ſoimported, madeorfold: And the Wearer thereof in five hundred merks Scors, Zorzes goes , by and 
attour the Confiſcarion of the Cloathes. And it is hereby Declared, that the Importer of fuch prohibited 
Goods ſhall not haye Action, for the price thereof, againſt the Merchant, for whoſe uſe the ſame were import- 
ed; Nor the ſeller thereof againſt the Buyer, albeit Bands be given for the ſame, if it can be made appear 
that the Bands were given for that cauſe: Excepting alwayes from this preſent Act, Comedians, as to the 
Cloathes which they make uſe of upon the Stage ; Heraulds , asto their Coats, and His Majeſties Trumpet- 
ters; Andalſo excepting Pages and Lacqueys ot the Priyiledged Perſons after-named, as to filk-laces and 
Paſments allanerly , which they are hereby allowed to wear upon their Livery-cloathes. And His Majeſty, 
with advice foreſaid , Doth Statute and Ordaine , that none of His Subjects ſhall, after the firſt of Jyne next, 
wear any Cloathing or Apparel of Velvet, Sattin or other ſtuffs of Silk, or wear any Beaver-hats, under the 
pain of five hundred merks, to be payed by the contravcener , fottes quotes : Except Noble men, Prelates, 
His Majeſties Counſellors, Lords = Seſſion, and ſuch Barrons, Knights, or Gentle-men , who haveof 
yearly valued Rent Two thouſand pound; Scots money ; Andthe Provoſts of the prindpal Burrows within 
this Kingdom ; Or theſe that have been Provoſts, and ſuch alſo as ſhall be for the time, or have been Provoſlts, 
Baillies, Dean of Gild or Theafurer within the Town of Edinburgh: Excepting alſo ReQors of Univerſities, 
and the Wives of the ſaids Priviledged Perſons , their eldeſt Sons, and eldeſt Daughters unmarried , andall 
the Children of Noble-men; And that none wear any Ribbands or Louping of Silk upon their Apparel, or any 
white Lace, or Point made of Threed, under the pain of Five hundred merks Scots torzes quoties; Excep- 
ting the Privileged Perſons aforeſaid , who are hereby allowed to wear plain Taffery-ribbands upon their Ap- 
parel, andro wear white Lace or Poiat made of Threed upon their Linnings only. And all perſons \ hatlo- 
ever are hereby prohibited to wear Feathers, except Souldiers , under the pain aforeſaid: Bur prejudiceal- 
wayes toall ranks of perſons ( except thoſe of the Yeomanry ) to wear plain Taffery-ribbands upon ſuch parts 
of their Apparel where they may have occaſion of the ſame for Tyes; and to Women to wear Hoods and 
Skarfs of Taffety : And bur prejudice to domeſtick ſervants to wear their Maſters or Miſtreſſes old Cloathes, 
allowed to themby this Act. Andfor the better effetuating hereof, His Majeſty , with advice forefaid, 
Ordains all Colleors of Aſſeſsment and Exciſe, and their Sub-ColleRors, Farmorers and Collectorsof 
Cuſtomes, and Waiters in Burgh or Land, atevery Term togiveup, upon Oath, to the Commillioners of 
Exciſe in the ſeveral Shires and Burghs, and to the General Collectors of the Cuſtomes and Exciſe, Liſtsot 
all thoſe whom they have ſeen and obſerved to tranſgreſs this AR: Andit is hereby Declared, that the one 
half of the penalties aforcfaid ſhall belong to themſelves, and the other half ſhall be colleRed by them for His 
Majeſties uſe; Tryal being firſt taken, and the perſons found guilty, by the Commiſſioners of Aſlſcſsment of 
Exciſe, Juſtices of Peace, or other ordinary Magiſtrate of the place: And ſuch Contraveeners as they ſha 
not give information of, that the one haifof their Fynes ſhall belong to any other perſon who {hall diſcover 
them. Andin caſethe ſaid Collectors of Aſſeſsment and Exciſe, Farmorers and ColleRors of Cuitomes, Of 
Waiters, ſhall failzie ro give up the ſaid Liſts as aforeſaid, They ſhall rhereby loſe their places, and be in- 
capable of that Service for ever.

He Kings Majeſty , conſidering that diverſe diſaffected perſons in this Kingdom , being unwilling to 
have their Children Baptized in an orderly way , docither delay to Baptize them , or pretend that they 
arenot Baptized ; thinking rhereby to eſcape the puniſhment, which by former Acts of Parliament, is ap- 
pointed to be inflicted upon ſuch as are guilty of diſorderly Baptizing : Doth therefore, with advice and 
conſent of His Eſtates in Parliament , Statute and Declare, that ſuch Parents, who ſhall hereafter keep 
their Children un-baptized tor the ſpace of thirty dayes together, or ſhall not produce a Teſtificat under the 
hand of the Miniſter of the Pariſh, bearing that rhe Children were Baptized within the ſaid ſpace, ſhall in- 
cure, and belyableto, rhe pains and penalties following ; v/z. Every Heretor , Life-renter, or proper 
Wod-ſetter , ſhall be tyned in a fourth part of his valued yearly Rent; Every perſon, above the degree of a 
Tennent, having a perſonal, but no Real Eſtate, in One hundred pounds Scozs ; Every conſiderable Mer- 
chant, in an hundred pounds ; Every interior Merchant, or conſiderable Tradeſman , andevery Tennent 
labouring Land , in fifty pounds ; Every meaner Burgeſs, Tradeſman, Inhabitant within Burgh . and 
every Cottar, in twenty pounds Scors; andevery Seryantin halfa years Fee, And itis hereby Declared, 
that, where Kirks are Vacant, the Parents ſhall, within the ſaid ſpace of thirty dayes , be oblidged to goto 
the next adiacent Pariſh Kirk which is Planted, and obcain their Children Baptized there, under the forc{aid 
penalties. And His Majeſty , with advice forefaid, Requires the Sherifts, Stewarts, Lords of Regalities, 
and their Deputs, and Magiſtrates of Burghs Royal, within their reſpe&tive bounds, to put this Act in exe- 
cution, by calling before them, andjudging the Contrayeeners, and uplifting the Fynes above-mentioned : 
And for their encouragement, They are hereby allowed to retain the Fynes ot all the aids perſons for their 
ownuſe; except theſe of Heritors, for which they are tobe comptable to the Commiſſioners of His Ma- 
jeſties Theſaurary.

Oraſmuch as His Majeſties Father, ofeverbleſſed Memory , out of His Royal Care and Zeal forthe 
Reformed Religion within this Kingdom, and the maintenance and proviſion of the Miniſtry and Church- 

es thereof , and the Peace of the Kingdom, and for preyenting , and ſettling all Queſtions and Differences 
char did , or might ariſe betwixt Titulars and others having right to Teinds , and Heretors, concerning the 
leading and drawing of their Teinds; Did, immediatly after His attaining and ſucceeding to the Crown, 
Give forth and emit His Royal Declaration anent the premiſles, and the other particulars therein mentioned. 
Andin purſuance ofthe ends foreſaids, diverſe Laws and Acts of Parliament were madein the year of our 

' Lord, 1633. His faid Majeſty being preſent in His Royal Perſon; and ſince, diverſe Acts of Parliament 
and Commiſiions have been, from timeto time; Made, Given and Renewed to that purpoſe : Andyet, 
by reaſon of the unhappy Troubles and Diſtractions ofthe late Times , that good and neceſſary Work neither 
is, nor could bethroughly and tully accompliſhed.

_ the Arch-Biſhop of G/aſgow, the Biſhop of Edirburgh, the Biſhop of Dunkeldrn, the Biſhop of Galloway, 
the Biſhop of the ſes, the Biſhop of Breichin, the Biſhop of Dumblaine, and the Bithop of CAberaent, 
for the Clergy ; The Duke of Hamlton, the Earl of Arey the Earl of Athol, the Earl of Lizlithghow, the 
Earl of * apps , the Earl of Tweedale, the Earl of Kincardin, the Earl of Dundonnald, and the 
Lord Elphingſton , torthe Nobility ; The Preſident of the Seſſion, the Lord Colingtoun, the Lord Gos- 
ford, the Lord Crazgze, the Laird of Nidarze, the Laird of Nicko{/or, the Laird of Balcaskze , Sir Charles 
Erskin of Cambo, and Sir Wilham Lockhart , forthe Barons; Sir Andrew Ramſay , Sir William T homot, 
Sir W:l:am Sharp, Sir Alexander Bruce, fohn Murray, Tutor of Stormonth , Robert Milne, T homas 
Calderwood, William Binning, and John Fohnſtoun of Poltoun , for the Burgeſles ; Or any eleven of them, 
whereof twoof the Clergy, two of the Nobility, two Officers of Eſtate , and two Commiſiioners of 
Shires, and two of Burghs; Of which number, the Arch-Biſhop of $7. Andrews , or the Lord Chanccllor, 
or one 
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or one of the Commillioners of the Thefaurary , or the Arch-Biſhop of Glaſgow, or the Lord Privy Seal, 
orthe Lord Secretary, or the Duke of Hamilton, orthe Earl of Tweedale, being alwayes one, to m-2t 
and conveen at Edinburgh, the day of Years; And at ſuch other place

clared tobe, whenthe V aluations are led with the diminution of the third part of thejuſt Rent: which dimi- 
nution ſhall be proven by the parties oath : And with power to the ſaids Commitlioners, or Yyorum fore- 
ſaid, where Miniſters ate not already ſufficiently provided, or have not Localities aligned to them for their 
Stipends , out ofthe Teinds within the Pariſh where they ſerve the Cure, into faras the ſamin will amount 
to, according tothe quantities, proportions and rules contained in the nineteenth Ac of the Parliament in 
Amo ,1633- Tomodifie, fer:ic and appoint conſtant locail Stipends to ilk Miniſter, out of the Teinds 
ofthe Pariſh where they ſerve the Cure. With poweralſo, rogrant recompence, by prorogation of 't'acks 
ro parties , for the augmentation of Stipends , which ſhall be impoſed ſuitable to the ſaid augmentation, as 
the ſaids Commiſſioners ſhall think ra And ficklike, with power to disjoin too large and ſpacious Pa- 
rilhes, to cauſe ere and build new Churches, to diſmember and annex Kirks, as they thall think conve- 
nient. Andto take order, that every Hetitor and Life-renter ſhall ;:ave the leading and buying of their own 
Teinds, ifthey be willing , according to the rules preſcribed by the nineteenth Act and Commisiion granted 
by His Majeſty, with conſenr of the Eſtates of Parliament in Am, 1633. and the Acts of Parliament 
therein mentioned. Wirth poet ro determine all Queſtions concerniag the prices of Teinds berwixt Titu- 
lars and others having right thereto, and the Heritors : and to appoint iuch ſecurities, in favours of the Ti- 
tulars and others having right tothe Teinds, for the prices to be grantedto tne Hczritors or others l7able 
in payment of the yalued Duties, or Buyers of the ſaids Teinds; andin favours of the Mimiters, as to 
their maintenance, as the ſaids Commisſioners ſhall think fitting, according to the Rules ſet down in the ſaid 
At in.Aumo, 1633.

Andif any perſon or perſons ſhall find themſelves grieved, and complain ofthe injuſtice or exorbitancy of 
any Decreers and Sentences given in any of the Commisſions during the late Troubles; wirh power to the 
ſads Commisſioners to take the ſame to their conſideration , and toalter, annul or allow the faids Decceets 
and Sentences, as they ſhall find juſt. Anditis alwayes Provided and Declared, that Arch-Biithops and 
Bithops, and other Beneficed Perſons, being Miniſters, an rheir Succe{lors, hall nor be prcjudged of 
the Rents whereof their Predeceſlors were in Actual and Reall poſſesſion; and which, by the Laws of the 
Kingdom, were duetothemin Ar9,1637. Andthar they thall be no farther bound, bur accoriing to the 
roviſions and conditions expreſt in the Submisſions made by the Biſhops io His Majeſties Royal Father, of 
Lieſſed Memory ; whichis of the date the day ol 16:8, Years, and Regj- 
ftratein the Books of Commisſion for Surrenders and Teiids, upon the 15. day of Jy, i63r. _ And 
whereas it may fall out, that ſome ofthe ſaids Commisſioners raay be unable to attend the Service, through 
death, fickneſs or other known impediment : Therefore His Majeſty Declares, that He ſhall be carctu/ 
tofill their places with other Perſons qualified , whoſe Oaths, for faithful diſcharge 01 the ſame, {hall be 
taken by the Chancellor, or, in his abſence, by the Preſident of the Commisſion torthe time ; And Or- 
dains this preſent Commisfion to endure ay and while the ſame be diſcharged by His Majeſty , and the 
Acts, Decreets and Sentences thereol to have the force, ſtrength and effect of a Decrcet and —_ of Par-

ACT concerning the Regulation of the Indicatories. 


Edinburgh, 30. of Auguſt, 1672. 


HE Kings Majeſty being deſirous, thatthe publick Judicatories of this Kingdom might be fo regular 
{© that all abuſes which had, or might probably creep into the ſame , be redreſſed and prevented ; ang 
thatthe beſt, moſt ſummar and equal way, of bringing and calling of Proceſſes for diſpenſing of Juſtice 
ſhould beſettled, as his Subjects might be relieved and ſecured againſt oppreſſion apd exaRtions, and that 
Juſtice might be adminiſtratro them with expedition, and as little trouble and charge as may be: Did, by a 
Commiſſion under the Great Seal, of the 2x. of Seprember, 1669. Authorize ſome Noblemen and others 
of his Privy Council and Seſſion, to conſult, ſettle and ſet down ſuch Rules and Orders as they ſhould judge 
neceſſary tor theſe ends, and toreturn an account of their proceedings to His Majeſty , that He might take 
ſuch courſe therein, as in His Royal Wiſdom He ſhould think fir. In obedience whereunto, the Commiſſi- 
oners having had ſeyeral meetings, and conſulted on the beſt and readieſt wayes, for the proſecution of His 
Majeſties Royal Intention, for the good and eaſe of His Subjects , and finding the ſame to be of ſuch impor. 
rance, as required a longer time to make a full ſettlement therein ; Yet, in the moneth of Harch, 1670. 
they agreed unto, condeſcended upon, and did return to His Majeſty , certain Rules and Articles of Regu- 
lation, without prejudice of what, upon furder conſideration, they ſhould thereafter ofterfor a full ſertle- 
ment. And His Majeſty having conſidered theſe Rules and Articles, did, by His Royal Allowance of the 
fourth of June, 1670. Ratifie and Approvethe ſame, and did Ordain them to be duly obſerved in all time 
coming. Andthe Commiſſioners having ſince that time, keeped ſeveral Meetings , and taken that Aﬀair 
into their furder conſideration, have refolved upon ſome other Articles, Rules and Amendments ; which 
being joyned with the former, and again offered to His Majeſties conſideration, His Majeſty doth , with 
Adyice and Conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, Ratifie and Approve the ſame, .and Ordains them to be 
recordedin the Books of Parliament, and duly obſerved by all His Majeſties Subje&ts. Of thewhich Arti- 
cles, the Tenor follows. 


Concerning the SESSION 


i. CEcinga yu part of the trouble and expences of the Lieges, in obtaining of Juftice in their Cauſes, 
is occaſioned through the uncertainty of their attendance, upon Proceſles depending before the 
Lords of Seſſion; whereby not knowing any certain time, ator about which their Proceſſes will be called, 
they are neceſlitat to wait on the moſt part of the time of the Seffion, during the. dependence of their Procelles, 
or otherwayes to be abſent when the ſame are diſcuſſed. Thar therefore, all Proceſſes ſhall be diſcuſſed and 
determined as the Parties ace in readineſs, and do call for Juſtice after the ſame have been ſeen by the Defen- 
ders Adyocats, andare returned by them; And that according to thedate of the Returns which are ſet down, 
and ſigned by the Defenders Adyocat upon the Proceſs it ſelf, that no Parties be preferred in obtaining Juſtice 
to any other who was ready, and calling for it before. And that Books of Enrollment be made for enrolling 
the ſaid Proceſſes, according to the dates of the Returns;that thereby notice may be timeouſly giventoall Par- 
ties having Intereſt in the Proceſs , how far the Lords of Seſſion are adyanced, in diſcuſſing and determining 
Proceſſes according to the faids Rolls, that the Parties may be preſent when their Proceſſes will fall in to be 
diſcuſs'd and determined, in their courſe as they ſtand in the Rolls; and may in the mean time reſt quiet and 
ſecure, that their Rights and Intereſts will nor be decided when they cannor know.to be preſent , which can- 
not be attained, unleſſe all priviledges whereby any Cauſe can be called, otherwiſe then according,to its due 
courſe in the ſaids Rolls, be laid aſide; Excepting only the Cauſes belonging properly to the Kings Majeſty 
(and notto Donators orothers) which may * called at any time when His Majeſties Advocat pleaſeth, upon 
either of the two next Sederunt-dayes after the Praceſſe is returned ; orif theſame be not called on.cither of 
the ſaids two dayes, atany time thereafter, upon fifteen dayes adyertiſement to the Defenders Advocats, 
that they may acquaint their Clients to be preſent. |

which he deſireth in the Proceſs, and no otherwayes. | 

16. Totheeffe&, rhe Lords of Seſſion may bein better capacity to diſcuſs the Proceſſes which come be- 
force them, not —_ overburdened with ſmall and inconfiderable Cauſes > Thatall Cauſes, not excening 
the value of two hundred Marks Scots, bein the firſt inſtance carried on before the inferiour Judges ; An 
that no Summons be raiſed upon Bill, or otherwayes for Cauſes of leſs importance, for which the Clerk of | 
the Bills and Writers to the Signet are to be anſwerable ar their peril; except there be ſuch reaſons condel- 
cended on inthe Bill, as would be ſufficientto procure an Advocation of the Cauſe trom the inferior Judge, 
in behalf ofa Defender, and competent Inſtructions thereof; And that ſuch Bills do not paſs of courle, but 
be ſpecially preſented and read to the Ordinary , and that the deliverance on the back thereof bear, Becauſe 
the Lords have found ſufficient ground, for which the Cauſe ought not in the firſt inſtante to be purſued bt- 
fore the inferior Indge Ordinar , but before the Lords : Excepting alſo, the Cauſes belonging to the Mem- 
bers of the Colledge of Juſtice , and except Sums due ro Merchants, Cooks, Vintners and others 
in Burgh, for Furniture taken off from them , by ſuch as dwell not within the Shire where the Furnt- 
ture was taken off. 

I 7. That where Cauſes are begun before inferior Courts, no Advocation thereof ſhall be paſt, being of 
no greater importance then as aforeſaid, otherwayes then is provided by the A of Patliament ; And that 
the Clerk of the Bills be anſwerable therefore , not ro preſent, paſs or write on any ſuch Bill at his peril. 

18. That where Decreets are paſt before inferior Courts, and craved to be ſuſpended ; if the reaſons pro- 
czed noton iniquity, butupon alledgeance , that the Decreet was in abſence, ſo thatthe craver of the Sul- 
penſion hath never appeared, or hath not continued to defend while there was ne in-juſtice done : "w 
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and in that caſe, he ſhall be oblieged at the paſſing of the Bill of Suſpenſion, to conſign in the hands of the 
Clerk of the Bills , ſuch ſums for the expences of the party, as the paſſer of the Bill ſhall appoint, according 
rothe importance of the Cauſe and the diſtance of theparty , which ſhall be givenup to the Charger, if the 
; Suſpender hath not compeared, or continued to defend beſore the interior Court, as ſaid is; and thatimme- 
diatly at the calling ot the Cauſe to be diſcuſs?d, when the compearance in the Decreet may appear, unleſs the 
Suſpender improve the Executions of the Summons whereupon the Decreet did proceed. 

19. Thar Decreets, 2 foro contraditForio, before the Lords of Seſſion be not again ſuſpended, upon 
reaſons competent to have been proponed, or which were repelled inthe former Decreet. And to the ct- 
fect it may be known, with'the leaſt expence, what Decreets ate ix foro, That the Keeper of the Minute- 

book make up a Book of the Decreets z» foro, according as the fame ſhall each day be given in to him 
the Clerks, expreſſing the names of all the Defenders for whom there is compearance; And that 
the Clerk of the Bills from time to time, call for and receive a double of the ſaid Minute-book of De- 
creets 3# foro; And when any Bill of Suſpenſion is to be preſented by him, that ar his peril he write 
on no Suſpenſion of any Decreet m2 foro, contained in the ſaid Book, untill it be preſented to the whole 
Lords in time of Seſſion, and to three mer rogether intime of Vacance, the deliverance bearing, that 
they were met together. And where there is once compearance for any Party , and Defences proponed, 
the Decreet ſhall be holden as done 2zx foro, and all the Diſpute proponed by the Advocats ſhall be in- 
ert therein, albeit the Advocat thereafter paſt from his ——— - And that the firſt Proteſtation 
all not be ſuſpended , but upon confignation of thirty pounds, and the Suſpenſion thereof ſhall bear 
chat it is the ſecond Suſpenſion ; and ſo forth, all the Suſpenſions that ſhall be obtained thereafrer , ſhall 
bear thar the ſame is the third or fourth Suſpenſion; why that no Suſpenſion ſhall paſs of the ſecond pro- 
reſtation, but in preſence of the whole Lords in rime of Seſſion, and by three of the Lords met to- 
ether in time of Vacance, the deliverance bearing as aforeſaid: And that the Clerk of the Bills write 
upon no Bill of Suſpenſion otherwayes, as he will be anſwerable ar his peril, and that the ſecond and 
poſterior Proteſtarions ſhall be inſert in the ſaid Book, with the ſaids Decreers 72 foro. 

20. That where Proceſſes are keeped up'unreturned by the Defenders Adyocat longer then ſix dayes 
afeer the out-giving thereof, which is the time allowed for ſeeing of Proceſles, that upon complaint 
piyen unto the Lords thereanent, the Ordinary uponthe Bills call the Adyocat who keeps up the Pro- 
ceſs, and fine him in three pounds.Scofs for ilk day he hath keept the ſame, from the time that the Proceſs 
was required from the Adyocat, or his principal ſervant, nedcoally at the Adyocats Chamber, by way 
of Inſtrument under a Nottars hand, unto the day that the complaint was given in, and fix pounds {or 

eyery day that the Proceſs ſhall be detained by him , after in-giving of the complaint: And that one 
of the Macers be ordered to exact the fine, under the pain of deprivation; And to that efte&t, thar 
he be warranted to exclude the Adyocat out of the Hou: , and not to ſuffer him ro enter the Ourer- 
bar, untill he make payment, and that he return the money ſoexacted, tothe Ordinary upon the Bills, 
whereof the one half is to be put in the poors Box, and the other half to be payed to the party Purſuer, 
if he deſire the ſame , otherwiſe that the whole be put in the Box. | | 

21. But whenthere are moe Defenders then one called in a Proceſs, and ſeveral Advocats compear- 
ring for them, that the Adyocat who taketh up the Proceſs to ſce for the party principally concerned, 
in whoſe houſe the ſame is appointed to be ſeen, ſhall be allowed only four dayes for ſeeing the Proceſs; 
and in caſe he do not return the ſame within that time, that he incur the penalties contained in the for- 
mer Artickle: And that after the Proceſs ſhall be returned, the ſame ſhall remain in the Clerks hands 
fix dayes before it be called, during which time, any Advocat compearing for any other of the Defend- 
ers, may ſee the Proceſs in the Clerks hands, and write thereupon for whom he compears, and ſub- 
ſcribe the ſame, and may alſo borrow the ſame up from the Clerk, for the ſpace of rwenty four hours, 
upon his receipt and conſignation of an Amaund, according to the importance of the Cauic ; and incaſe 
he do not reproduce the Proceſs within the ſaid ſpace of twenty four hours, upon complaint made there- 
of, heis roloſe the Amaund, and pay fix pounds for ilk day he keeps the Proceſs atter rhe ſaid ſpace 
of twenty four hours, and the like execution to be uſed therefore, as in the former caſe of the Defenders 
Adyocats not returning Proceſſes, given out to them by the Purfuers Advocats. And Likewayes, if any 
Adyocat during the ſaid ſpace of ſix dayes, bedeſirous to ſee the Proceſs for any other party having intereſt, 
who was not called in the Proceſs, thatupon prodvRion of the parties intereſt in the Clerks hands, he be al - 
bwed toſee in manner foreſaid, he alwayes conſigning and ſubſcribing for whom he compears: Andin caſe 
offailzie to reproduce, being lyable as ſaid is, and that the Adyocar ſhall not be heard when the Cauſe is cal- 
ed, ifhe hath neglected to ſee in manner foreſaid , whicherhe be compearing for any party called in the Pro- 

«ls, or compearing for his intereſt. 

22. Inreſped itisagreat obſtruction to the diſpatch of Proceſſes, that when Cauſes are called , Defences 
ſometimes are proponed upon Writs, which being neither produced nor ſeen by the purſuers Advocats, all 

thatis ordinarly done, is to ordain the Writs to be produced; therefore, whereever the Defenders Advocat 
isto found any Defence upon Writs , that atthe returning of the Proceſs, he alſo produce therewith the Writs 
whereupon he intends to found any alledgeance, and give in the Defence which he founds upon theſe Writs , 


and mark the particular clauſes of the Writ whereupon he founds, otherwiſe ne reſpect isto be hadto the al- 
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ledgeanceto be founded on theſe Writs, which were in any of the Defenders Adyocats hands, or which, 
or any copy thereof were ſeen by the faids Adyocats, which the purſuers Adyocats ſhall be oblieged to return 
within four dayes after they receive the ſame; otherwiſe , complaint may be made againſt them, as apainſ} 
Defenders Adyocats for keeping up of Proceſſes. Andin caſe any other Writs come to their hands, after the 
returning of the Proceſs upon which they will found, thatin like manner they produce the ſame to the Pur. 
ſuers Advocats, before calling of the Cauſe, under the ſame certification. | 

2.3. Thatthe Suſpenderatthe uh 2m, of the Suſpenſion, produce therewith all his Verifications, and 
thar at the calling of the Cauſe , if he haye keeped up the Verifications, and offer then to produce the ſame 
that the Ordinary ſhall give Decreet, becauſe the reaſons are not verified conditionally ; 'Thar if with the Ys. 
rifications, the Suſpender produce in the Clerks hands twelve pounds Scozs, two parts thereof to be payedtg 
the Charger, and the third part to the Poor, the ſame ſhall be received, and the parties heard thereupon, 
without enrolling ofnew; and therefore the Ordinary ſhall mark upon.the Cauſe, Decree conditional to 
ſuch a day: and if betwixt and the ſaid day , obedience be not given , the. Decrect is to be ex. 
traced. —- : 

2.4. Thatthe Suſpenders Adyocat be not allowed to propone any new reaſons of Suſpenſion at the Bar 
which was neither lybelled nor contained in the ciked Reaſons of Suſpenſion given out to, and ſeen by, the 
Chargers Advocats, unleſſe therewith they conſign in manner foreſaid. | 

25. Thar becauſe Proceſſes are very much lengrhned, by the long running of ordinary and incident dili- 

ence and terms for production in Reductions and Improbations; For remeid whereof in time coming, there 

Thall only be twodiligences againſt Witneſſes, one by Horning, and another by Caption; and there ſhall 
be no incident Diligence ſuſtained upon Acts, but where the ſameis craved and allowed ar the pronouncing 
of the A&, and expreſled therein , which ſhall proceed againſt the alleadged havers of the Writs, firſt by Hor- 
ning , charging them to compear and produce upon oath, and next by Caption, in caſe they do not compear 
and depone; and that there be only one term for production in fingle Reductions, and two in Improbations: 
Andthatthe Clerks inſert no Reſeryations in Acts for Production, but that all exceptions competent hefore 
produCtion, be diſcuſſed before aſſigning of terms. | 

2.6. That no more Adyocats be imployed or marked in any Cauſe for a Party , but only three inthe Inner. 
houſe, and three in the Quter-houſe at moſt ; and that only two be allowed in the Inner-houſe, to ſpeak one 
after another upon one ſide, before the other Party make an anſwer ; And that the Lord Chancellor or Pre. 
ſident keep the Advyocats cloſs to the point, and that no Advocart be allowed to ſpeak above half an hourto- 
gether at moſt, at one time. | 
|  -27. Thatthe Allowance of Adyocats in time coming, beregulate according tothe quality of the perſons 
Who employes them, in manner following, vzz. that forevery Conſultation, Pleading rhereupon, and 
drawing Bills upon any Interloquitor thereanent altogether, there be given at moſt to any Adyocar, by Noble. 
meneighteen pounds, by Knights and Barrons fifteen pounds, by Gentle-men and chief Burgeſſes twelve 
_ pounds, andby all the reſt of the people nine pounds: And that nothing be allowed for drawing Informati- 
ons to be given to the Lords after Diſpute, but to one Advocat only, and that the Allowance therefore be 
only the half of what is allowed for the Conſultation. 

28. That the parties Purſuer and Defender do give in with the Proceſs, a Declaration under their hands, 
bearing, That as they ſhall anſwer to God, they have not given, nor ſhall give any more to any Adyocat 
_ employed by themin that Proceſs, for every Conſultation comprehending as atorciaid , then the forefaid Al- 
lowance; which Declaration is to be given in by the Defender at the return of the Proceſs, and by the Pur- 
ſuer before the Proceſs be called. Andin caſe of the Clients Minority, his Tutors or Curators, and in cak 
_ of his abſence, or that he hath employed another to disburſe the money for him, the perſon ſo employe {hall 
give in the foreſaid Declaration upon Oath, which ſhall bear, Thathe being rhe only perſon employed to 
disburſe money to Advocats in that Proceſs, he hath not given, nor ſhall give any more then as aforeiaid. 
And in regard theſe who are already admitted Adyocars have given their oaths, that they ſhall alwayes ob- 
ſerve the ſaids Rates, that no Adyocat be admitted hereafter till they give that Oath. 

29. Andbecauſeby the At of Parliament, one thouſand, fix hundred and twenty one, the rates of 
Writs are ordered conjorm to an Act of the Lords of Privy Council and Lords of Seſſion, in 47:9, one thou- 
ſand, ſix hundred, andfix, the effe&t whereof hath been fruſtrate, becauſe nothing thereby is provided to 
Clerks Servants: Andin _ the rates of all things are much encreaſed ſince thattime; Theretore, that 
the rates of the Clerks of Seſſion be as followeth, viz. For Acts, Decreets, Proteſtations and Diligences, 
there ſhall be only.payed to the Clerk and his Servants , three pounds Scots for each ſheet, written in the fame 
manner as they are now accuſtomed, conforme to a Pattern figned by this Commiſtion , and keept by the 
Lords of Scilion, excepting Decreets of Tranſumpt , Transferring , and of Regiſtration by way ot Action, 

and -Commuilſions wherein there is no diſpute, for which there ſhall be payed three pounds Scots only tor the 
firſt theet , and twenty fhillings Scots for ilk one of the reſt of the ſheers. Andas to other Writs patling 
' thar Office,” the ſame rates be obſeryed which are contained in the ſaid Act of Parliament; And that tie 
Clerks or their Servants rake no money for production of Writs, or giving up of the ſame again, minuring of 
. Diſputes, or booking of Acts and Decreers, all which ſhall be payed by the faids Extracts, bur that there 


be allowed to them two merks forjrakiig a Parties Oath:, and one merk tor eycry Witnetles depoſition, and 
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thirty ſhillings Scors for calling of every Actin preſence of the Ordinary. And that the Clerks or their Ser 
yants do not mark upon any Proceſs, Calling, or Compearance, orthe calling of any At, but what was 
publickiy donedy a Macer, thatthe Advocats may have timeous notice to farisfie the concluſion of Ads. 
And that no Decreets be pronounced cunditionaly , but ſimply, according to the Act to be extracted twenty 
four hours after rhe ſame is read in the Minute-book ; and that every Sederant day , the Minute-book be read 

out fully , thatthe Lieges be not delay cd or necellitate to attend. And that the Clients ſhall in the ſame man- 
ner, asin relation to Adyocats allowance, give their Oaths that they have keeped, and ſhall keep the ſaids 
Rates, which ſhall be contained in a Paper, with thcir Declaration in relation to Adyocars. And ſeeing the 

preſent Clerks and their Servants haye given their Oaths, that they ſhall alwayes obſerve the ſaids Rules and 

Rates, that no Clerk be admitted hercatter, rill he give that Oath ; excepting Acts and Decreers of conten- 

tions diſpure in preſence of the Lords, whichare to be at the diſcretion ot the Party , conform rothe Act of 
Parliament. Andin regard diverſe Proceſſes after diſpute and Fntcrloquitors pronounced therein, either in 

reſentia, Orin the Outer-houſe, are tranſacted and ſertled by the Parties, ſo thatthe Proceſſes come not 

the lengrh ot a Decreet, or it Decreet be Pronounced, the ſame is not extracted ; Andairt being juſt and rcaſon- 

ab!z, rhat the Clerks ſhould have allowance for the pains taken by them in theſe Proceſſes; therelore, thar 
the Clerks in theſe caſes be allowed to rake from their Clienrs, ſatisfaction as it Decrcets were extracted, 

according to the ſheets of the Act of Litz/-conteſtatzon , or other Act inthe Procels ; or it their be no Ae, 

according to the {heets of the Summons , Suſi penſion or Advocation ; and if the Cauſe was diſpute in the Inner- 

houſe, according to the ſheers the Minutes of the Proceſſes would amountto, if the ſame were extended into 
an Act or Decreet. 

30. Andanent the Clerks of the Bills and his Servants, that the Rates in the ſaid Act oi Parliament, one 
thouſind, ſix hundred , and twenty one, be in all points obſerved, with this alteration , That whercas that 
which is allowed by the ſaid A for the Acts of Caution, with the relicf which comprehends the Bills 
of Suſpenſion, is too low for the Clerk and his Servants, That there be allowed to the ſaid Clerk and his 
Fccvants therefore, three pounds and a merk Scots and no more; And ſecing the preſent Clerk of the Bills 
4d his Servants, have made faith that they ſhall obſerye rhe ſaids Rates, that any Clerk of the Bills 
who ſhall be admitted hereafter, ſhall ar his admiſſion give that Oath, and likewiſe his Servants: Andin 
caſe there be moe perſons containedin the faids Bills of Suſpenſion then one, that every ſuch perſon, except 
the chief perſon, ſhall pay ſix ſhillings eight pennies, untill they comethelengrh of ten perſons, and no 
allowance is to begranted to any exceeding that number, nor for a Community more then the ſaid num- 
berotren: And for Relaxationes, ſix ſhillings eight pennies for every perſon more then one, untill the 
come to the number of ten perſons, and no more to be raken for any greater number or Community , which 
dues ſhall be payed ar the firſt in-giving of the Bill of Suſpenſion, and ſhall be retained by the Clerk , 
whether the Bill be paſt or not, andno more to be given for that Bill, or forany new Bil which fhall be 
oivenin, inthat matrer. And as for the allowance ot Compriſings, that the rate thereot be fourty ſhillings 
Scots, where the ſums contained in the Compriſings (by and attour the Sherift-fee ) do not exceed two 
thouſand pounds Scots ; And if the ſums compriſed for be above two thouſand pounds, that there be 
payed four pounds Scots; and rhatthis be in faris:action of all that isto be given in rhat Office, -both for 

alter and Seryants. 

31. Inreſpec ſeveral perſons, being neirher Adyocats, nor Advoeats Servants, do take upon them, 
under the name of Apents, to medle and negotiate in Proceſſes, who are found to be of no uſe, but 
burdenſome to the Liepes ; Thar hereafter all the Agents be debarred the Houſe, and nor perwitted to 
_— or mannage Proceſſes; andrecomends to the Lords of Seſſion to ſee the fame punccually 
obſerved. 

32. That the Keepers ofthe General Regiſters of Hornings and Inhibitions, and ot Seafings and Re- 
verſions; As alſo, the Keepers of theſe Regiſters in the ſeveral Shires, intime coming , be caretul to book 
all Hornings, Inhibitions, Interdictions, Scaſings, Reverſions, and others regiſtrar by them; And that 
they make exact Minute-books relating to theſe Regiſters, theſe of Hornings, Inhibirions, and Interdic- 
tions, containing the names, Sirnames and Deſignations of the Parties, Principal and Cautioners; And 
theſe of Seaſings, Reverſions and others appointed by rhe Act of Parliament to be Regiſtrat in that Re- 
giſter, containing the Names and Deſignations of the Parties, and the common Deſignation of the Lord- 
ſhip, Barrony or Tennendry of the ſeveral Lands mentioned in the Writ; And chat the Clerk of Regiſter, 
orany whom he ſhall appoint, every quarter of the year, compare the Minute-book with the general Re iſ[ers, 
and ſubſcribe the Minute-books at the collationing of the ſame; Andinthe ſeveral Shires, that the Sheriff, 
Bailiff of the Regality or Royality , or their Deputies (with whom, any two of the Juſtices of Peace to 
benominate by the whole Meeting, are allowed to be preſent) be appointed quarterly , VIS. upon the 
firſt Tueſdayes of February, May, Auguſt and November , to call for, and take inſpection of, the 
faids Regiſters, and of the Minute-books relating thereto ; and after collationing of the ſame, that they wich 
the ſaids two Juſtices of Peace, if they be preſent,ſu"ſcribe the Minute-book : Certifying the faids Sheriffs and 
Bailiffs, if they do not meetand compare the faids Regiſters atthe ſeyeral rimes above-ſpecified, They 
ſhall belyable in the penalty of One Hundred pounds Scots for ilk failzie ; and Certifying the Clerks, it 


they ſhall not have the Books in readineſle at the aforeſaids times, orif any Hornings, eons 
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Seaſings, Reyerſions, and others foreſaids then in their hands, ſhall not be regiſtrar in the Books, they 
ſhall incurr the pain of deprivation, and be lyable in payment of the parties damnage : And that the Clerks, 
keepers of the ſaids Regiſters; book all Hornings, Inhibitions, Interdiftions, Seaſings, Reverſions, ang 
others which now are in their hands, for the ſpace of tourty years by-gone, and have exact Minure- 
books relating thereto , in manner foreſaid, within the ſpace tollowing , Tiz. The keepers of the gener, 
Regiſters betwixtand the firit of Je, 1674. and the Keepers of the particular Regiſters in the ſeycral Shires, 
berwixr and the firſt of Zane, 1673. And that all Hornings and Inhibitions, regiſtrar in the Shires, he , 
marked by the Keepers thereof, contormto the 21. At ot the Parliament, 1600. under the pains aloreſaid; 
Andthatinthe zyterim, betwixt the collationing of the Books, the Clerks ſhall be oblieged to keep aprivar 
Minute-book for their own uſe, wherein they are to inſert a Note of all Hornings , infabirions interdic. 
tions, Seaſings and Revyerſions, as they are giyeninto be regiſtrar - And in caſe any be omitted our of thar 
Minute-book , they ſhall incur the pain of deprivation, and be lyable to pay the parties damnage, 
Whilk Minute-books reſpet77ve forcſaids , as well for the ſpace of fourty years by-gone, as in time com. 
ing, the Clerk ſhall be oblieged to make patent toall His Majeſties Lieges, whenſoever they thall deſire 
to ſce the ſame, upon payment of the dues following , vzS. Thirty ſhillings $cozs ſor inſpection of the 
minute-book of the general Regiſter of Seaſings and Reverſions, and twenty ſhillings Scos for thar of the 
general Rye of Inhibitions; and for that of the general Regiſter of Hornings , twelve inillings Scots; 
And for infpetion of the Minute-book of the particular Regiſter ot Seafings and Reverſions in the ſeveral 
Shires, twelve ſhillings Scots; And for that of Hornings and Inhibitions, fix ſhillings and eight pennies 
Scots money. Anditis hereby Declared, that the care of ſeeing the premitles done and pertormcd, after 
the expiring of this Commiſſion, is committed to the Lords of Seſſion. - - 

33. Asfor Writers to the Signet, itis Ordained, thattherares of all Writs to be formed and writtenby 
them, beas followeth, vzz. For Bonds, Aſſignations , Tranſlations , Diſcharges , Tacks and other 
Writs of that nature , and likewayes for Summons and all Letters that paſs the Signet , there be al- 
lowed only eighteen ſhillings Scots for the firſt ſheet, and twelve ſhillings Scos for ilk an of the reſt of the 
ſheers; Excepting Suſpenſions and Adyocations;, for the firſt ſheet whereof they ſhall have fourty ſhillings 
Scors, and two Merks Scots for ilk ſheet more: And where Summons are blank in any part thereot, 
that the ſame be only payed for, according tothe ſheers which are written and filled up. Andas for Con- 
tracts, Diſpoſitions, and other ſecurities of Lands, Annual-rents or other heretable Rights, Chartors, 
Signatoures, Precepts in Latine, and other Writs of that nature, and likewiſe for Compriſings and 
Services , there ſhall be only payed three pounds Scots for the firſt ſheer thereof, and thirty ſhillings 
Scots for each of the reſt of the ſheets, the ſame being alwayes written, conform to apatern to be ſigned 
by the Lords of Seſſion; And that no diſtin payment be raken by the Writers, or their Servants, for 
Bills whereupon Summons or Letters are raiſed, or for claimes ks rar Services or Compriſings do 
proceed, or = Scrolls of any of the faids Writs ; Which rates or prices aforeſaid ſhall be in ſarstaGtion of 
all that is to be given, both to Maſter and Servants: And where Bonds, Afignations, Tranflations, 
Diſcharges, Contracts, Diſpoſitions, and other ſecurities aforeſaid, are drawn or written by any perſons 
whouſe to write for payment, not being Writers to the Signet, that there be payed to them only two 
parts of the rates allowed to Writers to the Signet, in manner foreſaid. And hart all Writers to the Signet,

ſuch other puniſhment as the Lords of Seſſion, or the ordinary Magiſtrars of the place re/pect:ve ſhall 
think fitroinflit. Anditis hereby Declared, that it ſhall not be lawful ro any perſon, to be Clerksto the 
deducing of Compriſings which are led by Diſpenſation within the Town of Edznburgh, or to Services led 
betore the Macers, except they be Writers to the Signer. 


Concerning the FUSTICE-COURT, 


Eeing Cauſes Criminal are of the greateſt importance, and may extend to the Lives and Libertic 

of any of His Majeſties Subje&s, and their perſons and Fortunes: and ſeeing the puniſhment of Crimes 
15 of the greateſt conſequence for the ſafety and ſecuri ty of his Majeſties perſon and Authority , and the Pcace 
and Quictneſſe of the Kingdom; and therefore, matters Criminal ought to be determined in the moſt ſolemn, 
exact and regular way, that the Loyal and Innocent may be in full ſecurity, and Offenders may be.puniſhe 
either in the moſt publick places of the Kingdom, orin the places where the Crimes have been committed, 
to terrific others from the like : That whereas tormerly aſleſſors from time to time were appointed ro the 


Juſtice-General, in matters ofimportance, which being ambulatory , cannot be ſo convenient, 45 - 
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the Members of that Court were ſettled and choſen by His Majeſty of fit perſons, who might make it their 
work to make ajuſt and con{tant procedure in Matters Criminal. | 

1. For that eftect, that the Office of Deputes in the Juſtice-Court be ſu preſs'd, and that five of the 
Lords of Seiſion be joyned to the Juſtice-General and Juſtice-Clerk , and all of them inveſted with the ſame 
and equal Power and Juriſdiction in all Criminal Cauſes ; Thar the Juſtice-General being preſent pre- 
fide, and in his abſence the Juſtice-Clerk , and in abſence of both, thar rheſe preſ.ntelect one of their 
number to preſide, four of rhe whole number being alwayes the ©1orum of that Court, except at the 
Circuit-Courts. 


2. Tharthey be appointed to meet each Monday at nine of the clock in time of Seſſion, and oftner if buſi- 
neſſe ſo require.

5. Thatonceayear, inthe Moneth of 4pri/or May, Circuit Courts be keeped, two of their number 
appointed to go and keep Courts at Dumfries and Jedburgh, two at Stirling, Glaſgow and Air , and other 
two at the Towns of Per7h, _Aberdeenand Innerneſſe ; the Juſtice-General being alwayes ſuper-numerary 
inany of theſe Circuit-Courts. 

6. Thatitbe left and recommended to the Judges of that Court, ro regulat the inferior Officers thereof ,

7. Thata convenient Room be appointed for their meetings, Benches forthe Judges, a place for the Ju- 
ſtice-General , moreeminent then the Seats of the other Judges ; Thatthe Advocats, Clerk, Afſize and 
Pannels have diſtinct places appointed to them.

etACT againſt keepers of Conventicles, and with-drawers from Publick Worſhip. 


Edinburgh, 4. of September, 1672. 


Orafmuch as the Ac paſt by His Majefty and Eſtares of Parliament , upon the 1 ;. of Auguſt 

1670. againſt Conyenticles, and the other Act paſt inthe ſame Parliament upon the 20, day ofthe 
faid moneth of Auguſt, 1670. againſtſeparation and with-drawing from the publick Meetings of Divine 
Worſhip, were appointed to endure only forthe ſpace of three years, unleſs His Majeſty ſhould think fic 
ro continue them-longer. And his Majeſty conſidering, that theſe Acts have nor hitherto received that obe- 
dience which was due unto them, and that the execution thereot hath not been ſo duely proſecute, as by the 
tennor of the ſame is preſcribed, and that therefore, the continuance thereof will be neceſſary for ſome longer 
time; Doth, with advice and conſent ofhis Eſtates of Parliament, Statute and Ordain, that the two Acts of 
Parliament aboye-mentioned, againſt Conventicles and with-drawing from publick Meetings of Divine Wor- 
ſhip, are and ſhallendure and continue Acts of Parliamentandpublick Laws of the Kingdom, tor the ſpaceof 
three years , aſter the expiring of theſe three years above-mentioned, and longer as his Majeſty ſhall be pleaſed 
to appoint. Likeas, His Majeſty conſidering , that by the ſaid Ac againſt Conventicles, itis Stature, thar 
no outted Miniſter, not-licenſed by His -Majeſties Council, nor other perſon not authorized nor tollerat 
by the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, preſume topreach, expound Scripture, or pray in any Meeting, except in 
cheir own houſes, and to theſe of theirown Family ; And ſince there may be ſome queſtions and doubts, 
concerning the meaning and extent of that word Pray, His-Majeſty doth , with adyice forcſaid, Declare, 
Thatitis notto be underſtood, as if thereby Prayer in Families were diſcharged, by the perſons of the Fa- 
mily , and fuch as ſhall bepreſent, not exceeding the number of four perſons, beſides theſe of the Family: 
Itis alwayes Declared, that this A& doth not giveallowance to any outted Miniſter to pray in any Families, 
except inthe Paroches where they be allowedto preach. And furder, His Majeſty with advice forcſaid, 
doth hereby alſo Authorize the Magiſtrats of the Royal-burroughs , to call before them all ſuch ot their 
Burpeſles, as ſhall beguilty of keeping Conventicles, and to proceed againſt them by fining and other 
wayes, as is at length expreſt in the faid Act; and that they make account and report of the fines to the: 
Commiſſioners of His Majeſties Theſaury , and of their diligence ro His Majeſties Council. And His 
Majeſty conſidering the ſlow progreſs hath been made, in putting theſe Acts in execution for the time by- 
gone, Doth therefore, with advice foreſaid, Statute and Command, thatall Sheriffs, Stewarts, Lords 
of Regalities and their Deputes , and 'Magiſtrats of Burroughs within their reſpective Juriſdictions , 
ſhall from henceforth be careful in putting theſe Acts to due execution, apainſt keepers of Conventicles, 
and with-drawers from publick Worſhip, conform to the power and truſt committed to them thereby: 
And that they return an account of their proceedings to His Majeſties Council yearly, on the firſt 
Thurſday of July, under the pain of five hundred Merks, tobe payed by cach Sheritt, Stewart, Bailiff 
and Magiſtrats of Burgh, for each years failzic, in nor giving an account of their diligence as ſaid is.

A CT for eſtabliſhing Correftion-houſes for Idle Beggars and Vagabonds. 


Edinburgh, 4. of September, 1672. 


T He Kings Majeſty , conſidering the many good Laws and Statutes made by himſelf and his Royal Pre- 
deceſlors, tor ſup reſſing of V agabonds ;Beggars and Idle perſons, who are a great burden and reproach 


to the Kingdom, and for the moſt parr, live without all Law or Rule, Sacred or Civil; And that a numerous 
brood of ſuch perſons are dayly incecatng, who if they were ſet to work, and bred to Trades & callings, the 

le might not only be SLkened of them, but they might, ina ſhort time & upon far leſs expenſe, become 
uſeful and profitable tor the whole Kingdom. And withall conſidering , that the effect of all theſe good Laws 
hath been fruſtrate, becauſe there harh been no place provided wherein ſuch poor people might be 5 to WOrk, 
nor perſons appointed to have the charge and overſight of them: For remeid whereof, his Majeſty, with 
advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, Starures, and Ordains, that the Magiſtrats of the Burghs 
following , betwixtand the term of Whitſunday next, 1673. provide Correction-houſes tor receiving and 


entertaining of the Beggars, Vagabonds and Idle perſons within their Burghs, and ſuch as ſhall be a 
ro them 
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to them out of the Shires and Bounds after-ſpecified ; and that they appoint Maſters and Overſeers of the 
ame, who may ſet theſe poor perſons to work; v7Z. one Corrcion-lioule at the Burgh of Edinbureh , for 
theſe ofthe Town and Shire of Edinburgh; one arthe Burgh of Haddingtoun, for thoſe of the hire of Had. 
dingtoun, one at Dimnſe tor the Shire of Berwvic&; one ar Jedburgh, for the Shire of Roxburgh; one at the 
Burgh of Selkirk, forthe Shire of Je/&7r&; one at the Burgh of Peebles, for the Shire of Peebles; one at 
Glajg0w, for the Shire of Lanerk,; one at the Burgh of Dzmfrezs, for the Shire of Dumfres; one at the 
Burgh of Wigtoun, ter the Shirc of //igtoun; one arthe Burgh of Kirkendbright , for the Stewartry of Kirk- 
cudpright ; 'one at che Burgh of 27, torthe Shire of Ar; one at the Burghof Dumbartoun, for the Shire 
of Dumbartoun ; one at the Burgh of Rorbeſay, for the Shire of Bute; oneatPaiſly, for the Shire oi Rer- 
frew; oneat Sterling, for the Shires of Sterling and Clackmannan: one at Linlithgow, for the Shire of Lin- 
lithgow; oneart Culroſs, tor incic rweive Paroches inthe Shire of Perth, belonging to the Presbytery of 
Dumolane ; oneat the Burgh of 3c; forthe reſt of the Shire of Per7h; one at © Wontro/e, for the Shire 
of Kincairden; one at the Za gi of verdeen, for the Shire thereof; one at [zrernrſe, for the Shircs of 
Imerneſſe, Roſs, and Crom.zrty ; one atthe Burgh of E/zzz, forthe Stires of Elgin and Naryn; one at 
Iroerary, for the Shire of Argyl; fourinthe Shire of Fze,v2s. oneat St. Andrews, oneat Conpar, one at 
Kirkafdy,and one at Dumfermling.tor the four ordinary Diviſions of that Shire;one at Nyz:7ee for the Shire of 
Forfar;one at the Burgh of Ba/,tor the Shire of Barff; one at the Burgh of Dornoch,tor the *hire of Suther- 
/and; one at the eek, for the Shire of Caithneſſe; and one atthe Burgh of Kirkwal, for ihe Shire of Orkray 
and Zetland; each of which Houſes ſhail have a large Cloſs, ſulticiently incloſea for keeping in the 
ſaid poor people, that they be not neceflitat to be alywayes within doors, to the hurt or hazard of their 
health. Andin caſe the Magiſtrats of the ſaid Burghs, or any of them thall not provide and have in rea- 
dineſſe, the ſaids CorreRion-houſes berwixt and the ſaid rerm of Whitſunday next, they jhall incurthe pain 
and penalty of five hundred Merks Scots money , and that quartcrly, untill rhe Correcticn-houſes be PLO- 
vided : Which penalties ſhall be payed to the Commiſſioners of Excife, in the reſpective Shires or Bounds 
from which the ſaids poor perſons ſhall be ſent, to the faids Corrcction-houſes : And the ſaids Com- 

- miſſioners are hereby warranted to raiſe Letters of Horning, and ule other exccution at their inſtance, 

 wainſt the Magiſtrats of the faids Burghs tor payment of the penalties that ſhall be incurred by: them, 

in manner forelaid ; which penalties ſhal! be applyed by the faids Commiſſioners, tor building or buying 
oFhouſes to the effeR foreſaid : Andinthe mean time , untill che ſaids houſes be provided, the Magjii rats 
of the ſaid Burghs are required to diſpoſe of theſe Beggars and poor People, who were either born within 
their refpeRive Burghs, or have haunted thercin the laſt three years , in ſome convenient places , ſo as 
they. may not go begging on the Streers, or at houſes within the Town. And for the better enabling of the 
ſaids Burghs , ro bear the charges and expences of the ſaids Correction-houſes, His Majeſty, with conſent 
of theſaids Eſtates of Parliament, Statutes and Ordains,thatthe Contributions and Allowances for main- 
taining of the Poor, appointed by the fifteenth Act ot rhe third Seſſion of His Majeſties firit Parliament , 
Intituled , Af concerning Beggars aud Vagabuids, be applyed for the uſe of the faids Correction- 
houſes, whereby they ſhall have two ſhillings Scors tor ilk poor perſon per den that thall bz ſent to 
them, and entertained and bred by them, for the firſt year; and twelve pennies Scots per dem, tor rhe 
ſpace of three years thereafter, during which they ſhall entertain and educat them , rogerher witi1 the 
profit ariſing trom the labour and work of the ſaids poor perſons, for ſeyen years thereafter : Which 
Contributions are to be payca by the Paroches rclicyed of the ſaid Poor, in manner contained in the 
ſaid At. And to theeftect it may be known, what poor perſons are to be ſent to rhe {aid Correction- 
houſes, and who arc to be keeped and entertained by the Contributions at the Paroch-kirks tor rhe Poor, the 
Miniſters of ilk Paroch , with ſome of the Elders, andin caſe of Vacancy of the Kirks, three or moe ofthe 
Elders are hereby ordercd to rake up an exa& Liſt of all the poor perſons within their Paroches , by 
Name and Sir-name , condeſccnding upon their age and condition, it they be able or unable ro work , by rea- 
ſon of age, infirmity or diſeaſe , and where they vere born, and in wha: Paroches they have rot kainted 
during the laſt three years, preceeding the uptaking of theſe Liſts; intimation being alwayes ma.ie to, the 
whole Heretors of tlie Paroch to be preſent, any to ſce the Liſts right taken up ; and char rne Heretors who, 
and the poſleſlors of their Land, arc to bear the burden of the maintainance of the poor perſons of cach 
aroch, or any of them who ſhall meer with the ſaids Miniſters and Eiders, thall condeſcend upon ſuch as 

_ throughage and iinfirmity , are not able to work, and appoint them places wherein to abide, thatthey may 
be ſupplied by the Contributions at che Paroch-kirk ; Andif the ſame be not ſufficient to entertain them, 
that they give them a Badge or Ticket to ask almes at the dwelling-houſes of the Inhabitants of their own 
Paroch only, without the bounds whereof, they arc not to beg ; and that they do not arall reſort to 
Kicks, Mercats, or any other places where there arc meetings at Marriages , Baptifmes, Burials, or 
upon any other publick occaſion : And likewiſe, thatſuch of the ſaids poor perſons as are of age and ca- 
pacity to work, be firſt offered to the Heretors or Inhabitanrs of cach Paroch, rhat if they will accepr any 
of them to become their Apprentices or Servants, they may receive them upon their oblicgment to enter- 
tain and ſet to work the ſaids poor perſons, and to relieve the Paroch ofthem ; For which cauſe, rhey thall 
have the bencfit of their work untill they attain the age of rhirty years, conform to the tenth Act of the 
twenty two Parliament of King James the ſixth, ten the reſt of the ſaids poor perſons be fent 4 
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the Correjon-houſes, for whoſe entertainment, the ſaids Heretors ſhall cauſe colle& the ſaids Contribur,. 
ons, and appoint a quarters allowance to be ſent along with them, with Cloathes upon them, to cover their 
nakedneſſe, and the ſaid allowance to be payed quarterly thereafter, by way of advance. With power alſo 
to the ſaids Commiſſioners of Exciſe in each Shire,quarterly to take an account of the diligence of theſe of each 
Paroch in performing of the premiſſes: Andin caſe ot their negle&, ro appoint other perſons to make the 
ſaids Liſts , and Colleors to uplitt the faids Allowances, and to bring them to Correction-houſes. And 
the Sheriffs their Officers, and Mayers and Conſtables are hereby required to concur and be affiſting to the 
carrying and delivering of the ſaids poor perſons to rhe Correction-houſes. And in caſe any Heretors ſhall 
find within their bounds, any other V agabonds, Beggars or Idle perſons , not being in ſervice, nor hayin 

any viſible way or ſtock to entertain themſelves, who were not born, nor did haunt formerly within their 
bounds ; they are hereby 1mpowered to ſeize _ ſuch perſons, and to ſend them to the Correction-houſes; 
and ro charge the Magiſtrats or Maſters of the faids houſes to receive them, without adyance of any alloy. 
ance: With power notwithſtanding to the ſaids Magiſtrates or Maſters, to charge the Hcretors of the Paroches 
where theſe idle perſons were born, or have moſt haunted the laſt rhree years, for the allowance of ſuch of 
them as are not bred to work; And as to ſuch of them as can work , the Maſters ſhall have the benefit of their 
work for their meat. And His Majeſty , witn advice foreſaid, doth impower and require the Maſters of the 
Corre&ion-houſes to put and hold the ſaids poor people to work, as they ſhall ſee them moſt capable and fit; 
Andin caſe of their diſobedience, to uſe all manner ot ſeverity and corretftion, by wheeping or otherwayes, 
( excepting torture ), and todetaine them within the ſaid Corre&ion-houſe and Cloſs thereot ; withthis pro- 
viſion, thatin caſe any of the ſaids poor perſons being received, ſhall be ſuffered to eſcape to burthen the 
Countrey of new, that the Magiſtrats ſhall be charged to recover and receive them again , without any alloy. 
ance thereafter, during the ſaid ſpace of four years, under the pain of fourty pounds Scots far each perſon 6 
eſcaping: With power alſo tothem, to receive diſobedient feryants, and to put them to work, and to cor- 
re& them according to their demerits. Likeas His Majeity, with advice toreſaid , Ordains Letters of Hor- 
ning and other execution to paſs hereupon, at the inſtance of theſe who ſhall ſend the poor in manner foreſaid, 
againſt the Magiſtrats of Burghs for receiving rhe poor ſent to them, with the quarters allowance ſorefaid: 
And likewiſe, Letters of Horning to be direct at the inſtance of the Maſters of, the ſaids Correction-houſes, 
againſt theſe lyable in payment of the ſaid allowance tor the poor, conform to the ſaid Act of Parliament, 
and that quarterly in manner foreſaid ; and at the inſtance of the Colleors, to be named by the Heretors or 
Commiſlioners of Exciſe, againſt the Heretors and Inhabitants of the ſaids Paroches, conform to the aid 
Ad of Parliament. Itis alwayes hereby provided, that it ſhall be lawtul to Coal-maſters, Salt-maftets, 
and others who have Manufactories in this Kingdom, to ſeiſe upon any Vagabonds or Beggars, where 
ever they can find them, and to put them to work in their Coal-heughs or other Manufactories, who are to 
have the ſame power of correcting them, and the benefit of their work, as the Maſters of the CorreQtion- 
houſes. And furder, His Majeſty , with advice foreſaid, recommends and commits the execution of this 
preſent Act to His Privy Council, with power to them to appoint all means and wayes for making the ſame 
eftectual; To whom the Commiſſioners of exciſe in the ſeveral Shires, are hereby Required to return an 
account of their diligence in the premiſles, by ſome ot their number the ſecond Council day in November, 
and the ſecond Council day in Jaze yearly . under the pain of Fourrty pounds Scots for eyery Commillionerof 
Exciſe, who ſhall be deficient in doing his part of the premiſles.

SAX CT Concerning Adjudications. 


Edmburgh, 6. of September, 1672. 


He Kings Majeſty, confidering how far Compriſings have deborded from the firſt deſign of the 
Legiſlators, who did never intend that opulent and great Eſtates ſhould be carryed away for inconſi- 
derableſums, nor that Meſſengers or ignorant perſons ſhould be Judges in matters of ſo great importance; 
And conſidering the great prejudice os to Trade & Commerce , by the length of rhe legal Reverfion for- 
merly granted , the Creditor not being able to command his money, and hoth Debitor and Creditoy neglecting 
to uſe any policy & improvement of che Lands duriny the running of the the legal Reyerſion; And that after ex- 
piring thereof, Compriſings have become the foundation of much iraud ; the right thereof being ſometimes 
acqured by the appearand Heirs of the Debitor, who thereby lecluJed the lawful Creditors : And that by the 
Igaorance of Nottars and Meſlengers, and many unneceſſar ſo}:mnities , oftimes Nullities have happened in 
Compriſings, and the ſame have alwayes been moſt expenſive by heaping of penalties and Sheriff-ſees.

to, power and Commiſſion is granted to the Lyon Kzng. of Armes, or his Deputies to viſitthe whole Armes of 
Noble-men, Barons andGentle-men, and to matriculate the ſame in their Regiſters, and to fine in one hun- 

 dred pounds, all others who ſhall unjuſtly uſurp Armes ; As alſo to eſcheat all ſuch Goods and Gear , as ſhall 
_ haveunwarrantable Armes ingraven on them. Yer, amongſt rhe many irregularities of cheſe late times, very 
many have aſſumed to themſelves Armes, who ſhould bear none,and many of cheſe who may in Law bear, have 
aſſumed to themſelves the Armes of their Chief, without diſtintions , or Armes which were not carried by 
them or their Predeceſſors. Therefore, His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parlia- 
ment, Ratifies and Approves the forcfaid A of Parliament; And for the more vigorous proſecution thereol,

ants of any Family, the Arms of which Family they bear, and of what Brother of the Family they 
are deſcended; With Teſtificats from perſons of Honour, Noble-men or Gentle-men of quality, 4f1 
the verity of thcir having and uſing thoſe Arms, and of their deſcent as aforeſaid, to be delivered either 

_ to the Clerk of the Turifliction where the perſons dwels, or to the Lyon Clerk, at his Office in Edimourgy, 
at the option of the party, upon their Receipts gratis, without paying any thing therefore; V hich 
Receipt ſhall be a ſufficient exoneration to them, trom being oblieged to produce again, to the cficct, 
thar the Lyon King of Arms may diſtinguiſh the ſaids Arms, with congruant Differences , and may mat- 

. riculate the ſame in his Books and Regiſters , and may give Arms to vertuous and well deſerving perſons, and 
Extracts of all Arms, expreſſing the blaſoning of the Arms under his hand and Seal of Office; For which 
ſhall be payed to the Lyon, the ſum of twenty merks , by abs Prelat & Noble-man , and ten merks be every

ings in Scotland, to remain with the Lyons Office as a publick Regiſter of the Kingdom, and to betranſ. 
mitted to his Succeſlors in all time coming: And that whoſoever ſhall uſe any other Armes any manner 
of way , alter the expiring of year and day from the date of the Proclamation to be iſſued hereupon , 
in manner forcſaid , ſhall pay one hundred pounds money, fories quoties, to the Lyon, and ſhall like- 
wayes clchear to His Majeſty, all the moveable Goods and Gear upon which the faids Armes are en- 
raven , Or otherwiſe repreſented.

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Contracts are to ſtand good to all intents and purpoſes therein contained, for all the Saltthar is or ſhall be 
made before the ſaid firſt day of December. Likeas the Kings Majeſty, forthe encouragement of the Manu- 
facture of Salt, and for the further caſe of His good Subjects, Doth hereby declare, all Salt made or tobe made 
within this Kingdom, to be henceforth free from payment of Exciſe. And further, His Majeſty, with advice 
foreſaid, allowes the Importation of forraign Salt; And Statutes andOrdains , thar ilk Boll of forraign Salt 
of Linlithgow meaſure , thall pay fourty ſhillings Scots of Exciſe, whether the Salt be imployed on Fithes 
or not; and that ſecurity ſhall be given attheentry of the Salt, that this Exciſe duty ſhall be compleatly payed 
within year andday after the Importation thereot : And in conſideration of the Exemption which the torraign 
Salt employed on Fiſhes had from Exciſe formerly ; His Majeſty Declares, That all exported Flhes , whither 
Herring, Salmond, or others, ſhall bein time coming free from the payancey of Cuſtom. 

Likeas, His Majeſty, with advice forefaid , doth Inhibit and Diſcharge the Colletors and Farmers of 
Exciſe, upon any pretext, togive any eaſe or abatement of the ſaid fourty ſhillings of Exciſe impoſed upon 11k 
boll of forraign Salt, under the pain of deprivation, if they be Collectors, andthe loſs of the Benefit of their 
Tack of the Exciſe, if they be Farmers ; and of ſuch further puniſhment as the Lords of Exchequer thall think 
fir toinflict.

loſea Moneths pay to be payed to the partie injured by the Collector of the Ceſs or Exciſe in the Shire, by 
and attour the ſaid damage , which ſhall be allowed to him by the General Receiver: And this puniſhment to 
tobeextended to any quartering for deficiencie which ſhall be uſed, or exacted otherwaies then is preſcribed 
in manner forefaid. AND Irtis hereby DECLARED, that no diſcharges granted by Tennents to Soul- 
diers, for proviſions ,either of Men or Horſes, ſhall exoner the Officers or Souldiers , unleſs theſe diſcharges 
beunder the hand of the Maſter, or Chamberlain. IT IS ALWAIES hereby ſpecially PROVIDED 
and OR D AINE D, that the Sherift principal or his Deput in the reſpeQtive Shires, with any two or three 
of the Commiſſioners of ſupplie or Exciſe, ſhall ſet prices on Corn for the uſe of the Trou pers, conform te 
fiars of the year, and prices upon Straw, Hay, and Graſs, according tothe Current rates of the Countrie, 
and take care that the ſame be ſold at theſe rates, upon preſent payment of money to be made by the Souldiers 
tothe owners of the ſaids proviſions: Andin caſeit ſhall happen that any Horſes ſhall be imployed, and

hound. fix hundreth,nintey and one year. His Majeſty with advice and conſent torefaid ST A TUTS and 
ORDAINS, thartfor the releife of the Hererours and others lyable in this ſupply , their Vaſſals, and Few- 
ars, who pay no part of the Ceſs, and alſo their Tennents, Sub-Tennents, and others living upon theit 
Lands ſhall be taxed and pay into the faids Heretors yearly , each one of the faids Five years, theſums of 
money following, vis. Each Gentleman abovethe quality ofa Tennent, rhe ſum ro be appointed by the 
Heretor , notexceeding ſix pounds Scots, for himſelfe, his Wife, and Children ; Each Tennentand other 
Inhabirant, above the qualitie of a Tradſman, Cotrar, or Servant for themſelves and their Wyves and Chil- 
dren, any ſum not exceeding four pounds Scots: And each Tradſman, Cortaror Seryantany ſum not ex- 
ceeding Twenty ſhillings Scois.

UR SOVERAIGNE LORD. andthe Eſtates of Parliament, DOE Ratifie, and Approye 
© all Laws, and Acts of Parliament , nrade for ſecuring the Government of the Church, as it isnow 
eſtabliſhed by Law. AND forthe farther ſecurity of the Peace of Church and State, as it is now eſtablſhed, 
THEY dohereby STATUTE and ORD AIN, That where any perſons who are Tennents, as well 
in Burgh, as Land, orSeryants, being dilated upon the Oath of Calumny of the Informer , ſhall be found 
guilty, or holden as confeſt, before any comperent Judicatory tor field-conyenticles, or for reſetting Preach- 
ers whoare, orſhallbe, Intercommuned, or declared fugitives, upon a Jeoce intended againſt the faids 
Tennents and Servants , within three Moneths after committing of the ſaids crimes ; That their names , with 
their ſentence, be intimate by the Judge who pronounced the ſame, under form of Inſtrument, to the Ma- 
ſter, ifthe delinquent be a Servant, ortothe Heretour, and Land-Lord, in whoſe Land, and Houſes, he 
lives, ifhebea Tennent, or Cottar: which Maſter, or Heretour, ſhall be oblidged within a Moneth after 
the ſaid intimation, cither to pay the delinquent's fine, there being ſufficient goods to fatisfie the ſame, þ 
and attour a year's rent to the Maſter, orit he have nor ſufficient goods, ro put him and his Family out of his 
Landor Houſe, ifhebea Tennent, or Cottar; and if a Servant, out ofhis Service, or preſent him to Juſtice; 
providing alwaies that the libel whereupon the foreſaid ſentence proceeded, be ſpecial as to a certain place, 
where the fie}d-conventicle was keep'd, or there about, andalfo be ſpecial as tothe time , viz. a certain day 
ofſucha week, or one or other of the dayes of that week. AND HIS MAJESTIE, with advice, 
and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, DECLARES, thatin this caſe, it ſhall be Lawful to Heretours, 
to put their Tennents out of their Lands, or out of their Houſes poſleſt by them, at any time of the year, and 
that without any warning , or proceſs of Removing, and that notwithſtanding ofany tacks ſet tothe Ten- 
nents for years, ortermstorun, which, in this caſe, are hereby declared to be void and null: Andthe 
Maſters and Heretors are hereby authorized, andallowed, to retain as much of the goods and geir belong- 
ing to the ſaids Tennents, Cottars, and Servants, as may ſatisfy, and pay, the laſt year's rentdueby the 

Tennents, and relieve them of the ſaids fines. AND HIS MAJESTIE, withconſent foreſaid DE- 
CLARES, Thatifany man ſhall reſſet, orentertain, any Servant, Tennent, or Cottar , who isſoput 
away , he ſhall be lyable to pay three years fee to the Maſter who did put him away, and three years duty to 
the Heretor who put away his Tennent, or Cottar, it the faids Tennents, or Cottars, fo put away , bereſlet, 
or harboured, by any other Heretour, asfaidis, and ſhall likewiſe be lyablein one hundred pounds Scots, 
to be payed tothe King. IT IS alſohereby STATUTE and ORDAINED, Thatthe fines Impo- 
ſed by former Laws upon field-conventicles, ſhall be doubled, each perſon being by this AR fynablein twice 
as much as he was ſynable by the former Laws; excepr as to Burgeſſes of Burghs Royal, Regality and Barony, 
who beſides the incurring the ſame fines for field-conventicles, are for the furure to loſe their Burgesſhips, 
and liberties, and to be baniſhed from the Town where they lived. AND to theend that all the Laws 
againſt Conyenticles may be the better put to Execution, IT IS HEREBY DECLARED, that it 
ſhall be Lawful to His Majeſtie, ro nominat Sherifi-deputs, Juſticesof Peace, or other Commiſſioners tor 
puniſhing conventicles, and ſuch as are guilty ot irregular Marriages, Baptiſms, and invading of Miniſters.

ACT Concerning probattve Witneſſes in Writs and Executions. 
Auguſt 2g. 1681. 


() UR SOVERAIGNE LORD Confidering that by the Cuſtom introduced when writing was 
not ſo ordinary, Witneſſes inſert in writs, although nor ſubſcribing, are probative Witneſſes, andby 
their forgetfulnes may eaſily diſown their being witneſſes. FOR REMEED whereof, His Majeſtic 
with advice and conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament DOETH ENACT and DECLARE, That 
only ſubſcribing Witneſſes in writs to be ſubſcribed by any partie hereaftcr,ſhall be probative,and not the Wit- 
neſles inſert not ſubſcribing; And that all ſuch writs to be ſubſcribed hereafter, wherein the Writter & Witneſſes 
are not deſigned, ſhall be null, and are not ſupplyable by condeſcending upon the Writter, or the deſignation of 
the Writter and Witneſſes. AND itis farther STATUTE& DECLARED, That no witneſs ſhall ſubſcribe 
as Witneſs to any partie's ſubſcription, unleſs he then know that partie, and ſaw him ſubſcribe, or ſaw, OT 
heard him give warrand to a Nottar, or Nottars to ſubſcribe for him | andin evidence thereof touch the Not- 
tar'spen, orthatthe partie did at the time of the Witneſles ſubſcribing acknowledge his ſubſcription; Other- 
wiſe the ſaids Wirneſles ſhall be repute and puniſhed, as acceſſorie to forgerie. AND SEING writting 
is now ſoordinary, HIS MAJESTIE with conſent foreſaid DOETH ENACTandDECLARE, 
that no Witneſſes bur ſubſcribing Witneſſes ſhall be probative in inſtruments of Seiſing, Inſtruments ot Re- 
ſignation ad remanentiam, inſtruments of intimation of afſignations, tranſlations, or retro-ccſſions 0 
bands, contracts ,or other writs, which ſhall happen to be ſubſcribed in any time hereafter: AND T HA T 
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none but ſubſcribing Witneſſes ſhall be prove in Executions of Meſſengers, of Inhibitions, of Interdi&i- 
ons, Hornings, orarreſtments; And that no Execution whatſoever to be giyen hereafter , ſhall be ſuffici.nr 
to inferr _— of preſcription in Real rights , unleſs the ſame be done, before Witneſſes preſent at the 
doing thereof ſubſcribing: And that in all the ſaids caſes the Witneſſes be defigned in the bodie ofthe Writ 


Inſtrument, or Execution reſpective, otherwiſe the ſame ſhall be null and void, and make no faith in Judge 
ment , nor Out-with.

ACT AnentReligion and the T EST. 


| Auguſt. 31. 1681. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, With His Eſtates of Parliament Conſidering, That albcit by 
many wholſome Laws made by his Royall Grand-father, and Father, ot Glorious memory, and b 
himſelf, in this, and His other Parliaments, ſince His happy Reſtauration, the Proteſtant Religion 1s 
carefully aſſerted , eſtabliſhed and ſecured againſt Popery and Phanaticiſm: Yer the reſtleſs Advarſaries of 
our Religion , do not ceaſe to propogat their errours, and to ſeduce his Majeſtie's Subjects, from their duty 
to God, and Loyalty to His Vice-gerent, and to overturn the eſtabliſhed Religion, by introducing their 
Superſtitions , and deluſions, into this Church, and Kingdom. And knowing that nothing can more- eti- 
creaſe the numbers and confidence of Papiſts, and Schiſmarical diſſenters from the Eitabliſhed Church . then 
the ſupine neglect or putting in Execution the good Laws provided againſt them, together with their hopes | 
toinſinuat themſelves, into Offices, and places of truſt, and publick Imployment. THERFORE, 
His Majeſty , from His Princely and pious Zeal, to maintain and preſerve the true Proteſtant Religion , con- 
tained in the Confellion of Faith , recorded in the firſt Parliament of King Fames the Sixth , which is founded 
on, and agreeable to the written word of GOD; DOETH, with advice and conſent of His Eftates of 
Parliament, Require and Command, all His Officers, Judges, and Magjiſtrats, to put the Laws made 
apainſt Popery , and Papiſts, Prieſts, Jeſuits, and ali perfons of any other Order in the Popiſh Church, 
eſpecially againſt ſayers and hearers of Maſs; V enders and diſperſers of forbidden Books; And Retletters of Po- 
piſh Prieſts, and excommunicat Papiſts: As alfo againſt all Phanatick Separatiſts from this National Church; 
| Againſt Preachers ,at Houſe, or Field Conventicles , and the Refſerters and harbourers of Preachers , 
who are Intercommuned ; Againſt diſorderly Baptiſms , and Marriages , and irregular Ordina- 
tions, and: all other Schiſmartical diſorders, To full and vigorous execution, according tothe Tenour 
ofthe reſpeRive Acts of Parliament thereanent provided. And that His Majeſtie's Princely care to have theſe 
Laws put in Execution, __ thoſe enemies of the Proteſtant Religion, may the more clearly appear : 
HE DOE TH, with advice and conſent foreſaid, STAT UT and OR D AIN, That the Miniſters of 
each Paroch, give up in October Yearly, to their reſpective Ordinaries, true and exact liſts of all Papiſts, 
and Schiſmarical-withdrawers from the publick Worſhip , in their reſpeQtive Paroches; which Lifts are to be 
ſubſcribed by them, and that rhe Biſhops give in a double of the ſaids Liſts Subſcribed by them , to the re- 
ſeRive Sheriffs, Stewards , Bailics of Royalty , aud Regality, and Mayiſtrars of Burghs, To the cflect 
e ſaids Judges may proceed againſt them according to Law: As alſo the Scheritfts, and other Magiſtrats 
foreſaids, are hereby ordained to give an account to His Majeſtie's Fog Council in December ycatiy, of 
their proceedings againſt thoſe Papiſts, and Phanatical Separatiſts , as they will be anſwerable at their hiyh- 
eſt peril. Andthatthe diligences done by the Sherifts, Bailies of Regalitics , and other Magiſtrars torcfaids, 
may be the better enquired into by the Council, the Biſhops of the reſpeRive Dioceſles, ar to ſend exact 
doubles of the liſts of the Papiſts and Phanaricks, to the Clerks of Privy Council, whereby the :!igences of 
the Sheriffs, and other Judges toreſaids, may be controlled and examined. And to cut of all hopes, from 
Papiſts, and Phanaticks, of their being imployed in Offices and Places of publick Truſt. I'T 15 HERE - 
BY STATUT and ORDAINED, tharthe following Oa7h ſhall be taken by all perſons in Offices, 
and places of publick Truſt, Civil, Eccleſiaſtical, and Military , eſpecially by all Members of Parliament, 
and all Eleors of Members of Parliament, all Privy Counſellors, Lords of Seſſion, Members of the Ex- 
chequer, Lords of Juſticiary , and all other Members of theſe Courts; all Officers of the Crown, and Statc; 
all Arch-Biſhops and Biſhops ; and all Preachers and Miniſters of the Goſpel whatſoever; all perſons of this 
Kingdom, named or to'benamed Commiſſioners for the Borders ; all Members of the Commiſion for Church 
Afairs; all Sheriffs, Stewards , Bailies of Royalties and Regalities, Juſtices ofthe peace, Officers of the 
Mint, Commiſſars and their Depurs, their Clerks and Fiſcals, all Advocats and Procurators before any of

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Oath as follows, vis. The Arch-Biſhops, Chief Commanders of the Forces, and Officers of the Crown 
and State, and Counſellers, before the Secret Council: All the Lords of Seſſion, and all Members of the 
Colledge of Juſtice, and others depending __o them, before the Seſſion : The Lords of Juſticiary , an 
thoſe depending upon that Court, inthe Juſtice Court: . The Lords and other Members of the Exchequer, 
before the Rnchorate : All Biſhops, before the Arch Biſhops : All the inferiour Clergy , Commiſſars, 
Maſters and Doors of Univerſities, and Schools, Chaiplains and Pedagogues, before the Biſhops of the 
reſpeQive Dioceſles : Sheriffs, Srewards , Bailies of Royalty and Regality , and thoſe depending on theſe 
Juriſditions, before theſe reſpe&tive Courts: And Proveſts , Baillies and others of the Burgh, beforethe 
Town Council: All Colle&ors and Farmourers of the King's Cuſtoms and Exciſe, before the Excheguer; 
The Commiſſioners of the Borders, before the Privy Council; All Juſtices of Peace, before their Con- 
veener; And the Officers of the Mint, before the General ofthe Mint; And the Officers of the Forces, before 
the Commander in Chief; And common Souldiers, before their reſpeQive Officers; The Lyon ,beforethe 
Privy Council; and Heraulds, Purſeyants and Meſſengers at Arms, before the Lyon. And His Majeſty, 
with conſent foreſaid, STATUTS andORDAINS, that all thoſe who preſently poſſeſs, or enjoy 
any of the foreſaids Offices, publick Truſts, or Imployments, ſhall take andſubcribe the following Oath, 
in one of the foreſaids Offices, in manner before preſcribed, berwixt and the firſt of January next, which is 
to be recorded in the Regiſters of the reſpective Courts, and Extracts thereof under the Clerks hands, to he

reſpe&ive Courts, They ſhall be declared incapable of all publick Truſt thereafter, and be further puniſhed 
with the loſs of their Moveables, and Liferent-Eſcheat, the one half whereof to be given to the Injomer, 
andthe other half to belong to His Majeſty. And His Majeſty , with Advice foreſaid, recommends to His 
Privy Council to ſee this At put to due and vigorous Execution. 


Follows the Tenourofthe OATH tobetakenby all Perſons in Publick Truſt. 


. A. B. Solemnlie fivear inpreſenceof the Eternal God, whom I invocat as Fudge , and Witneſs of my 
I ſmcere intention of this my Oath , that T own, and ſincerely profeſs the true Proteſtant Religion, contained 
21 the Confeſſion of Faith , recorded in the firſt Parliament of King James the Sixth; and that I believe the 
fame to be founded on , and agreeable to the written Word of God. And I promiſe and ſwear , that I ſhall 
adhere thereto, during all thedayes of my lifetime, and ſhall endeavour to educat my Children therein: and 
ſhailnever conſent to any change , or alteration contrary thereto: Aud that I diſown , and renounce all ſuch 
Principles, Doftrines, or Praiſes, whether Popiſh, or Phanatical, which are contrary unto, and it- 
conſiſtent with the ſaid Proteſtant Religion, and Confeſſion of Faith. Ad for teſtification of my Obedie-.ce 
to my moſt Gracious Soveraren CHARLES the Second, Idoaffirm, and fwear , by this my ſolemn Oath, 
T hat the King's « Majeſty . #s the only Supreme Governour of this Realm , over all Perſons, and m all Caiſes, 
as well Eccleſiaſtical as Cruil; And that no forraign Prince, Perſon, Pope , Prelate, State, or 't otentate, 
hath or ought to have any Juriſdiftion, Power, Superioritie, Preheminencie w Authoritie Eccleſiaſtical or 
Cruil, within this Realm.

HE ESTATES of Parliament, conſidering that the Exciſe of forreigne, and in-land commo- 
T dities, impoſed by the fourteenth Act of the firlt Seſſion of his Majeſtie's firſt Parliament, docs ter- 
winat witth the life of His Sacred Majeſty who now reignes , whom God Almighty long preſerve.. AND 
They being deſirous, that the Royal Government of the Kingdom, ſhould not be then deftiture of a due,

UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and Eſtates of Parliament, D O E Ratifie , and approve 
VF all former Laws, and Statutes, made againſt Superſedere's, and Protections; And to the end 
the: ſame may be made yet more effectual, T H E Y Diſcharge the Lords of His Majeſtie's Privy 
Council, Seſſion , and Exchequer , and Commilſiioners of ſuſticiary, to grant Protections, Licences, 
or Fuperſedere's, Certifying ſuch as thall grant the ſame, thar they ſhall be lyable tor the debr , upon 
which execution is ſtoped-by the ſaid Protection. Andto the end ſuch as are acceſſory may be clearly 
iſcoyered, They ordain that all Protections, Superſedere's, and Licences, ſhall be ſigned by ſuch as 

On them; And they declare tha their ſigning thereof ſhall prove againſt them their voting thereto, and 

| makeall who ſigne them, whether the Preſident of the Court, or others as lyable, as it they had be- 
come Cautioners for the ſaid debt : And ordains that theſe Protections be recorded in the Books of the 
Court, which granted the Protection, and that extracts thereof under the Clerks hand, ſhall make faith 


Hainſt the granter, IT IS ALWAIES hereby DECLARED, that it ſhall be free » 
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the Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council, Seſſion, and Exchequer, andthe Commiſſioners of J uſticiary, 
togrant ProteCtions to ſuch as are cited, charged, or required by Law to compear before them, forfſuch 
few dayes , as they may come and give their appearance , and during their neceſſar ſtay , and ſome few daycs 
for their return, not exceeding a Moneth in all: The parties whorequire witneſſes to be cited, or their 'T'y- 
tours and Curatours, if the ſaids parties be Minors, giving their Oaths of credulity , or ſubſcribing a certi- 
ficat under their hand upon Oath , that theſe who are cited by them to be Witneſſes, are material Witneſſzs 
which Protections ſhall bear the cauſe for which they aregranted. AND LASTLY, tis hereby D F- 
CLARED, thatitſhall not only be Lawful to put the Laws in Execution, notwithſtanding of ProteRions 
and Licences, granted contrary to this and former Laws, but thar if any Meſſenger , or Magiſtrat refuſe to 
concur, they ſhall be lyable in payment ofthe debt; And that the Lyon ſhall be likewiſe lyable, ifhe refuſe 
rodeprive the Meſſenger who refuſes to execute the Law, upon pretence of any ſuch ProteRion, Licence, 
or Superſedere.

UR SOV ERAIGNE LORD Conſidering that ſometimes through the ignorance, and inad- 
O yertencie of ſome Writers and Nottars, Clauſes arcinſert in contracts of Marriage, containing proviſi- 
ons by Husbands in favours of their Wives , without mentioning the terce that is due to her by Law, orex- 
preſling the proviſion to be granted in ſatisfaction of the terce; whereby occaſion is given to Relicts to claime 
aterce out of their Husbands eſtates by and attour the proviſion conceived in their tavours, contrary to the 
meaning and intention of the parties contracters. FOR REMEED whereof, the Kings Majeſty, with 
advice and conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, STATUTES andORDAINS, Thatintime coming 
where there ſhall be a particular proviſion, granted by an Husband in favours of his Wiſe , either ina contract 
of Marriage, orſome other writ, betore or after the — ; Thatthe Wife ſhall be thereby ſecluded from 
aterce out of any lands or annual-rents belonging to her Husband , unleſs itbe expreſly providedin the con- 
trac of Marriage, or other Writ containing the ſaid proviſion, that the Wife ſhall have right to a terce, by 
and attour the particular proviſion, conceived in her fayours: But prejudice alwaies to the Lords of Scſſion, 
to determine asto Contracts of Marriage , or proviſions already made, according to the former Law and

() publick Regiſter of Seiſings, and Revyerſions, conform to the ſixteenth At of the 22. Parliament of 
King Fames the Sixth, holdenin Anno 1617. Andthat there is fully the like reaſon and benefite, that the 
foreſaid Statute ſhould extend to the whole Kingdom, as well to Burgh, as Landward. THEREFORE 
His Majeſty , with conſent of his Eſtates of Parliament, STATUTES and ORDAINS, Thatin 
time coming, all Inſtruments of Seiſing of Tenements within Burgh Royal, or Liberties, or freedoms there: 
of holding in Burgage, andall Reyerſions, Re reſles, Bands, or Writs, for making Reverſions, or Re- 
greſſes, Aſſignations thereto , diſcharges thereof, Renounciations of Woodſets, and Grants of Redemption 
the ſaids Tenements within Burgh, or the libertics, or freedoms thereof holding Burgage , fhall be inſert 
inthe Town Clerks Books of the ſeyeral Burghs reſpetive, within Threeſcore dayes after the date ot rc 
fame, excepting reyerſions incorporat in the Kody ofthe right ; And that the Town Clerk thall keep a ſeveral 
book therefore, depending only upon the Magiſtrats of the Burgh, without neceſſity of any wartand from 
the Clerk of Regiſter , and minut Books of the ſame, to be quarterly compared and ſigned, Þy cnc Proyelt 
and Bailies of the ſeveral Burghs.

O UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, from His Princely care for the Wealth and Flouriſhing ofthis His An- 
cient Kingdome , Conſidering that the Importation of Forraign Commodities ( which are ſuperfluous,or 
may be made within the Kingdom, by encouragement given to the MaufaQuries thereof) had exceedingly ex- 
hauſted the money of the Kingdom, and highrned the Exchange to Forraign places, fo thatin a thort time 
the ſtock of Money behooved to be exhauſted, and the Trade thereof to fail: FOR REMEFID whereof, 
His MajeFtie's Privy Council after long and ſerious Deliberation, and advice of the moſt jud'cious and know- 
ing Merchants of the Kingdom , DI D by two Acts of Council of the dates , the firſt of : March, and cle- 
venth of Aprz/ laſt, and publick Proclamations following thereupon, GIV E encouragement to Manu- 
facuries erected or to be erected in this Kingcom, in manner, and tothe eftect underwritien: 'T HER E- 
FORE His Majeſty, with advice and Conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, ſtrictly Prohibits and Diſcharges, 
all Merchants , and other perſons whatſoever, To Import into this Kingdom , any Goid or Silverthreed , 
Goldor Silver Lace, Fringes, or Tracings, all Buttons of Gold or Silver threed , all manner of Stufts, or 


. Ribbans in which there is any Goldor Silver threed, all Philagram of Gold or Silver to be worne upon Ap- 


parel, and all the Counterfeits of any of them, all flower'd, ſtrip'd, figur'd, chequer'd, painted, qr printed 
Silk Stuffs or Ribbans, (no wayes comprehending changing colloured, or watrered Seu or Ribbans), All 
Embroideries of Silk upon wearing Cloathes : WIT HCER TIFICA TION, Thatall ſuch Goods as 
ſhall be imported contrary hereunto in any time coming, or which have been imported contrary to the ſaids 
Proclamations , ſhail be burnt and deſtroyed, and the Importers, or Reſſetters fined in the value thereof. 
LIKEAS His Majeſty, with advice and conſent foreſaid, ſtrictly prohibits and diſcharges the wearing of 
any of the ſaids prohibired Goods, and Commodities within this Kingdom, by any of His Majeſties Sub- 
jets, or others dwelling and reſiding therein, after the firſt of Apri/next, underthe pain of five hundred 
merks Scots money , toties quoties, by and atrour the Confiſcation of the Cloathes , uponwhich any of the 
faids prohibited Goods ſhall be found ; Allowing hereby to Officers and Souldiers of the Kings whole ſtand- 
ing Forces, the ſpace of two years atter the firſt of November next, to wear out their Cloathes upon which 
there is any Gold or Silver Lace, Threed, or Buttons. LIKEAS His Majeſty, with conſent foreſaid, 
ſtrily prohibits and diſcharges all Merchants and other Perfons whatſoever, to import into this Kingdom , 
any forraign Holland- Linnen,Cambrick, Lawn, Dornick, Damesk, Tyking, Bouſten , or Damety , Tufted or 
Stripped Holland,Calligo, Seleſia, or E2ſt-India Linnen, & all other Forraign Cloaths & Stuffs, made of Lin- 
nenor Cottoun, Wool or Lint: (noways comprehending Flannen, Arras hangings, Forreign Carpets,and made 
Beds of Silk, Damesk-hangings, Chairs and Stools contorm thereto ) all _— Silk or Wooſen Stockings ,all 
forraignLaces made of Silk, Gimp or Threed, all forraign Laces or PR any ſort ur collour,ail torraiga made 
Gloves, Shooes, Boots, or Slippers, all wearing Cloathes made abroad for Men, Women, or Cividren, 
(excepting wearing Cloathes and Linnens brought home by Perſons for their own uſe, who haye been Abroad, 
and uſed by them, and made of ſuch Cloathes, Stuffs, and Furniture as are by cs Act allowed ro be worne 
within this Kingdom.) WITH CER VIFICATION, thatall ſuch Goods as {hall be imported con- 
trary herero, and contrary to the ſaids Proclamations , ſhall be burnt and deſtroyed, and the Importers or 
Reſſerters thereof fyncd in the value of the ſaids Goods. And the T ackſmen , or Collectors of the Cuſtoms; 
Surveyers, Colledors, Waiters or their Servants , are hereby ſtricily required, and commanded, to ſearch 
for, ! en upon, apprehend, burn and deſtroy any of the ſaids prohibited Goods that ſhall happen ro be im- 
ported contrary to this AQ ; With certification to them if they failzic , and ſuffer the ſaids protibited Goods 
tbeimported, either by tollerance or connivance, they ſhall not only amit and looſe their places, and for 
everbe incapable to ſerve in that or any ſuch Publick charge, but alſo tyned in the value of the Goods that 
through their fault or negle&, ſhall happento be imported; and any Merchant, or other perſon Who ſhall 
inform againſt any of the Farmourers, Collecors, Surveyers, or Waiters, for negle& of their Nuty in the 
Premiſs, and prove the fame , ſhall haye their Fynes for their reward. LIKEAS, His Maieſty 
RATIFIES, andAPPROVES allA&s already made for the encouragement of the ManuiaCturies 


ofthis Kingdom, and encouragement of Strangers to come thereto , and ſctup their ſeycral Callings therein : 
Aa and 
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and anent the Weaving and Bleatching of Linnen cloath, declaring, that it any Strangers ſhall come, orhe 
brought into this Kingdom by Natives to ſet up, work, and teach his Art of making of Cloaths, Stuff; 
Stockings, Soap , or any kinde of ManuſaQtury, 'That he ſhall enjoy the benefit of Law, and all other privi. 
ledges that a Native doth enjoy: with power to ſet up Manufacturies, either in Burgh orLand-ward, as they 
ſhall think fit, and there to dwell , and exerciſe rheir Trade, without any ſtop or trouble; and that the 
ſhall have liberty and freedom of Trade, and to buy and purchaſe Lands, and Heretages, andall other 
Goods moveable and immoveable, and all other priviledges, liberties, and capacities that do belong to any 
Native Subje&, born within this Kingdom. And For the Farther encouragement of ManufaQtuiies, ajl 
Oyl, dying Stuffs, forraign Wool, Lint , and Flax , Pot-aſhes, or any other Materials whatſoever uſeſyl 
for Manufacturies, that ſhall be imported, arc hereby declarcd to be free of Cuſtom and Exciſe, and alj 
other publick Dues in all rime coming ; and that all Cloaths, Stuffs, Stockings, or any other Commo- 
ditiestobe made, and exported by them, ſhall be tree of all Cultom and Exciſe, for the ſpace of nintcen 
years after the date hereot. And it is farther declared, that any ſtockimployed, orto be imployed, for 
ereRing and entertaining any Manufacturies, the fame ſhall be tree of all private and publick Taxes whar- 
ſoever, andall quartering and leyying of Souldiers ; and all the Servants of the ſfaids Manufacuries ſhall 
be free of watching , warding, Militia, or Levies during their aualſervice therein, for the ſpace of ſeven 
years after the date hereof. WITH POWER to the Maſters, Erectors, or entertainers of Manutac- 
turies, ro meet for making of Ordinances for the Right ordering of their Seryants, ſufficiency of their 
Stuffs, Cloaths, and others, and appointing Viſitors of their Works. AND HIS MAJESTY, 
with conſent foreſaid, RATIFIES and APPROVES the 43. Actofthe x. Seſſion of His Majeſties 
x. Parliament, andthe 46. Act of the ſame Seſſion of Parliament, diſchairgeing the exporting of Linnen 
yarne, Worſteed, Woolen yarne, raw or unwaked Cloaths { except Plaiding Fingtam, and Gallozay 
white ) underthe pain of Confiſcation thereof ; And the Act of Parliament ordaining, that Linnen ofthe 
price of Tenſhillings Scots the eln, oraboye, be not under the breadth of aneln and twoinches, andthar 
the ſame be taken up by the Selvedge and not by the Ridge, and fo preſented tothe Mercat, and that the ſame 
be bleatched without Lime, under the penalty of Confiſcation of the Linnen otherwayes taken up, and 
bleatched , and impriſonment, and Fyning althe perſons tranſgreſſors, not exceeding the value of the Lin- 
nen. LIKEAS it is hereby ORDAINED, that hereafter, all Linnen brought ro Mercat for publick 
Sale, be made up of Peeces and halt Peeces, and that the Peece contain Twenty fourelns, and the half 
Peece twelve elns, and that it contain not one eln more or leſs, under the pain of confiſcation thercof. 
And that all Fingram, Plaiding, Linnen, and Woolen Droggats, to be made in time coming, ſhall be 
of the breadth of: three quarters and an nail, all Searges an eln and two inches, and the length of the Peece 
to be fifty , or fifty twoelns to the whole Peace, andthe halt thereof to the halt Peece , under the penalty 
forcſaid , and that all the ſaids Peeces, whether Linnen or Woolen , be taken up in Folds, eln or three quar- 
ters long, and that none of them be rolled, that thereby the ſuiticiency ofthe whole Peece, may be known, 
and that the ſame be not ſtretched by the rolling, whereby the meaſure will not hold out; and that under 
the penalty foreſaid , for all ſuch Cloath otherwiſe taken up and preſented tothe Mercat. AND His Ma: 
jeſty, with ADVICE and CONSENT foreſfaid, DOETH Authorize the Lords of His Privy 
Council, to declare theſe Manufactures already ſer up, or that hereafter ſhall be ſerup, ro be ſuch, to 
the effect they may enjoy the Priviledges, Liberties, and Immunities granted by the ſaids Acts of Par- 
liament. AND torthe more efiectual execution of this Act, His Majeſty with advice forcſaid, OR-

UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, Conſidering the great hurt,and prejudice, ariſing to this Kingdom, 
by the ſuperfluous expence beſtowed at Marriages, Baptiſms, and Burials. FOR repreſſing of 
which abuſe in time coming, HIS MAJESTY with advice and conſent ofhis Fſtates of Parliament p 

' DOES Statute and OR DAIN, That Marriages, Baptiſms, and Burials, ſhall be ſolemnized and 
gone about, in ſober,and decent manner. AN D that at Marriages, beſides the married perſons, their Parents, 
Children, Brothers, and Siſters, and the Family wherein they live, There ſhall not be preſent ar any contra of 
Marriage, Marriage, or In-fare, or meetupon occafion thereot , above four Friends on either ſide, with 
their ordinary domeſtick Servants, and that neither Bride-groom, nor Bride, nor their Parents, or Relati- 
ons, Tutours, or Curatours, forthem, andtotheiruſe, ſhall make above two changes of raiment, ar 
thartime , or upon that occaſion. Certifying ſuch perſons as ſhall contrayeen, ifthey be landed perſons, 
They ſhall be lyable in the fourth part of their yearly valued rent, and thoſe who are nor landed perſons, in the 
fourth part of their moyeables, Burgeſſes, according to their condition and means, nor exceeding five hundred 
merks Scots, and mean Craftſmen and Seryants, not exceeding one hundred merks : And if their ſhall be any 
oreater number of perſons then aforeſaid, inany Houſe or Jnn, within Burgh, or ſub-urbs thereof, or with- 
intwo miles of the ſame, where Penny-weddings are made, That the Maſter of the Houſe hall be fined in 
thefumm of five hundred merks Scots. AND Itis STATUT and ORDAINED, Thatar Bap- 
tiſms upon that occaſion, beſides the Parems, Children, Brothers, and Siſters, andthoſe of the Family , 
there ſhall not be preſent above four Witnefles. AND FARTHER His Majeſty with conſent foreſaid 

STATUTES, andORDAINS, Tharttheir ſhall notbeinvited to Burials, any grater number ofper- 
ſons then theſe following, vis. Torthe Burial of Noblemen, and Biſhops, and their Wives, not above 
One hundred Noblemen and Gentlemen : To the Burial of a Baron of quality, not above Sixry , andother 
landed Gentlemen, not above Thirty. And that theMourners at the Burials of Noblemen, and Biſhops, 
andtheir Ladies, doe not exceed Thirty , and at the Burials of Privy Counſellers. Lords of Seſſion, Barons, 
Proyeſts of Burghs, and their Wives, the number of Mourners , doe not exceed Twenty four, And at the 

Burials of all other Landed Gentlemen, and Citizens within Burgh, they doe not exceed the number of 
Twelve. Andprohibits, and diſcharges the ufing , or carrying of any Pencils, Banners , and other Honours, 

ar Burials, except only the eight Branches to be upon the Pale, oruponthe Coffin, where there1s no Pale, 

under the foreſaids penalties reſpective, in caſe they contraveen, AND IT IS STATUTE, AND 

ORDAINED, That there be no Mourning Cloaks uſed at Burials,nor at any other time,under the pain of 


One hundred pounds Scots.

With advice and conſent of the Eſtares of Parliament DOETH STATUTE, and ORDAIN, Thar 
not only all ſuch perſons who ſhall aſſaſſinar, Butthar all who ſhall maintain, oraſſert, Thatiris lawful to 
kill any man upon difference in opinion, or becauſe they haye been imployediin the ſervice of the King, or 
of the Church, as itis preſently eſtabliſhed by Law , ſhall incur the pain of Treaſon, and be puniſhed by 
tinſel of Life, Lands, and Goods. A N D Remembring with horrour, the execrable murder of thir 
moſt Reverend,& Worthy Prelat Zames late Arch-Biſhop of San&- Andrewes, Lord Primat of Scotland, (who 
deſerved ſo well of this Church, and Monarchy , for his eminent ſervices to both) D OE Ordain the Sherri 
of Fife and his deputs, To make weekly ſearches in theſe places, where itis, or may be, ſuſpected thele Aſa- 
ſinars doe reſide, that they may be brought to Juſtice, and examplarly puniſhed. And likewiſe ordains all 
other Sherriffs, and Magiſtrats, upon Information that thoſe Aſſaſlines are within their bounds, To make 
ſearch for and apprehend them, that they maybe brought to Juſtice, AND DOE hereby Ratific the 
former As of Council againſt ſuch as ſhall reſſer thoſe Murderers.

A C T Concerning the Furiſdiftion of the Admiral Court.

NY UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, Conſidering that the clearing and eſtabliſhing the Juriſdiction of 
() the High Admiral of this Kingdom, will greatly tend to the advancement, and encouragment of Trade, 
and Navigation. THEREFORE His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, 
DOETHA Ratify and approve the 15. Act of the 12. Parliament of King Zames the Sixth, in the whole 
Heads, Clauſes, and Articles of the ſame, And Decerns , and Declares, the High-Court of Admirality tobe a 
Sovyeraigne Judicature init ſelf, and of it's own nature to Import ſummar execution. And STATUTES 
and DECLARES, Thattheſaid High Admiral, as he is His Majeſties Leive-tenent, and Juſtice General 
upon the Seas, and inall Ports, Harbours, or Creiks of the ſame, and upon F reſh waters, or Navigable Rivers 
below the firſt bridges, or within the flood marks, fo far as the ſame does, or can at any time extend ; So the 
faid High Admiral hath the ſole Priviledge and Juriſdiction, in all Maritim and Sea-faring cauſes, forreign and 
domeſtick, whether civil or criminal whatſoeyer within this Realm, and over all perſons as they are concerned 
intheſame. And Prohibits, and Diſcharges all other Judges to meddle with the deciſion of any of the faids 
cauſes in the firſt inſtance, except the Great Admiral, and his Deputs allennarly. And STATUTES, 
ORDAINS and DECLARES, tharitis the Priviledge oi the ſaid High Admiral, to cauſe partics be- 
come enacted, and find Caution, noronly for compearance, but tor performance, ofthe Acts and Sentences 
of his Court, and that he may puniſh all breakers of his arreaſtments, and reſiſters of his Officers, in the Exe- 
cution of his precepts, and apply the fines, and amerciamentsto his own uſe, conform to the. Laws ofthe 
Kingdom. Andfarther STATUTSandDECLARES, that the High Court of Admirality is afu- 
preme Court, and that the Decreets and Adts of all other Inferionr Courts of Admirality , are ſubject 
to the review , and reduction , ' of the ſaid High Court of Admirality. AN D for the morc 
ready and quick diſpatch of Juſtice, in Maritim, and Sea-faring cauſes, forreign and domeſtick , whether 

Civil or Criminal within this Realm , and over all perſons in ſo far as they are concerned inthe ſame, both to 
Natives and Strangers, OUR SOVERAIGNE LORD with advice and conſent forefaid Prohibits 
and Diſcharges all Adyocations in the torefaids cauſes, from rhe ſaid Court of Admirality to the Lords of Scſ- 
ſion, or any other Judges whatſoever in all time coming, and that no ſuſpenſion or other ſtop to the Execution 
of the Decreets, or Acts, of the ſaid Court of Admirality, be paſt be the Lords of Sefſion, ar any time hereatter, 
except by the whole Lords, in pre/entia, in time of Seſſion, and by three of the ſaids Lords the time of Va- 
cance met together to that effect: And that irany ſuſpenſions, or ſtops ſhall happen to be paſt in manner fore- 
faid, the ſame be ſummarly diſcuſſed upon a Bill, and be Priviledged and exeemed from the ordinary courſe of 
the Roll : And if upon diſcuſling thereof, the ſame ſhall be found ro have been unjuſtly , and malitiouſ]y rail- 
ed, That the ſaid High Court of Admirality, may upon the Application made by the Parties concerned , Mo- 
difie, and Decern the Damages they have ſuſtained by the ſaids ſuſpenſions, and ſtops of execution of thcir 
Acts and Decreets, attour the expences of plea before the Lords of Seſſion, which is to be modified by the faids 
Lords of Seſſion. AS ALSO His Majeſty with advice and conſent ſoreſaid, STATUTES and OK- 

DAINS, Thatirfhall be lawful and competent to the ſaid Courr of Admirality, to review their own D<- 
creets and Sentences, it there be juſt occaſion for the fame. And His Majeſty with advice and conſent torc- 
faid DECERNS and DECLARES, That it is the ſole Right and Priyiledge of the High Admira!, 
and his Depurs , the Judges of the High Court of Admirality, To grant paſſes, and ſafe conducts to all 
Ships; And Inhibits and Diſcharges, all others to grant the ſame, as they will be anſwerable upon their 
higheſt peril. And His Majeſty with advice and conſent foreſaid Caſſes, Annuls, and Reſcinds , all and 
whatſoever Laws, Acts of Parliament, or Cuſtoms, contrary to, or any waycs inconſiſtent with this prc-

O UR SOVER AI G NE LORD, Conſidering, that when the Eſtates and Lands of Bankrupts are 
affected with Adjudications, Compriſings, and other real Rights, excceding their yalue, Ir oftimes 
als out that the Creditors do not agree to ſell the Lands, whereby ſuch as have ſmall ſums upon iuch ſecurities, 
cannot command any part thereof, and ſuch Eſtates do oftimes become inefiecual to many Creditors. 
THEREFORE, His Majeſty, with conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, DOT H authorize, andim- 
werthe Lords of the Seſſion (upon a Proceſs atthe inſtance of any Creditor having areal Right ) To cog- 
noſce, and try the value of ſuch Eſtates, wherethe Heretoris notoriouſly Bankrupt, and the Creditors in 
ofſeſſion of the Eſtate, and to value the ſame according to the true worth thereof, in its Rents, Caſualities, 
jghts, and Holdings, according tothe uſe and cuſtom of the Country where the Lands ly, And to com- 
miſſionar perſons to ſell theſe lands, and Eſtate, or any part thereof , at the ſaids rates, or more, as can be 
had forthe ſame, with conſent of the debitor, wherethercis a legal reverſion competentto him, and with- 
out his conſent wherethere is no legal : And ordains the ſaid fale to be by a publick Roup , not being under the 
rate, andprice, appointed by the Lords of Sefſion ; and that the Roup be made after publick intimation at 
the Mercat-croſs of the head Burgh of the Shire where the Lands lye, and atthe head Burgh of the Bailiary , 
Srewartry , or Regality, ifthey ly within the ſame, and at the Paroch Kirk-where the Lands ly , and at fix

FA UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, Conſidering how neceſlary itis for the flouriſhing of Tcade, That 
() Bills or Letters of exchange be duely payed and have ready Execution, conforme to the Cuſtom of 
other parts, DOETH THEREFORE, with advice and conſent of his Eſtates of Parliament, $T a. 
TUTE and ORDAIN, thatincaſeofany Forraign Bill of Exchange, from or to this Realm duely pro- 
teſted for not acceptance, or for not payment, the ſaid Proteſt having tne Bill of Exchange, prefixed, jhall 
be Regiſtrable within {1x Moneths after the date of the ſaid Bill, in caſe of non-acceptance, or after thefal. 
ling due thereof, in caſe of non-payment, inthe Books of Council and Seffion, orother competent Judica-

JN UR SOVERAIGNE LORD Conſidering that diverſe Noblemen, Barrons, and Burrowes 
as well Members of Committees, Commiſſars-General , and their deputs, as others of this King- 
dom, during the time of the late troubles, and Rebellion, did give their bonds for ſeycral great ſums of 
money 3 Which albeit bearing for Borrowed money, were imployed for the uſe of the Publick, and for 
ſecurity whereof, the pretended authority for thetime, did by Acts of pretended Parliaments, during theſe 
troubles , bind and oblidge the Eſtates of the Kingdom, to warrand , and relieve the Members of the ſaids 
Committees, and all other Perſons whatſoever, who had given bonds or ſecurity, for any ſums im Jloyed 
forthe uſe of the Publick , And that upon the reſcinding of theſe pretended Parliaments, HIS MAJESTY 
and Eſtates of Parliament, after his happy Reftauration, in. 1 661, for ſecurity of all ſuch perſons 
bound in theſe Bonds, did by an Actinthart Parliament, ſuſpend all execution, as well Real as Perſonal 
ainſt the faids Perſons, or their Heirs upon the foreſaid Bonds, till the next Parliament: AND aifo in 
the ſubſequent Parliament holden inthe year 1669, did continue the foreſaid ſuſpenſion, ay and while the 
forcfaids Debts ſhould be conſidered in Parliament.
